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ANNUAL ADDRESS OF HON. KEVIN H. WHITE, 
MAYOR OF BOSTON 


Councillor Kerrigan, Reverend Clergy, Members of the 
Boston City Council and the Boston School Committee, 
Guests, and Fellow Citizens of Boston: 


This is my third annual message — and the first annual 
address delivered in this New City Hall. It is a moment 
that marks the midpoint of my term as Mayor, the 
beginning of a new City Council, and, most important ofall, 
the start of a new decade — a decade that the City of 
Boston faces with mixed feelings of hope and anxiety. 

The 60’s were often called the decade of the American 
city, for never before in our history was so much attention 
paid to the plight of the cities. The past ten years have 
been years of painful self-examination in this country — 
they were years of moral upheaval, violent protest, 
dramatic change! 

Boston, like other great metropolitan centers, was 
caught up in these powerful forces. We have had our 
share of the drama of the 60’s. 

Yet today, embarking on a new decade and after 
thousands of ideas have been conceived, millions of words 
spoken, and mountains of reports compiled, the problems 
of our cities are still with us. 

And it should surprise no one who is conscious and 
concerned. For the condition in which the American city 
finds itself today is the product of the cumulative forces 
of history, and it can only be changed, in any funda- 
mental sense, by equally powerful countervailing forees. 
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In the past decade, Boston has seen some of these 
changing forces at work. We are bringing about the 
realization of a commercial renaissance in downtown 
Boston, physical renewal of older neighborhoods, and a 
reclamation of the city’s greatest natural resource — 
its waterfront. 

Just in the past two years, without sacrificing the 
momentum we have generated in physical renewal, we 
have made important strides to serve long-neglected 
human needs — to reach out to our people and to make 
our urban environment more humane for those it serves. 


We have made important innovations and created 
needed new programs to serve some of the more neglected 
needs of our neighborhoods — programs such as the Little 
City Halls, Model Cities, Summerthing, Youth Oppor- 
tunity, Council on the Aging, Office of Human Rights; 
we have established the Economic Development Com- 
mission, Air Pollution Commission, the Consumers 
Council, and, recently, a Rent Review Board. 


We can take pride in these accomplishments. They are 
lasting and sustaining contributions that are the result 
of the combined efforts of the executive and the legislative 
branches of this city government. 


And yet, balanced against this record that we both 
helped to shape, is the certainty that we have many 
formidable tasks ahead. I need not trot out the tattered 
catalogue of urban ills — we are all too familiar with 
them — the countless irritants of city living, the reasons 
for reaction, the frustrations, the fear, the despair among 
the people of a great city. 


These problems have always been with us. Despite our 
good intentions, our dedicated efforts, our imaginative 
programs, they seem to defy solution. 

But we must realize that none of our efforts will ever 
be of sustaining value unless we deal successfully with 
those unglamorous day-to-day functions that are the 
essence of administering a city government — the main- 
tenance of order, improving the community, and delivering 
services. 

Those are the three basic functions that have too long 
been neglected in this and other cities. We have gotten 
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away from them, and in no small measure this has con- 
tributed to the magnitude of the problem of the American 
city. | 

I can report to you that in this past year we have taken 
these steps to improve the traditional operations of the 
city government. 

For example, in the area of public safety, we have in 
the past 12 months assigned more than 200 additional 
policemen to law enforcement duties. 

In the area of economic development, in the past 12 
months we have enacted one of the most modern building 
codes in the nation. 

In the area of public works, in the past 12 months we 
have surfaced more miles of roads and lighted more 
streets than in any previous year in our history. 

In the area of education, we have in the past 12 months 
finally embarked upon a long-awaited and long-overdue 
program of school construction and rehabilitation. 

In the area of pollution, not only did we establish an 
Air Pollution Control Commission, but we took the lead 
in Massachusetts to reduce the sulfur content in fuels 
burned in this city. 

In the area of housing, we established the first Rent . 
Control Program in Boston since World War II. 

I cite these accomplishments, not in self-serving terms, 
nor in any attempt to downgrade the problems we face, 
but to illustrate what I consider to be the principal 
function of this administration — that is, to respond to 
the substance of daily living in this city. If this task is 
less than glamorous — if it fails to capture headlines — 
it is nonetheless the most important work that we can 
perform. 

As we enter the 1970’s we must continue the attack on 
these fundamental problems, and I will be directing your 
attention in the coming year to four critical areas in 
particular. 

First, the environment — and I don’t mean sophis- 
ticated attacks on chemical pollution — but rather [ 
mean the basic need for cleaning our streets, our side- 
walks, our parks, and our playgrounds. 

Second, traffic and parking. We must take a positive 
stand on traffic regulation. We must provide sufficient 
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parking spaces for residents and commuters alike, and 
we will inaugurate a number of experimental programs 
in this regard in the coming year. 

Third, we must stop the erosion of our tax base and 
expand our tax resources through a concerted economic 
development program and an all-out campaign against 
further encroachment by tax-exempt institutions. 


The fourth, and critical, area is drug abuse. Drug 
abuse is increasing at an alarming rate in this city — the 
use of every type of dangerous drug is on the rise, particu- 
larly by young people, and in every neighborhood in 
the city. 

By coordinating existing services and expanding the 
city’s own efforts we must stem the tide of drug abuse in 
Boston before it undermines the very fabric of our com- 
munities. In that regard, I will present for your considera- 
tion within 90 days a new anus program with necessary 
supporting legislation. 


These are some of the major problems we face in the 
coming year, and I will be presenting these programs and 
others designed to deal effectively He th them. If you sub- 
scribe to these programs, then I ask for your support. 
If you do not, then I ask for your help in finding alterna- 
tive solutions. 


In previous years the substance of my address could 
have ended here. 

But for this year we are faced with a situation that I 
would be remiss not to discuss with you. Simply stated, it 
is the recently announced cutback in the urban renewal 
funds allocated by the federal government to the City 
of Boston. 

Whether this cutback is due to politics or to poor 
judgment is difficult to discern now. But what is apparent 
is that a deliberate decision has been made at the federal 
level which can seriously jeopardize Boston’s renewal 
program and increase the already staggering burden on 
the Boston taxpayer. 

For too long urban renewal in Boston has emphasized 
rebirth of the downtown area at the expense of the 
neighborhoods. For too many people urban renewal has 
meant office buildings and parking lots. 
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But in the past two years we have begun to redress 
this imbalance by concentrating our renewal efforts on 
the social needs of the city’s neighborhoods. 


But now, after changing the emphasis from skyscrapers 
to schools, from government buildings to homes, we are 
suddenly told we cannot complete the projects already 
begun. 


It is the neighborhoods, not the downtown, that will 
suffer if this announced policy is carried out. Commercial 
revival in Boston will not suffer, largely because we have 
already developed alternative means of sustaining the 
city’s commercial renewal— namely, by issuing self- 
financing bonds on the credit of private developers. 

Therefore, private investors can be found and, I might 
add, have been found who are willing to furnish the capital 
needed to continue commercial renewal in Boston. But 
who is going to pay for new playgrounds)? Who is going 
to pay for streets and sidewalks and street lighting? Who 
is going to pay for low-income housing? 

We cannot respond to these desperate needs without 
public funds. And now Washington has announced that 
it is going to pull its money out. If we want to complete 
the neighborhood renewal that we began on the basis 
of federal help, we’ve got to do it ourselves. 

The precise impact of this cutback is impossible to 
measure at this time. But it is clear that it would affect 
at least 5,000 units of badly needed housing, seven schools, 
including the Campus High School, eight major recreation 
areas, as well as community centers and possibly a medical 
complex. 

These projects are dependent on federal funds. With- 
out them, they may never be completed. 

This is not a crisis just for Charlestown, or the Fenway, 
or the South End, or the South Cove — it is a crisis for the 
entire city. There is not a section of the city that will not 
suffer from the termination of federal urban renewal 
funds for Boston. 

There is not a single section of the city that does not 
need to have pressure taken off its housing supply. There 
is not a section of the city that does not need to have 
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pressure taken off its public facilities by the construction _ 
of new schools. 

And there is not a taxpayer in Boston who does not need 
the fiscal relief that only adequate federal funding can 
provide. 

We faced the 1960’s with high expectations. We now 
face the 1970’s with an ominous cloud hanging over our | 
future. I think it important to remark on the meaning 
of this crisis as it bears on our conduct as public officials. 

It means, first, that we must put aside personalities 
and provincial politics and unite to demand from Wash- 
ington a complete restoration of urban renewal funds. 

And second, if we fail to restore these cuts, it means 
that we as public officials will have to make some ex- 
tremely difficult political decisions, demanding wisdom 
and courage. 

We will have to recognize that we cannot have every- 
thing we want — or even everything that we badly need. 
We will have to reconsider what we want the future of 
this city to be and decide what sacrifices we are willing 
to make. 

And so I conclude this, my third annual message to the 
City Council, not with optimistic prediction or self- 
congratulation, but with a warning and exhortation. 

A warning that this city, which has come so far, whose 
hopes are so high and whose future is so promising, may 
face bleak and uncertain times as the decade opens — 
unless those of us in public service, indeed, all citizens 
of Boston, meet this challenge with the dignity, tenacity, 
and courage that have distinguished the citizens of this 
city through its history.

ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 
ADMINISTRATIVE SERVICES DEPARTMENT 


For THE YEAR ENDING DECEMBER 31, 1969

Drar Mr. Mayor: 

In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 3, Sec- 
tion 25, of the Revised Ordinances of 1961, we are pleased 
to submit herewith the sixteenth annual report of the 
Administrative Services Department for the year com- 
mencing January 1, 1969, and ending December 31, 1969. 

Under the provisions of Chapter 4, Section 1, of the 
above-mentioned Ordinances, the Administrative Services 
Department is in charge of a Board, known as the Ad- 
ministrative Services Board, consisting of an officer known 
as the Director of Administrative Services, who is Chair- 
man of said Board; an officer known as the Deputy 
Director for Fiscal Affairs; an officer known as the Super- 
visor of Personnel; an officer known as the Supervisor of 
Budgets; an officer known as the Purchasing Agent; and 
the Commissioner of Assessing, the City Auditor, and the 
Collector-Treasurer, ex officiis. 

One change in Board membership was effected under 
date of November 10 through your appointments of 
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David W. Davis as the Director of the Office of Public 
Services and Richard E. Wall as the new Deputy Di- 
rector for Fiscal Affairs. Under date of October 1, our 
beloved associate, Henry T. Brennan, the Supervisor of 
Budgets, died from injuries suffered as the result of an 
accident, and this position remains vacant at the present 
time, with James E. Goldrick, the Assistant Supervisor 
of Budgets, serving as Acting Supervisor of Budgets, such 
designation being made by the Director with your ap- 
proval. 

Ten formal meetings of the Board were held during 
the year either in the Office of the Director or the Con- 
ference Room, on the following dates: 


January 23 August 14 

March 13 November 3 
April 10 December 11 
May 22 December 23 
July 24 December 31 


A subcommittee was appointed by the Chairman on 
April 10 to study ways and means of improving our first- 
aid facilities in City Hall, consisting of Duncan T. Foley, 
Supervisor of Personnel; Kevin P. Feeley, the Purchasing 
Agent; and Lawrence W. Costello, the Executive Secre- 
tary, who conferred with the Corporation Counsel, the 
Commissioner of Health and Hospitals, the Assistant — 
Commissioner of Real Property, and the Workmen’s 
Compensation Agent at an informal meeting held under 
date of May 20 in Room 606, after which an oral report 
on this subcommittee’s recommendations was submitted 
at the Administrative Services Board meeting held on 
May 22. 


Another subcommittee was appointed by the Chairman 
at the close of the year to analyze presentations made by 
five consulting firms that indicated an interest in guiding 
and advising us in future EDP operations. This sub- - 
committee consisted of the Director, Edward T. Sullivan, 
Mr. Richard E. Wall, Mr. Kevin P. Feeley, and Mr. 
Theodore V. Anzalone. The subcommittee report is not 
scheduled for submission until the latter part of January 
and is being prepared by the Executive Secretary to the 
Board who served in this capacity on the subcommittee 
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at the request of the Director. However, a consulting 
report of the IBM Corporation, which was submitted 
prior to the presentations of the four other consulting 
firms, is contained in the minutes of the meeting of Decem- 
ber 23. 

Board deliberations and/or actions cover a variety of 
administrative subjects, the more important of which are 
listed herewith: 

1. The renewal of contracts with the IBM Cor- 
poration for the leasing of equipment with J. R. Reilly 
& Co. for EDP consulting services. 

2. Progress and other reports relating to Data Proc- 
essing Unit operations under dates of May 22, July 24, 
August 14, November 13, December 23, and Decem- 
ber 31. 

3. Demonstrations of new IBM equipment, includ- 
ing the Selectric typewriter and the 271 Dictating Unit. 

4. Employee service awards. 

o. Employee cash suggestion awards. 

6. Inspection and review of the Central Reproduc- 
tion Agency in the new State Office Building located in 
Government Center. 

7. Civil Service laws and regulations. 

8. Employee safety programs. 

9. Payroll processing and appropriation accounting. 

10. Review and study of our duplicating machine 
operations. 


In reviewing the above subjects we found that a con- 
siderable amount of time and energy were devoted to data 
processing operations in analyzing and evaluating present 
and past performance while planning for future appli- 
cations of computerized systems. As the computerization 
of various municipal functions is becoming more common 
throughout the country and is developing rapidly, it is 
essential and absolutely necessary for any forward-looking 
governmental unit to seek and engage the services of 
experts in this fairly new and all-important field to guide 
and direct people who are presently, and will be, in- 
volved in EDP operations. This guidance and advice 
is not only necessary in the areas of systems and pro- 
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cedures but in the type and brand of equipment preferable 
for an efficient and first-class service to governmental 
agencies to which the overall system may apply. 

To the present time, we have witnessed definite accom- 
plishments in water and sewer billings, appropriation 
accounting, police and voter listings, statistical reporting 
for the Office of Public Services, housing code violations, 
payroll procedures, Retirement Board accounting, park- 
ing violations, and many other operations upon which 
definite progress has been made during the past year but 
which have not been perfected to our satisfaction. Present 
and future staffing of the Data Processing Unit has been 
given careful and thorough consideration by consultants, 
the Director, and the Board, with studies continuing as 
of this date. To acquire the calibre of individuals desired 
to conduct operations on an efficient basis has been a 
difficult and slow procedure, as private industry, in many 
instances, offers higher salaries and other benefits which 
the city is endeavoring to meet, more especially in the 
programming and systems analysis fields. 


At the close of the year we were contemplating enhanc- 
ing our present operations by converting to more sophis- 
ticated equipment in accordance with a recommendation 
of IBM consultants who spent considerable time during 
the summer months reviewing and analyzing our present 
functions, upon which their recommendations for future 
needs were based. This matter should be resolved within 
the next month or two, after which time an earnest effort 
will be made to move to more advanced procedures that 
will compare favorably with any similar program existing 
or being planned in local governments at the present time. 
An opportunity will be afforded to our members, under 
date of January 19, 1970, to attend a briefing and demon- 
stration of new equipment recommended at IBM Head- 
quarters, 520 Boylston Street, where some of the basic 
concepts being considered will be reviewed, utilizing 
actual records procured from selective city departments, 
from which, it is hoped, a clearer understanding of the 
next phase of operations will be garnered. 


Early in the year demonstrations were conducted in 
our Conference Room of the IBM Selectric typewriter 
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and the 271 Dictating Machine Unit, which also offered 
us an opportunity to keep informed as to the latest and 
most modern equipment available in these two specific 
areas of office management. 


At several of our 1969 meetings the subject of “Em- 
ployee Service Awards’ was discussed with a view to 
deciding upon some type of suitable award to be presented 
to employees having lengthy service. So many good 
thoughts and ideas were projected, including both 
elaborate and modest tokens of appreciation, that it was 
extremely difficult to arrive at a conclusion that would 
receive the unanimous approval of the Board, thereby 
resulting in the matter being tabled for a period of six 
months. A study of this subject was conducted by the 
Executive Secretary, which included the policies of 
several other large cities throughout the country which 
have populations similar to or greater than the City of 
Boston. The results of this study were submitted orally 
to Board members at one of its formal meetings. 


“Employee Cash Suggestion Awards” also received 
attention and consideration at several of our 1969 meet- 
ings after a study and recommendations had been made 
by Mr. Robert T. Kenney, a former member of the Board 
and now Director of the Public Facilities Commission. 
Mr. Kenney’s recommendations incorporated suggested 
procedures for carrying out the program and, while it 
was the consensus that the idea had value as a morale 
factor, it was also believed that the program would fade 
into oblivion after its initial inauguration. The matter 
was tabled indefinitely for the reason that a similar pro- 
gram instituted by the late Mayor John B. Hynes in 1953 
met with little or no success, the history of which was 
directed to the Board’s attention by the Executive 
Secretary. 


With a view to a possible centralization of our reproduc- 
tion operations, the Executive Secretary, at the instruc- 
tions of the Director, visited the central reproduction 
facility at the New State Office Building and reported, 
in detail, the result of his observations and recommenda- 
tions, excerpts from which are submitted herewith: 
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“A quick glance at the equipment utilized in this 

agency would indicate that we would run into diffi- 
culties in even locating space in City Hall for such an 
operation. 
_ “Twelve people are involved in the overall operation, 
with the cost of supplies and equipment for 1968 
amounting to $40,000, which includes four small offset 
presses. 

“The use of Dennison Copiers (2) in this facility is 
limited to ten copies at any one time; use of one Xerox 
Copier (2400 Series) is limited to twenty-five copies 
at any one time. If one requires more than ten copies 
with a maximum of twenty-five, he uses the Xerox 
machine. If over twenty-five copies, the offset presses 
-are utilized. One-day delivery is promised for any job 
up to five thousand copies. 

“Supervision and control appear to be the elements 
attributable to a successful operation. Individuals 
utilizing any of the machines are required to fill out 
a form when visiting this facility which gives the 
manager an opportunity to record the amount of work 
performed on each machine. 

“A Selectric typewriter unit is operated by one girl 
and, as the unit has not been in operation for too long 
a period, an honest evaluation of its worth and produc- 
tion can not be determined at the moment. 

“You probably would not call this a strictly cen- 
tralized function, for the reason that some fifteen 
copying machines of various types are located through- 
out the building in various departments. 

‘From reading the above, you can readily see where 
we would be required to review the following factors 
prior to establishing a similar facility, such as space, 
staffing, supervision and control. 

“The following questions should also be reviewed 
and explored: 

1. Volume of work being performed by copying 
machines at present time on each floor. 
2. How much printing presently processed at our 


Printing Plant could be handled by offset printing 
in City Hall. 
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3. The feasibility of centralizing microfilming 
operations (the Auditor and City Clerk have separate 
units and, to our knowledge, are the only agencies 
in the Hall now utilizing this system to a large 
extent). 


4. The need for an IBM Selectric typewriter 
system. 


5. The advantages and disadvantages of each 
operation insofar as centralization is concerned by 
considering the following steps: 


a. Centralization of copying machines. 

b. Installation of a Selectric typewriter system. 

c. Centralized microfilming operations. 

d. An offset printing operation for the produc- 
tion of pamphlets, booklets, annual reports, and 
other city documents of a minute book-type 
nature.” 


In addition to the above, which was incorporated 
herein for the purpose of apprising you of the type of 
facility presently utilized by a larger governmental unit 
upon which comparisons may be based, if and when it is 
feasible for the city to embark on a similar program, an 
additional study was conducted by the Purchasing 
Agent and one of our Administrative Analysts who intend 
to submit further recommendations for improving re- 
production facilities in the near future. 


Various discussions and deliberations were initiated 
by the Supervisor of Personnel concerning changes in 
existing rules, regulations, and statutes pertaining to the 
State Civil Service Commission. In addition to conveying 
information to other Board members that would not 
be ordinarily directed to their attention, profitable 
knowledge was gained by creating an incentive to ex- 
change ideas concerning present Civil Service Law and 
to resurrect new concepts of what the city should be 
doing to improve communications and dialogue between 
and among the State Civil Service Commission, depart- 
ment heads, and employees. 

The desire of the Board and, more especially, of the 
Director, to improve and accelerate our Employee 
Safety Programs received more than cursory examination, 
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as is evidenced by the report submitted by Theodore J. 
Hoppe, our In-Service Training Director, whose various 
programs are outlined later on in this report. 

In listing under. Board deliberations the subjects of 
payroll processing and appropriations accounting, we 
were focusing attention on two of the most important 
adjuncts to a successful and efficient EDP operation. 
Past discussions have resulted in the following definite 
goals which we shall endeavor to achieve during the 
current year in these two specific fields, namely: 
Appropriation Accounting 

a. Implement random access processing. 

b. Improvability to process work on a daily basis. 

c. Automatic payroll account updating. 

d. Study requirements and design on-line appropria- 
tion accounting system. 

Payroll 

a. Implement random access processing. 

b. Automatic updating of appropriation accounts. 

c. Incorporating personnel information. 

d. Evaluate payroll system to determine procedural 
improvements. 

We realize that these are ambitious goals, but we are 
nevertheless hopeful, with the assistance of consultants 
to be selected in the near future, that a greater portion 
of our targets will be reached before the end of the 
current year. 


ADMINISTRATIVE DIVISION 


In addition to routine directives and notices issued and 
distributed throughout city and county departments, the 
following related to other administrative matters requir- 
ing the attention and cooperation of all city and county 
officials in furthering or improving municipal procedures 
and operations: 

1. Procedures in requesting permission to award 
contracts without advertising. 
2. Procedures for handling interdepartmental mail. 


3. Distribution of and instructions in the use of 
In-Service Training Manuals. 
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4. Information concerning the courses being con- 
ducted by the Middle Management Institute under the 
auspices of the United States Civil Service Commission. 


5. Procedures to accelerate payments to vendors for 
goods received or services performed. 


6. Property management. 
7. Announcement of new first-aid facility in City 


Hall. 


8. Instructions in the use of protective wearing 
apparel — safety-type shoes. 

9. Processing of service orders and purchase req- 
uisitions. 

10. Instructions for registering municipal motor 
vehicles. 


11. Information concerning retirement at age seventy. 


As you are aware of the contents of the above-listed 
directives, comments concerning the same would only 
be a duplication of effort and would contribute little 
or nothing to the intent and purpose of this report. 
Records Management Program 


For several years we have been conducting a Records 
Management Program under supervision of John J. 
Scully, Administrative Analyst, whose efforts in this field 
have resulted in a more methodical and businesslike 
arrangement of official city records, both active and in- 
active, than has ever been evidenced for at least the last 
quarter of a century. 


Records relocation from the now abandoned Old City 
Hall building on School Street continued during the 
summer months, and with the removal of records of the 
Election Department to the New City Hall additional 
secure records storage space became available in the 
basement of the Annex Building. Inactive and historical 
records of the Auditing and Treasury Departments were 
moved to this storage area, which provides adequate 
storage facilities conveniently located near the New City 
Hall. 

Utilization of the basement areas of the Annex Building 
on a permanent basis as a records storage area for the 
storage of inactive records of many city departments has 
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proven very practical, inasmuch as records storage areas 
of the New City Hall have proven to be, as planned, 
adequate for the accommodation of the normal records 
accumulations since the New City Hall was opened, 
which would not be the case if inactive records were not 
accommodated nearby. 


Additional records relocation or disposal must be ac- 
complished before the Old City Hall is completely cleared. 
Hopefully, decisions on these matters will be forthcoming 
in the near future, and the final clearance of these records 
will become a reality. 


When this has been achieved, approximately four 
hundred tons of records no longer administratively neces- 
sary for the efficient pursuit of city business will have 
been disposed of, and 52,191 cubic feet of records storage 
space will have been cleared, at a savings of approxi- 
mately a quarter of a million dollars in handling and 
storage costs. Utilizing work-study college people during 
the summer months for the past five years has permitted 
us to accomplish this work at a minimum cost. 


Telephonic Communications 


Communications have always played an important role 
in the day-to-day operations at City Hall, but with the 
advent of New City Hall this role became one of major 
importance. The New Hall allowed us to consolidate 
many major city departments or, at least, their adminis- 
trative heads and staff under one roof. By early 1969 it 
became obvious that, along with the advantage of con- 
solidation, there would be disadvantages. For this 
reason, the role of Communications Coordinator was 
absorbed into the Administrative Services Department. 
Under the direction of the Director, this role has al- 
lowed us to control all activities concerned with com- 
munications at City Hall. 


Direct contact has been established with the Telephone 
Company, and a Communications Consultant has been 
made available to us whenever necessary. Working 
closely with the consultant, we are able to program our 
day-to-day and future requirements more effectively. 
It also enables us to oversee and keep abreast of any 
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activity concerning other city agencies located outside 
of City Hall. 

The year 1969 was a very active one for the Com- 
munications Coordinator at City Hall. Along with the 
processing of numerous day-to-day requests from various 
agencies, it became his responsibility to arrange and plan 
for the following activities concerned with communica- 
tions: 

Request for service from each agency in requisition 
form and signed by the department head. 

Make necessary judgments on each of these requests 
with an eye towards efficiency and economy. 

Maintain records of all telephone equipment at City 
Hall in such a manner that changes in billing on a 
month-to-month basis can be substantiated with these 
records. 

Oversee activities of our telephone operators at City 
Hall and make necessary recommendations to insure 
adequate equipment and personnel to maintain a satis- 
factory level of service at all times. 

Arrange for an up-to-date internal telephone di- 
rectory at City Hall. 

Again, with an eye towards efficiency and economy, 
he will work with the Telephone Company consultant 
and program future requirements to insure that the 
services provided at City Hall are continually updated 
to provide the best possible service. 


By the end of 1969 the advantages of absorbing the 
role of Communications Coordinator into the Adminis- 
trative Services Department became very obvious. For 
example the day-to-day-requests for services are being 
handled in an orderly and organized manner. As a result 
of programming and planning, we are now able to antici- 
pate future needs and make the necessary additions or 
adjustments before any serious service problems develop. 

We expect that the role of Communications Coordini- 
nator will be expanded in the 1970’s, and the advantages 
of this program will present themselves more clearly in 
the immediate future. 
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IN-SERVICE TRAINING UNIT 

The report submitted to the Director by Theodore J. 
Hoppe, our In-Service Training Coordinator, concerning 
activities in this field during the past year is so thorough 
and informative in content that we are including the same 
below in its entirety. | 

“For the past two years I have noted the steady in- 
crease of In-Service Training courses offered free of 
charge to our personnel. This development includes both 
degree and nondegree courses. 

“T have seen Lowell Technological Institute confer upon 
five members of the Public Works Department the 
Associate Degree of Bachelor of Science in Engineering 
Technology. These men were graduated with honors. 
Four are now enrolled in the baccalaureate program 
leading to the full degree after three more terms of 
evening courses and, finally, three terms in residence at 
Lowell Technological Institute. 

“These men are a source of inspiration to thirty other 
matriculating students. In a few short years the City of 
Boston will have an engineering staff of degree competence 
because of this employee development function. 

“Hopefully, the same will be true in the academic areas 
of data processing and accounting. While presently we 
have only six enrollees in data processing and seven in 
accounting, it must be remembered that originally these 
courses were limited to employees of the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts. 

‘Appreciation is expressed to Donald F. Reilly, State 
Training Coordinator, who became instrumental in having 
this restriction removed. Employees of cities and towns 
within the Commonwealth have in the past two years 
been freely welcomed into these courses. 

“In the year past we have coordinated our training 
program with that of the United States Civil Service 
Commission, Boston Region. This is in accordance with 
the provisions of the Government Employees Training 
Act. 

“Through this interagency relationship we have met 
our training needs in supervisory and executive develop- 
ment courses and communication courses through govern- 
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ment facilities. Considerable economies are thus achieved 
as well as frequent improvements in the quality of in- 
struction. Unsolicitedly, government instructors have 
commented on the valuable cross-fertilization of ideas 
which our people have brought to the courses catalogued:

“One of the objectives of the Massachusetts Municipal 
Training Institute is to assist municipal officers and em- 
ployees in enhancing the efficiency and effectiveness of 
municipal government by improving their understanding 
of the municipal process. 

“The Bureau of Public Affairs, Boston College, is the 
sponsor of the Massachusetts Municipal Training.

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“Through the past five years, many members of the 
City of Boston personnel have been enrolled in the spring 
and fall semesters.

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“Prior to the start of each semester, a catalogue of all 
courses offered together with application blanks are 
mailed to each of our departments. 

“All city employees who have not completed their high 
school education are constantly urged to do so by en- 
rolling in the Massachusetts High School Equivalency 
Certification Program. However, we fail to understand 
the apathy to this. 


“Sometimes we receive genuine requests to become en- 
rolled in the associate degree courses we offer through 
Lowell Technological Institute by those without a cer- 
tificate. We regret denial because a prerequisite demand 
is a high school certificate. Another prerequisite for this 
type of enrollment is two years of mathematics of which 
one year must be algebra. Wisely, some have overcome 
this deficiency by taking the math courses offered by the 
Bureau of Adult Education. 


“No expense is incurred by the City of Boston if you 
satisfy the requirements of veterancy. 


Employee Safety Program 


“The Board gave early attention in 1969 to restructur- 
ing a safety program including occupational and fleet 
safety. 

“The Training Coordinator was called upon to re- 
establish all that he had so successfully developed through 
the decade pf the fifties. 

“We wish to acknowledge here with appreciation the 
valued recommendations made by: Norman Baker, Tele- 
phone Company; Arthur O’Leary, Gas Company; Ed- 
ward Eldridge, Edison Company. In conference with 
these public utilities officials, we received the benefit of 
updating in all the safety methods employed by them in 
their respective organizations, together with manuals and 
other instructional material. 


“Quickly thereafter the Training Coordinator  or- 
ganized an Advisory Committee naming:

‘Some of the duties and responsibilities the Traiming 
Coordinator assumed include: 


1. Complete responsibility for indoctrinating and 
orienting all members of the Advisory Committee with 
all formulations of accident prevention programs en- 
abling them to vigorously effectuate the policies in all 
departments. 


2. Submission directly to the Director of Adminis- 
trative Services, as Chairman of the Subcommittee, of 
reports on the status of safety in the various depart- 
ments and reasons for success or failure. 


3. Acting in an advisory capacity to the Sub-Com- 
mittee on all matters pertaining to safety. 


4. Insistence on maintenance of the accident record 
system, personal investigation of accidents, and cor- 
rective action taken by members of the Advisory Com- 
mittee to eliminate the accident causes. 


5. Cooperating with the members of the Advisory 
Committee in safety training of the employees. 


6. Initiating activities that will stimulate and main- 
tain the interest of the Advisory Committee and em- 
ployees. 
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The function of the Advisory Committee includes: 


1. To teach every employee the occupational 
hazards of his job and how to avoid them. 


2. To see that needed protective devices and 
safety equipment are provided for each job and that 
these are constantly used as required. 

3. To take prompt corrective action whenever un- 
safe conditions or acts are noted. 

4. To teach employees that accidents are caused 
and can be prevented. 


5. To investigate and find the cause of all accidents, 
even those which result in minor injuries. 


6. ‘To see that all injuries are reported and treated 
promptly. 

7. To instill a safety awareness in each employee 
through personal safety contacts and by group safety 
meetings. 

8. To conduct regular safety appraisals of the work 
area, including a check of new or relocated equipment. 


9. ‘To impress on each employee that violations of 
safety rules and safe work practices will not be tolerated. 
“An example of function number two of the Advisory 

Committee was the decision to offer a type of shoe to em- 
ployees who work in a foot hazard occupation. Safety 
type shoes with a steel boxed toe will prevent many 
severe foot injuries. 


“To promulgate this policy on September 17, 1969, 
Directive No. 12, captioned ‘Protective Wearing Ap- 
parel, Safety Type Shoes,’ was addressed to all depart- 
ment heads. The directive clearly outlined all the condi- 
tions making employees eligible for a five dollar subsidy 
for each pair of safety shoes bought. 

“The problem of eliminating accidents and reducing 
city-owned vehicle maintenance costs can be considerably 
solved by conscientious application of the scientific offer- 
ings developed by the Advisory Committee in their 
regular meetings. Such meetings are held at least once 
every two weeks. 

“Individual seminars on three occasions have been 
held with supervisors and foremen of the Public Works 
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Department, Traffic and Parking Department, and Parks 
and Recreation Department. 


“Private conferences have been held with Commis- 
sioners. The Law Department has sat in on committee 
meetings and rendered opinions at other times on the 
legality of measures proposed for adoption. 


‘Labor has been invited to name their official rep- 
resentative to become a member of the Advisory Com- 
mittee. Further, labor has been urged to create its own 
Safety Committee to work in liaison with the Advisory 
Committee to the end that safety guide lines will be 
written into every contract in the near future. 


“Safety is everybody’s business. Until both manage- 
ment and labor, from the highest to the lowest echelon, 
embraces this doctrine, the efforts of a dedicated Advisory 
Committee will fail. 


“Tf the stark realities of unsafe acts, unsafe working 
conditions and laissez-faire attitudes on the part of all are 
corrected, then the aims and objectives of the Advisory 
Committee will not continue to be frustrated; but not 
until then. These are the aims: 


1. Greatly decreased workmen’s compensation 
claims and damage claims. 


2. Greatly decreased maintenance and repair costs. 


3. Greatly increased morale and esprit in the entire 
working force to become and to remain accident free. 


‘‘In the past, hardly a year has gone by without re- 
quests from major cities of the United States for more 
information about Boston’s In-Service Training Program. 
In 1969 we received international recognition through the 
request of the Department of State, Agency for Inter- 
national Development, Washington, D.C., to guide and 
escort Mr. Chang, Chancellor of the Taiwan Provincial 
Training Corps, Taiwan Provincial Government, through 
observation of local administration and in-service training 
of public officiais and employees. 


“The Training Coordinator assisted in arranging a pro- 
gram of meetings and observational visits for Mr. Chang, 


supplying him with much printed copy and mailing the 
same to his home address in Taiwan. 
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“How will we strive with 1970) The formative years 
of the In-Service Training Program have been spanned, 
and we salute the diligence and enthusiasm of all those 
who have been led onward toward educational discovery 
during the past six years. We hope that we have served 
well all members of the personnel desirous of receiving 
expense-free education. By working together—adminis- 
tration and personnel—we can all hope to reach our in- 
dividual aims, whatever our aspirations may be. We 
hope the future cannot dim the courage of our students 
of the past six years who walked through the groves 
academe. And to all those who have not as yet availed 
themselves of educational opportunities, we urge you to 
map your course and offer our best wishes that you may 
speedily reach your goal.”

Recruit officers appointed, 1969: On July 9, 1969, 
forty-four recruit officers were appointed patrolmen in 
the Boston Police Department. These patrolmen at- 
tended an intensive 13-week course of instruction on 
basic law, advanced law, rights of a person accused of a 
crime, police and community relations, minority groups, 
first aid, operational and procedural matters of the 
Police Department, recent decisions of the Massachu- 
setts and United States Supreme Courts, City of Boston 
ordinances, etc. Each of the officers attending this com- 
pulsory training course was furnished with approximately 
200 printed lectures pertaining to courses of instruction 
by the Academy personnel, in addition to other material 
issued by the department. The officers were allowed, at 
various times, to attend morning sessions of actual court 
cases in the Boston Municipal Court. Each officer at- 
tended a compulsory one-week’s training course of in- 
struction at the revolver range, Moon Island. They are 
encouraged to avail themselves of the use of the indoor 
revolver range located at the Police Academy. Lectures 
by Academy personnel were accompanied by visual aids, 
class demonstrations, motion pictures, and by the ap- 
pearance of prominent guest lecturers, such as judges, 
doctors, lawyers, and other law enforcement agents. 


Prepromotional Training for Sergeants: On May 21, 
1969, fifty patrolmen were promoted to the rank of 
sergeant. They attended the Police Academy for a 
special course in supervisory training in the additional 
powers, duties, and responsibilities connected with this 
rank. The course of instruction consisted of search and 
seizure cases, community relations, personnel procedures, 
law of arrest, public speaking, inspection of licensed 
premises, case preparation, sudden death, homicide, in- 
vestigations, rights of persons accused of a crime, booking 
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and searching of prisoners, departmental and divisional 
administrative procedures, etc. 

Police Cadets: During 1969 eighty police cadets were 
appointed and attended the Boston Police Academy for 
one week’s training, and continued in In-Service Training 
Program each Tuesday and Thursday afternoon, October 
21, 1969, through January 22,1970. Thirty are attending 
twenty-one weeks of seminar-type training relating to the 
role of law enforcement in an urban society. 

School Traffic Supervisors: During 1969 eight addi- 
tional school traffic supervisors were appointed and at- 
tended the Police Academy. They were given a course 
of instruction in all phases of traffic control, first aid, 
basic law (chapters 89 and 90), etc. 

Provisional Police Clerk-Typists (Male): In 1969 forty- 
seven male “provisional” police clerk-typists were ap- 
pointed to the department and attended a one-week ori- 
entation program on administrative services of this 
department. 

Provisional Police Security Guards: In 1969 fifteen 
“provisional” police security guards were appointed to 
the department and attended a one-week program on the 
duties and responsibilities of police custodial personnel. 

Revolver Range Activities: An intensive course of in- 
struction in the care, use, and handling of all types of 
weapons was given to all persons of this department and 
other law enforcement agencies who availed themselves 
of the use of our range under the guidance of qualified 
instructors. Subjects covered included public relations, 
duties, and responsibilities as modified by statutes and 
case law. 


Boston Fire Department 


Fire Prevention Division 


The Fire Prevention Division maintains a constant in- 
service training of all members assigned to the division. 
A weekly seminar is held for all members assigned to the 
Fire Prevention Division to keep them abreast of current 
changes in inspection techniques, changes in rules and 
regulations, and any changes in statute law. These 
seminars are also extended to members of the fire-fighting 
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forces by holding instructional periods on the Fire Pre- 
vention Code and its enforcement and also instructional 
courses for officers of the department relative to their 
responsibilities in inspections and corrections and the 
issuance of all necessary notices ordering the correction 
or appearance of delinquents in the various district 
courts. 

A cooperative in-service training program is also held 
with the other various departments of city government 
involved in code enforcement, i.e., Building Department 
Housing Inspection Service and Health and Sanitation. 


Members selected to be fire inspectors assigned to the 
Fire Prevention Division start with a basic knowledge of 
fire fighting because of their service in the various fire 
companies of the department throughout the city. These 
men usually have a background knowledge of building 
construction, electricity, plumbing, and a knowledge of 
the various occupancies and their related fire hazards. 
As this division deals constantly with the public, these 
men must be able to portray a good example of the fire 
service to the citizenry of Boston. They must acquire a 
knack of explaining to the public how they should safely 
live, work, and play to prevent fire from taking their 
lives, cause painful injuries, and destroy property. In 
order to get this message across to the general public, a 
man must be adept in public relations so that the message 
he has to give is received in the proper manner. The 
points covered and the duties performed by fire prevention 
inspectors are enumerated below: 


1. Receive and process complaints. 


2. Basic knowledge of Fire Prevention Code and 
city ordinances. 


3. State laws, rules, and regulations. 


4. Building, electric, plumbing, and gas codes— 
city and state. 


5. Oil burner installation and maintenance. 
6. FF irst-aid appliance installation and maintenance. 
7. Automatic extinguishment systems. 


8. Storage, handling, and use of V. I. fluids, solids 
and gases. 


12. 
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Plans examination. 

Building construction sites, hazards. 
Occupancies and related hazards. 

Prompt and thorough investigation of all fires, 


preservation of evidence. 


13. Issuance of permits, licenses, and related in- 
spection. 
14. Maintenance of records. 


15. 


Follow-up of complaints. 


The arson investigators and department photographers 
assigned to fire investigations also receive in-service train- 
ing through the State Fire Marshal’s Office and by at- 


tendance at various seminars on arson detection and 


investigation.

Health and Hospitals Department 


Summary of the Hospital Development Program 


The Hospital Career Development Program was de- 
veloped by the American Federation of State, County, 
and Municipal Employees (AFSCME) and _ funded 
jointly by the Departments of Labor and Health, Educa-— 
tion, and Welfare. The contract with the federal govern- 
ment provides the union with $1,217,855 for a period of 
eighteen months to conduct training for job upgrading in 
three cities—Boston, Cleveland, and Milwaukee. The 
union has subcontracted the service of the Economic and 
Manpower Corporation (EMC) of New York City to pro- 
vide the technical assistance needed in operating the pro- 
eram. The program will be administered jointly by the 
union and the hospital. 

The program has been divided into two phases. Phase I 
(the first six months of the program) will deal with career 
ladder design, and curriculum will be designed for five 
job areas in each city. The remaining twelve months of 
the program, or Phase II, will be spent training 335 hos- 
pital workers in each city. 

AFSCME and the hospitals will jointly select the five 
job areas in each city. EMC will provide the training of 
instructors and all materials needed for the program. 
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The training will consist of basic education, skill train- 
ing, and on-the-job instruction. Training will be con- 
ducted in cycles averaging ten weeks. 

Classes will be small, with an average of ten students 
in each class. All training will take place in the hospital. 
Those selected for the program will be released for four 
hours of training daily and will return to their regular 
duties for the remainder of the day. All trainees will be 
paid for a full day. 

When a trainee enters the program he will receive the 
title of the new position for which he is preparing. As he 
completes the basic education portion of the program he 
will receive one-half the increase in salary he will receive 
when he completes training. 

The program will provide for orientation of supervisory 
staff in the goals of the program. Toward the end of the 
18-month period EMC will train hospital staff to enable 
the hospital to expand and continue the program. All 
materials developed for the program will be left with the 
hospitals for their use. 

This program offers many advantages to the hospital. 
The Hospital Career Development Program will provide 
the hospital with a continuing source of skilled manpower. 
Other benefits include improved morale which will reduce 
employee turnover, absenteeism, and tardiness. Perhaps 
the most important benefit to the hospital will be im- 
proved health services and better patient care.

DATA PROCESSING UNIT 


The Data Processing Unit of the Administrative 
Services Department is responsible for the preparation 
of all preliminary and final payrolls for the City of Boston 
and the County of Suffolk. In addition to the printing 
of payrolls and checks, a quarterly summary of each em- 
ployee’s earnings is maintained for employee’s federal 
and state withholding tax purposes. This unit also 
calculates and processes quarterly and semiannually the 
water service commitment and bills, the annual commit- 
ment and billing of sewer use charges; preparation of 
added-to-tax lists and cards on water and sewer use; the 
sending out of second notices on unpaid bills with in- 
terest. The unit also provides three-proof copies of the 
voting lists, along with duplicating masters from which 
the certified voting list is made, and also prepares the 
official record of registration which reflects all changes 
made during the past year. 


Polling place changes are sent out and also police listing 
postcards. Over 25,000 jury selection summonses are 
also prepared and sent out via certified mail, eliminating 
hand delivery by police officers. For the first time this 
unit compiled and transmitted to the Election Depart- 
ment results of the City Council and School Committee 
election returns. The police list function includes the 
preparation and distribution of the preprinted listing 
cards, proof copies of the police list, and the duplicating 
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of offset masters and the police dwelling check list in con- 
junction with the present year’s police listing. 

The unit acts as a service bureau for other city depart- 
ments, when necessary, such as the Registry of Births, 
Deaths and Marriages, Assessing Department, Public 
Works, Office of Public Services, Mayor’s Office of Human 
Rights and the Boston Redevelopment Authority. 

In 1969 this unit designed and implemented a court 
parking ticket program for Roxbury Court. This system, 
in 1969, issued summonses at the rate of 800 per day for 
the backlog of parking violations.

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ADMINISTRATIVE DIV.— SPECIAL STUDIES 


Programs initiated towards the latter part of the year 
include the following: | 


1. Federal-State Program Coordination 


One analyst, Richard Gerrior, has been assigned full 
time to a study of all programs on which the city receives 
grants or reimbursements from the federal and state 
governments. This analyst serves as a coordinator and 
advisor for the agencies involved and also gives consider- 
able attention to seeing that the city actually receives the 
federal or state monies to which she is entitled by being 
assured that the necessary compliance forms and other 
required paper work are completed. 


2. Study of User Fees 


A complete inventory of all license and permit fees, 
including services charges, is being conducted by another 
analyst, George Oviatt, to make sure that these fees and 
charges are brought up to date in terms of the cost to the 
city in providing the service for which a fee is charged. 
The study may enable us to lessen the impact on the 
property tax by assessing the costs of some city services 
entirely on the user of the service. 


3. Study of Ambulance Service 


A review of previous studies of city ambulance service 
is being conducted by Analyst J. Christian Hansen, and 
additional research is being performed to determine if it 
is feasible to improve the quality of treatment of victims 
of accidents and other emergencies and, at the same time, 
free additional policemen for police patrol operations. 


4. Study of Use of City-Owned Automobiles 


Another study is being conducted on the assignment 
and use of city automobiles in preparation for the de- 
velopment of a uniform city policy which will regulate 
such assignment and use. This study, being conducted 
by Daniel White, is also likely to reduce city costs by 
preventing misuse and abuse of privilege. 


5. Study of Community Relations Efforts 


A study has also been initiated of the efforts of each de- 
partment in the area of community relations in an en- 
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deavor to ascertain whether or not these efforts could be 
better coordinated at a savings of money to the city. 


The administrative analysts who have been conducting 
the studies above cited were appointed the latter part of 
the year to implement a new planning, evaluation, and 
analysis section which will investigate existing city pro- 
grams or activities and recommend expansions, curtail- 
ments, or modifications of city services. It is our aim to 
expand these activities, as it has been found that we have 
been relying upon outside agencies for too many years to 
direct our attention to certain flaws or faults in our ad- 
ministrative policies and procedures, which, in a mu- 
nicipality as large as Boston, are bound to occur when 
certain officials and employees adopt an apathetic or 
quiescent attitude regarding changes or recommenda- 
tions in improving everyday activities, which, in their 
opinion, may upset tradition and past practices. 

In this era of progress and development in many fields 
of endeavor, it is not our intent to remain dormant, to be 
satisfied with present and past performance or to refrain 
from entertaining new ideas and other innovations that 
will contribute to the life and vivacity of municipal 
administration. 


BUDGET DIVISION 


The Budget Division is responsible for the preparation 
of the annual and all supplementary budgets as well as 
all subsequent revisions of items in any budgets. 


The budget analysts, under the direction of the Super- 
visor of Budgets, have analyzed all departmental budget 
requests during the year, endeavoring at all times to 
reduce expenditures without curtailing services. 

Analysts have worked with private consultants, or 
individually, conducting surveys of various types with a 
view to reducing costs of present operations and improy- 
ing efficiency in performance. The division assisted the 
Roxbury Court in the installation and implementation 
of a data processing system designed to process parking 
tickets and summonses quickly and accurately. 

Another important phase of the division’s work is the 
constant surveillance of expenditures of appropriations 
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that have been approved by your Honor and the City 
Council, not only to control but to determine whether the 
monies being dispersed are for the purposes for which 
they were appropriated. 

During 1969 several studies were completed, among 
them being “The Cost of Boston’s Data Processing Sys- 
tems Operations,” a breakdown of the personnel, supplies, 
and equipment being used by the city’s various depart- 
ments, and “An Analysis of Boston’s 1969 Revenues and 
Expenditures,’ which provided the frame of reference 
needed to evaluate the city and county budgets. 

Also during 1969 the Budget Supervisor supervised a 
task force—‘“Operation Prompt Pay.’ This task force 
assisted the Auditing Department in the payment of over 
1,500 past due invoices. 

One of the most important functions of local or national 
government is the budgeting of the taxpayer’s money 
so as to comply with his wishes in the rendering of essen- 
tial services. We have made definite progress in improv- 
ing our present operations, but there is much to be done, 
as is the case in all governmental enterprises of the 
magnitude of a municipal operation similar to that of 
Boston. 

We believe that as a result of our constant studies and 
efforts in the field of budgeting the elimination of all un- 
necessary expenditures has become self-evident. 


PERSONNEL DIVISION 


In 1969 collective bargaining contracts were negotiated 
with the various unions representing city and Suffolk 
County employees. Substantial pay increases were 
negotiated in almost all cases, making the City of Boston 
competitive with other major employers in New England. 
Deferred increases to be received in subsequent years were 
also negotiated in most cases. A period of relative sta- 
bility should exist in labor relations for the next year, 
with most city employees under contract. 

In contracts consummated with the unions represent- 
ing the bulk of blue- and white-collar city employees, 
certain high level employees were excluded from further 
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union activity and were designated as “management.” 
These employees, previously excluded from bargaining 
units because they were in appointive positions, comprise 
anew management grouping. The services of a consultant 
have been obtained to propose a compensation and de- 
velopment plan for this group. Such a plan, although 
not unusual in private employment, should be the first 
in municipal employment in the United States, and may 
well be a model for other cities to follow. 

Further studies of job evaluation systems were made, 
and it is expected that a choice of systems will be made 
and the system will be installed in 1970. The need for a 
departure from the present “ranking’’ method of job 
evaluation to a more sophisticated system is recognized 
and is felt by the rank and file employee who does not 
have full confidence in the present method. The new 
system will: 


1. Provide a more precise method of evaluation. 

2. Assure consideration of all job factors in arriving 

at compensation levels. 

3. Assure that proper weighting will be given to 
each factor. 

4, Provide a record of the weighting given each 
factor and the reason for that weighting. 

9. Provide a means for internal comparison with a 
view towards elimination of inequities. 

6. Provide for external comparisons to assure the 
city that it is competitive in its pay policies. 

7. Be understood by employees and supervisors in 
the departments, but, more importantly, will merit the 
confidence of these people. 

8. Delineate and identify job factors so that all 
information needed for job evaluation will be included 
in job descriptions. 

9. Provide an additional management tool. 


The staff of the Personnel Division was increased to 
thirteen as of December 31, 1969. The increase is in the 
Classification and Compensation Division, bringing to 
four the number of analysts in this expanding area. 
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Our Polaroid Identification System was used to sup- 
plement similar equipment used by the MBTA for 
senior citizens’ reduced-fare passes. An emergency de- 
veloped because of an underestimation of the demand for 
the passes when they were first made available in mid- 
summer. The camera and equipment, operated by a 
Personnel Division employee, supplied over 7,000 passes 
within two weeks to bring a critical situation under con- 
trol. 

A personnel study of the Boston Retirement Board 
was completed by Personnel Division analysts early in 
1969. All positions were audited, and revised job de- 
scriptions were written for some personnel. Other 
modifications of the personnel structure of the depart- 
ment were suggested. It is hoped that this survey may 
provide a model for further assistance to departments by 
the Personnel Division. 


Health Benefit and Insurance Unit © 


Although we had no basic changes in our program of 
benefits either for health or life insurance in 1969, this 
unit has been kept busy with the daily routine of process- 
ing claims, activating new enrollments, reviewing various 
hospital and medical claims, and conducting studies that 
may result in an expansion of our activities in the near 
future. 

Following a moratorium of six months for payments of 
premiums by employees on their optional insurance, pay- 
roll clerks started again in May to deduct for this type of 
protection being purchased by many of our employees. 

In 1969 we received a substantial dividend from Blue 
Cross-Blue Shield and Boston Mutual Life Insurance 
Company, based on 1968 claims against premiums, and 
hope in 1970 to once again distribute this to members in 
this very fine program. 

Specifications were written and supplied to health in- 
surance carriers in order that they might submit bids for a 
health insurance contract for city and county employees 
for 1970. Blue Cross-Blue Shield was the only bidder and, 
as a result, will insure city and county employees for an- 
other year.

In spite of a substantial increase in employees’ indi- 
vidual and family costs, we were able to hold the increase 
to our ‘‘student’” (sons and daughters of employees) 
group to a minimum. 

As a result of discussions between this unit, Blue Cross- 
Blue Shield and Boston Mutual Life Insurance Company, 
instead of a booklet explaining the benefits of the pro- 
gram, we will be issuing “‘Kits,”’ which we feel will be more 
helpful in having the employee understand his benefits, 
and which will include claim forms for “Extended Bene- 
fits’ (a very important benefit in our contract), and a 
sample of how to fill out the claim forms. 

Since the inauguration of this plan some seven years 
ago, the amount of benefits paid by Blue Cross-Blue 
Shield on behalf of city and county employees and their 
families totaled approximately $16,000,000. It is very 
apparent that, if this type of protection were not avail- 
able, medical and hospital costs would have been an ex- 
treme hardship in many cases and prohibitive in others. 


PURCHASING DIVISION 


In 1968 Mr. Robert T. Kenney, then Purchasing 
Agent, recommended a program to professionalize the 
Purchasing Division. During 1969 the division has ini- 
tiated procedures to implement the recommendations, 
some of which have been fully implemented and others 
only partially. Because of archaic laws and statutes per- 
taining to purchasing, the Purchasing Division is at a 
distinct disadvantage in the modern-day purchasing 
world. International and national corporations are re- 
luctant to service the city when the cost of processing 
contracts, bonds, and orders eats up their normal profits. 
Bidders, therefore, add cost of contracts, bonding, and 
other paper work, not found in normal business practices, 
to their prices. 

The Mayor’s Home Rules Committee has proposed 
legislation to change certain laws and statutes which, if 
adopted, will result in savings to the city in both time 
and money by modernizing procedures. 

A continuing search for companies willing to sell to the 
city is carried on. Once vendors were in sharp competi- 
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tion for city business. Now larger profits and quicker 
dollar turnover elsewhere keeps the city well down on 
their “accounts we would like to have’’ list. 

Although an effort has been made to continue the 
specifications program initiated in 1968, lack of personnel 
has delayed any substantial program. A complete 
change in the modern concept of teaching equipment, as 
well as school and library furniture and furnishings, has 
required new specifications for all items. 

A forceful building and building rehabilitation program 
being carried on by the Public Facilities Department 
and the advent of new departments, such as Model Cities, 
have substantially added to the Purchasing Division’s 
work load. 

Although we have initiated formal testing and inspec- 
tion procedures, the lack of adequate personnel and fund- 
ing has necessarily kept this at a minimum, but it will be 
expanded in the future. Some progress has been made in 
the value analysis field. This can be greatly extended 
with the cooperation of all requisitioning departments 
and by establishing a standards section. Further co- 
operation of all departments by immediately submitting 
requisitions for all items of equipment for which funds 
have been approved would enable a value analysis co- 
ordinator working in conjunction with a standards and 
specifications section to set up guide lines for large quan- 
tity purchases of standard equipment of adequate quality 
for its use. 

Of the fourteen suggested improvements covering de- 
tailed purchasing procedures, nine have been fully or 
partially adopted. The full effect of the changes and 
improvements made during this period will not be felt 
for several months. 

With the moving of city departments continuing into 
1969, the problem of surplus property disposal was very 
real. All types of furniture which was in any way usable 
were distributed throughout the city to fire houses, police 
stations, courts, schools, and even into the New City 
Hall. Some of the desks replaced had been in use for over 
fifty years. Approximately 5,000 units of furniture were 
transferred to the various departments. At the same time 
the normal routine disposal of other surplus items, in- 
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cluding junk, was being carried on. Visits to various de- 
partments were made to inspect items to ascertain condi- 
tion, market value, and possible usage by other depart- 
ments. 


A program for the disposal of surplus automotive equip- 
ment by auction, instead of trade-in, has been proposed 
by the Surplus Property Unit. This proposal is being 
researched with the cooperation of the city coordinator 
of motor vehicles. Some resistance is being encountered 
here, since the monies from auction go into the general 
fund, whereas trade-ins are credited to the department 
budget. This would leave a department like Police, with 
a $70,000 projected trade-in value, short that amount in 
their budget. If auctions prove feasible, additional funds 
could be allowed in each departmental budget to com- 
pensate for the amounts lost due to auctioning. 


The following is a record of the work performed by the 
Office Machine Repair Unit of the Purchasing Division 
during 1969: 

1,800 manual typewriters repaired on call 

102 manual typewriters overhauled 

1,132 manual typewriters inspected 

168 adding machines repaired 

543 adding machines overhauled 
4 calculators repaired 
7 time stamp machines repaired 
2 A.B.D. mimeographs repaired 
1 Ditto repaired 

43 I.B.M. and Royal electric typewriters repaired 


This unit accomplished the above work at a cost to 
the city of approximately $18,000 in personnel. By 
using parts from inoperable machines the cost of all parts 
was kept under $2,000. The same amount and type of 
work done by outside labor would have exceeded $35,000. 


During 1969 the Purchasing Division processed 13,000 
requisitions, issued over 20,000 purchase orders, publicly 
advertised 400 proposals, and entered into more than 600 
contracts ranging from $2,000 to $200,000. Approxi- 
mately $15,000,000 was expended at a total operating 
cost of less than 2 percent, including the costs of the 
Surplus Property Unit and the Office Machine Repair 
Unit. 
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It is strongly recommended that a reorganization of the 
Purchasing Division, somewhat similar to that advocated 
by Mr. Kenney, be carried out. <A properly staffed, 
knowledgeable, efficient Purchasing Division can add 
more power to the taxpayer’s dollar. 


Printing Section 


The Printing Section supplies all printing, binding, 
stationery, and office supplies used by city departments. 

Despite the rising salary costs the Printing Section has, 
through a planned attrition program, managed to reduce 
expenditures for personal services by more than 5 percent. 
‘The recently instituted program for replacing outmoded 
and obsolete machinery continues to show good results. 
‘This program, coupled with the rental of an IBM com- 
posing system, has shown a savings of approximately 
15 percent in contractual services. 

Approximately $773,565 was expended for 1969. This 
was $34,000 less than the previous year and the lowest 
amount expended in over twelve years. More efficient 
use of more efficient equipment is apparently part of the 
answer to rising costs. 

The Purchasing Division will continue to operate the 
Printing Section on its present planned program, making 
periodic appraisals and recommending any changes or 
improvements. 


ART COMMISSION 


The activities of this commission have been largely 
concerned this year with advising on the selection for 
sculptures suitable for embellishing the new surroundings 
at City Hall Plaza. Chryssa, a Greek sculptress, was 
chosen for the ornament to the new garage, but when 
she had to be replaced because of her unexplained disap- 
pearance, the Commission met again to find another. 
Beverly Pepper was the sculptor. 

Work has been carried over from the winter before 
on the equestrian statue of George Washington, as frost 
had done considerable damage to the stone work of the 
pedestal which had to be repaired for fear of further 
damage. A sword is still lacking, but has priority for 
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this year. At this moment vandalism of the statue in 
the form of red paint applied to the General’s tricorn 
hat is to be repaired. 

Boston has always enjoyed a high standard among the 
large cities of the country and the world in its apprecia- 
tion of the arts, and it is comforting to know that per- 
sonages of high caliber in this particular field have been 
selected to take charge of this important function of 
government.

CONCLUSION 


As members of the Administrative Services Board, we 
believe we have been serving a useful purpose in that our 
membership not only includes the chief finance officers of 
the city but maintains a close liaison between and among 
the departments or agencies responsible for the evaluation 
of real and personal property, the disbursement of funds 
and collection of revenues, the purchasing of supplies and 
equipment, personnel and budget management, and the 
auditing of receipts and expenditures. All these functions 
are interrelated and, although the Chairman-Director has 
full jurisdiction and authority in the administration and 
supervision of Administrative Services Department opera- 
tions under the provisions of the City Charter which 
supersedes the City Ordinance, he nevertheless has an 
additional tool, in the form of a Board, to guide and 
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assist him in the making of important decisions whenever 
he believes it necessary or advisable. 

As the majority of members have not seen or read the 
recommendations of the Boston Home Rule Commission 
to which we made reference in our 1968 annual report 
concerning the reorganization of various departments, we 
nevertheless feel that it is important that the Board be 
given an opportunity to review and study the recom- 
mendations made in order that we may evaluate and 
analyze the same prior to final enactment. Whether or 
not we may contribute to recommendations already made 
is a moot question, but we believe, however, that our ex- 
periences to the present qualify us to make intelligent and 
fair judgments on the merits of the overall reorganiza- 
tion plan. 

We are hopeful that our past two years of operations 
under your leadership were both helpful and satisfactory 
and we trust that proposed plans, presently in the pre- 
liminary stages, will result in Boston’s regaining the 
enviable position she held for over three centuries as one 
of the most progressive and advanced municipalities in 
the world.

In accordance with the provisions of chapter 3, section 
25, of the Revised Ordinances of 1961, we are pleased to 
submit herewith the sixteenth annual report of the Public 
Safety Commission for the year commencing January 1, 
1969, and ending December 31, 1969. 

The chief function of this commission under the provi- 
sions of chapter 203, Acts of 1959, as amended by chapter 
194, Acts of 1961, is to coordinate the work of all depart- 
ments concerned with public safety, to the end that 
there may be efficient and concerted action by said de- 
partments, particularly in times of emergency and/or 
disaster. Under the provisions of chapter 4, section 9, of 
the Revised Ordinances of 1961, this commission is an 
integral part of the Administrative Services Depart- 
ment. 

The members of this commission, including the execu- 
tive secretary to this commission, serve without com- 
pensation and without an appropriation of any character, 
thereby obviating the necessity of submitting a financial 
statement covering expenditures. 

In accordance with statutory requirements, regular 
meetings were held monthly during the year 1969 in the 
Conference Room, Room 606, City Hall, on the following 
dates: 


January 15 July 16 
February 12 August 13 
March 12 September 17 
April 16 October 15 
May 14 November 19 
June 18 December 17 


Although the Committee on Licenses is a subcom- 
mittee of the Public Safety Commission, its functions and 
operations are carried on within the Building Depart- 
ment, in accordance with the provisions of section 2, 
chapter 203, of the Acts of 1959, and a report on its ac- 
tivities for the year will be contained in the annual report 
of the Building Department. 
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There were no changes in Board membership during 
the course of the year. 

As the responsibilities of this commission are more or 
less limited to coordinating the functions of the various 
public safety agencies within the city government, and 
the commission is not vested with enforcement authority 
in any of the areas associated with public safety, we 
nevertheless review and recommend for study and con- 
sideration all matters directed to our attention that 
apply to the health and safety of our community. 

During the past year the following major subjects were 
discussed and considered, resulting, in certain instances, 
in definite action being taken; in other cases, plans for 
inaugurating new or improving present functions have 
not as yet been finalized. 


1. Improvements in our Emergency Operating 
Center. 


2. Expansion of our Employee Safety Programs. 
3. Evacuation and fire drill plans for City Hall. 
4. Expansion of first-aid facilities in City Hall. 
5. Air pollution. 


Emergency Operating Center 


We have finally located in a more central area and with 
more modern equipment than has been the case in the 
past. Previous operations were designated under several 
names during the past decade, such as “Snow Center,”’ 
“Snow Operating Table,’ “Emergency Communications 
Center,” “Operation Deep Freeze,” and ‘Disaster Relief 
Center.” 

Prior to your designating the Boston Civil Defense 
Department as the responsible agency for overall emer- 
gency operations, temporary plans had been in effect 
and proved themselves capable of handling several 
emergency situations over the various periods in which 
they were in existence. However, many of the difficulties 
of the past in meeting at specific locations at specitic 
times have been overcome by the establishment of the 
new center within the confines of the New City Hall. 
A standard operating procedure, including a personnel 
alerting plan, were established by the Civil Defense 
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Department, and, on the few occasions it was necessary 
to function, the results were most encouraging and edify- 
ing to those involved. 


Five operational levels of emergency situations were 
instituted, to wit: 

Operational Level No. 1—Highest state of readiness; 
attack or major disaster is imminent, requiring full 
operational capability in operating positions. 

Operational Level No. 2—Situation has deteriorated 
further, or definite possibility of a major disaster exists, 
requiring further increase in readiness and public notifica- 
tion to insure preparedness. 

_ Operational Level No. 3—Situation is worsening, or 
threat of a major disaster has increased; discreet action 
is taken to increase readiness. 

Operational Level No. 4—Increase intelligence watch, 
based on information received indicating significant 
change in normal pattern of world situation, weather 
conditions, or other portents of a major disaster. 

Operational Level No. 5—Normal day-to-day opera- 
tions. 

Personnel Alerting Procedure 


1. The Director of the Boston Civil Defense Depart- 
ment (alternate, Deputy Director), should he receive 
the emergency alarm first, will notify:

The Civil Defense Director, under your direction, 1s 
now the overall authority for the Emergency Operating 
Center and its emergency communications operations. 
Personnel assigned to the Civil Defense Operating Center 
will be responsible for notifying respective agencies and 
personnel in the event of an emergency or operational 
alert. 

Duty Hours During Emergency Operations 
1. Standard alert or emergency shifts of duty are 
from 8 A.M. to 8 p.m. and from 8 p.m. to 8 a.m. Excep- 
tions to this schedule are when a twelve-hour shift 
might be an undue hardship. 
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2. During normal working hours, with advanced 
notification, the senior service officer for each depart- 
ment will inform his assigned personnel of their sched- 
uled duty hours and arrange for 24-hour operations. 

3. During normal working hours, without advance 
notification, the senior service officer for each depart- 
ment will immediately arrange for 24-hour operations: 
those individuals who are not immediately required 
will be relieved from duty and scheduled to report at 
designated times to support continuous operations. 


4. During off-duty hours, without advanced noti- 
fication, the Director of Civil Defense would normally 
receive the alarm (from Boston Police in accordance 
with their disaster procedure plan); at this time, 
depending upon the situation, key personnel and other 
personnel as required will be alerted for necessary 
action. 

It was considered advisable to include in our annual 
report these Standard Operating Procedures and Person- 
nel Alerting Plan of the EOC for the reason that distribu- 
tion of these documents has been limited more or less to 
the parties involved, and the incorporating of this in- 
formation herein should result in acquainting more in- 
dividuals within and outside of the city government with 
our overall plan. 


Expansion of Employee Safety Programs 


This subject requires only brief comment here as it is 
covered more thoroughly in the first section of this report 
under the In-Service Training Unit of the Administrative 
Services Department. Although not connected directly 
with public safety, many of the techniques applied to 
employee safety have been in effect in several areas of the 
safety field, more especially in industrial and commercial 
enterprises throughout the country. We have reviewed 
the procedures and plans inaugurated to expand our em- 
ployee safety program with a view to making employees 
more safety-conscious. We believe that the effects of the 
various programs will show beneficial results not only in 
the areas of injuries and deaths but in substantial savings 
in workmen’s compensation payments and sick leave 
costs which have been rising rapidly during the past 
decade. 
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Evacuation and Fire Drill Plans for City Hall 


Since many departments had not become completely 
settled in their various locations throughout the New City 
Hall until late spring or early summer, the formulation 
of plans for evacuation and fire drills was delayed of 
necessity until the latter part of the summer and early 
fall. At this time the Fire Department designated a 
representative to work with the Assistant Commissioner 
of Real Property in drawing up plans, rules, and regula- 
tions for evacuation of the building in an orderly manner 
in the event of a fire or any other emergency. ‘These 
plans, including regulations, have been printed and should 
be ready for distribution at an early date. Wardens or 
representatives of each department located in the new 
building have been selected, and the majority of this 
group has taken courses in fire prevention and evacuation 
techniques at the Boston Fire Academy. We should be 
in a position to hold our first fire drill during the latter 
part of April or the first of May, at which time the 
weather should be more seasonable for the initial tryout. 

In addition to the traffic patterns that have been drawn 
up for evacuation, it was also necessary to consider the 
installation of many directional signs, fire alarm boxes, 
and extinguishers in accessible and strategic areas 
throughout the building. The greater portion of this 
work has been completed, and, after we have had an 
opportunity to observe and participate in our first fire 
drill, we are quite certain that you will be completely 
satisfied with the results of our efforts during the past 
year. 


Expansion of First-Aid Facilities in City Hall 


At your request, a new and improved first-aid facility 
was established in Room 809, City Hall, in the latter part 
of August. This new facility encompasses the following 
features: 

1. A direct telephone line to the facility—Ext. 123. 
2. Direct telephone lines to the Hospital and Police 

Departments. 

3. An additional registered nurse has been engaged 
to ensure the availability of one versed in the medical 
profession during working hours at all times. 
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4. Necessary medical equipment and_ supplies, 
lacking prior to this time, have been acquired. 

5. Directional signs to the facility were erected to 
accelerate access and travel to the first-aid room. 


Expansion of our first-aid facilities has been long over- 
due, and your recommendation for expanding and im- 
proving this all-important function was a giant step in 
alleviating a situation that has caused some concern 
among employees over a long period of time. 


Air Pollution 


Your establishment of an Air Pollution Control Com- 
mission and the establishment of a city-wide regulation 
that will reduce the sulphur content in fuels burned within 
the city were two of the more important contributions 
you have made to the health and safety of the populace. 


For your information, studies were made by this com- 
mission some eight or nine years ago as a result of com- 
plaints registered against open dump fires, more espe- 
cially along the South Bay or Fort Point Channel, and 
the auto-burning locations along the Southeast Express- 
way in Roxbury and Dorchester. 


It is interesting to note that at that time the commis- 
sion was very optimistic in the hopes that the federal and 
state governments would appropriate the necessary 
funds to meet the problem, and it was recommended that 
if the federal and state agencies found it impossible to 
cope satisfactorily with the situation it was the duty and 
obligation of this commission to make definite recom- 
mendations for the establishment of a municipal pollu- 
tion control agency, possibly under the jurisdiction of the 
then Health Commissioner. 


Your action in initiating an Air Pollution Commission 
at this time should serve as an incentive to the residents 
of Boston in realizing the hazards pertinent to the unclean 
air which is creating a serious problem in many of our 
large cities and which will become more serious in the 
immediate future unless drastic action is taken by federal, 
state, and local officials, with the full cooperation of the 
automobile industry and other industries whose products 
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or facilities when in use permeate the atmosphere with 
smoke, fumes, ash, and other pollutants detrimental 
to the health and safety of the people. 

We have a long road to travel to bring about a complete 
solution to the problem, but each step taken in the right 
direction should minimize the possibility of more serious 
trouble in the future. 

The results of studies made by this commission in 1961 
indicated that the most elaborate setup of a local air 
pollution control agency was in Los Angeles. The local 
county agency was established in 1947 to carry out a 
comprehensive, regulatory enforcement and _ research 
program. It forbids the installation of pollution-produc- 
ing equipment without a permit and requires approval of 
an official before it is placed in operation. Trained in- 
spectors have authority to enter factories and stop the 
operation of equipment in violation of regulations. 
Mechanical monitors automatically take air samples 
from the city day and night. When pollution levels ap- 
proach the danger point an emergency warning system 
goes into action. Key industrial plants are required to 
have emergency radios to receive shut-down orders, and 
the entire enforcement staff of the air pollution agency 
as well as the communications media are alerted by 
direct telephone, teletype, and radio broadcasts. The 
district maintains staff scientists to continue research, 
which now centers largely on the auto exhaust problem 
which is most prevalent in this area. The use of backyard 
incinerators was banned in 1957, and in 1958 a rule was 
established making mandatory the use of natural gas 
instead of fuel oil for industrial combustion during periods 
of intense air pollution. 

New York City created a Department of Air Pollution 
Control in 1952 to make rules governing air pollution, 
including requirements for the construction, alteration, 
and conversion of pollutant-producing equipment. The 
city instituted a licensing system and armed itself with 
authority to shut down equipment operating without a 
permit. 

It should be noted that both Los Angeles and New York 
City introduced measures to combat the air pollution 
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problem many years ago, and yet we read in the daily 
papers that the problems are still with them, though 
possibly not as serious as they would have been had they 
failed to inaugurate programs until the present time. 
Boston has taken the lead in Massachusetts, and we are 
hopeful that federal and/or state funds will be available 
and forthcoming in the near future to develop more 
scientific ways and means of meeting the situation head 
on not only in Boston but throughout the Common- 
wealth. 


Miscellaneous 


Several informal meetings were called by the Chairman 
at various times during the year when conditions justified 
a meeting of only certain members of the commission to 
discuss and/or resolve an issue that applied to the opera- 
tions or functions of a particular agency or agencies that 
required immediate attention. In several cases the sub- 
jects explored during informal meetings were placed on 
the agenda of formal meetings either for the information of 
Board members or for the purpose of further discussion 
to stimulate exchanges of ideas and suggestions in the 
matters under consideration. Submitted herewith is a 
list of the more important subjects of discussion in this 
category: 

1. A proposal by the MBTA to utilize materials 
and equipment of the Public Works Department during 
snow removal emergencies (an agreement could not be 
reached in this matter and is still pending for further 
exploration). 


2. Surplus property of the federal government— 
procedures to be followed in acquiring specific items. 


3. District emergency telephone number (telephone 
representative present at this meeting). 


4. Hurricane alerts—snow storm preparations— 
anticipated disturbances which did not materialize 
to a great extent due to preparedness and excellent 
police work. 
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5. The installation of fire pumps in high-rise build- 
ings, especially in the new structures to be occupied by 
the elderly. This meeting, called by the Chairman, was 
attended by the Building Commissioner, Housing 
Authority representatives, architects and engineers 
for the Housing Authority, and fire and police officials. 
As a result of this meeting at which the Building Com- 
missioner insisted upon the installation of fire pumps 
before issuing a permit, agreements were reached to 
include the installation of such pumps in all present 
and future building plans for high-rise apartment 
buildings. 

The beginning of the 70s points up to an interesting 
and challenging decade ahead, more especially in the field 
of ecology, antipollution campaigns both in the air we 
breathe and the water we drink, which will tax the brains 
and energies of our most learned scientists and most 
knowledgeable and experienced public safety officials. 
It was not too long ago when our main objectives were 
more or less limited to snow removal, traffic safety, fire 
prevention, antilitter campaigns, and demolition. Most 
of these programs have been improved through your 
establishment of the Office of Public Services, where com- 
plaints are now being registered on a local basis that, in 
many instances, pertain to several public safety programs 
presently in effect. 

Future programs will be focused, in a large measure, 
on our environment, and not Boston alone but every 
large city throughout the country will be interested in 
and hopeful of initiating the most successful and most 
productive programs. We will be happy to cooperate 
in every way with your Air Pollution Control Commis- 
sion in coordinating functions of the various public safety 
agencies to carry out suggestions and recommendations 
of said commission in meeting these problems, which are 
actually not new but which have been allowed to sur- 
round us for many years without too much thought being 
given to their future effects. Federal, state, and local 
governments must work together in designing and im- 
plementing a plan of action that will be substituted for 
previous inaction and one that will require manufacturers 
and industrial firms throughout the city, state, and 
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nation to improve their methods of production in a 
manner that will eliminate to the maximum degree pos- 
sible the pollution of our air and our waterways. 

The health and safety of our citizenry have been and 
shall continue to be our main concern, and even though 
our powers are limited to coordinating the efforts of all 
agencies involved, we nevertheless realize that this is a 
major factor in securing successful results in meeting 
the various problems of safety and health that have been 
proliferating due to the changing times and the environ- 
ment in which we live in this day and age.

Motor VEHICLE EXCISE 


The motor vehicle excise was originally created by 
the passage of Chapter 379 of the Acts of 1928, which 
law became effective as of January 1, 1929. This act 
provided that an excise should be assessed on all regis- 
tered motor vehicles, in lieu of the local tax formerly 
assessed on this class of property. This law became 
Chapter 60A of the General Laws. 


This excise, per Acts of 1960, Chapter 758, is levied 
at a fixed state rate of $66.00 per thousand and valua-: 
tions at which these vehicles are assessed are determined 
by the State Tax Commissioner and forwarded to all 
assessors of the various cities and towns throughout the 
Commonwealth. All valuations are therefore uniform.

In accordance with section 20 of chapter 521 of the 
Acts of 1922 and section 20 (5) (i) of chapter 658 of 
the Acts of 1945, the Boston Retirement Board respect- 
fully submits a combined annual report for the year 
ending December 31, 1969. 


The Retirement Board is composed of three members, 
Michael A. DeSimone, appointed by the Mayor, City 
Auditor John F. FitzPatrick (ex officio), and Thomas J. 
McGrimley, elected by the membership. Mr. DeSimone 
is chairman. The City Treasurer is the custodian of 
the funds, and Mr. Paul L. Carty is secretary and execu- 
tive officer. 
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SECTION I 


STATE-BOSTON RETIREMENT SYSTEM 


With the acceptance by the Mayor and the City 
Council on June 5, 1946, of chapter 658 of the Acts of 
1945, as amended by chapter 166 of the Acts of 1946, 
the State-Boston Retirement System for employees of 
the City of Boston and County of Suffolk was estab- 
lished on October 1, 1946. 


By the operation of that law, persons entering the 
employment of the City of Boston and County of Suf- 
folk after September 30, 1946, whose compensation is 
paid by the City of Boston, automatically became mem- 
bers of the State-Boston Retirement System, unless 
ineligible under its provisions, and the Boston Retire- 
ment System, which was established on February 1, 
1923, by chapter 521 of the Acts of 1922, was closed to 
new members. 


Every person whose employment began prior to Oc- 
tober 1, 1946, whether he was a member of the Boston 
Retirement System or had other pension rights or no 
pension rights at all, was given an opportunity, under 
certain conditions of make-up payments, to join the 
State-Boston Retirement System during the three-month 
period between October 1, 1946, and December 31, 1946. 


By chapter 520 of the Acts of 1947 the employees were 
given an additional year and a half to join the State- 
Boston Retirement System. 


By chapter 355 of the Acts of 1950 the State-Boston 
Retirement System was reopened for a sixty-day period. 
for another period of sixty days by chapter 379 of the 
Acts of 1952, and for another ninety-day period by 
chapter 684 of the Acts of 1954. 


Chapter 391 of the Acts of 1958 reopened the State- 
Boston Retirement System, effective October 1, 1957, 
and provided for the acceptance of membership for non- 
members and Boston Retirement System members for 
an indefinite period.

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INFORMATION RELATIVE TO PROVISIONS OF 
THE STATE-BOSTON RETIREMENT SYSTEM 


CONDITIONS FOR RETIREMENT 


(Member in Service) 


1. Superannuation Retirement—At any time between 
ages fifty-five and seventy, or at any time before age 
fifty-five after having completed twenty or more years of 
creditable service. 

2. Compulsory Retirement—Group I, last day of the 
month in which the member attains age seventy. Off- 
cials and general employees including clerical, admin- 
istrative, and technical workers, laborers, mechanics, and 
all others not otherwise classified. 

Group II, last day of the month in which the member 
attains age sixty-five. Members of Police and Fire 
Departments not classified in Group |. Members whose 
regular and major duties require them to have the care 
and custody of prisoners or insane persons or of defective 
delinquents. 

3. Ordinary Disability—A member of the retirement 
system who has not attained age fifty-five and who has 
completed fifteen or more years of creditable service, or 
a member who is a veteran, as defined by law, who has 
completed ten or more years of creditable service, and 
while under the maximum age for his group, may be 
retired by the Retirement Board subject to whatever 
proof of disability it may require. Such a member must 
be permanently incapacitated for further duty. 

4, Accidental Disability—In order to be eligible for - 
. retirement under this provision a member must be totally 
and permanently incapacitated for further duty through 
an injury sustained or a hazard undergone in the per- 
formance of his duties, before attaining the maximum age 
for his group, and retirement will be allowed only if (a) 
notice was given to the Retirement Board within ninety 
days of the occurrence or (b) application for such retire- 
ment is filed within two years of the occurrence or (c) the 
member received workmen’s compensation for the same 
injury or, if a member of Group II, a record of the injury 
is on file in his department. Such a member must be 
permanently incapacitated for further duty. 
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In case of application for either form of disability 
retirement, a physician’s report stating the nature of the 
disability, its cause and likelihood of being permanent, 
should accompany the application. 


Determination of eligibility for either form of disability 
retirement is made by a medical panel consisting of a 
physician appointed by the State Commissioner of Public 
Health, one appointed by the Retirement Board, and 
the third representing the employee member. The Re- 
tirement Board will act upon the recommendation of 
this panel. 


RE-EXAMINATION OF MEMBER RETIRED FOR DISABILITY 


The Retirement Board may require the re-examination 
at stated intervals of any member under age sixty pre- 
viously retired for disability. If the re-examination 
shows that the retired member is engaged or able to en- 
gage in a gainful occupation, the amount of his allowance 
may be reduced. [If the member’s physical condition 
after such examination permits, the Retirement Board 
may order his reinstatement with the approval of the 
head of his department. 


Report oF INCOME 


In accordance with chapter 684 of the Acts of 1958, 
all members retired due to disability shall report to the 
retiring authority any income received from gainful 
occupation. The law further provides that if the income 
from gainful occupation added to the pension pay- 
ment exceeds the regular compensation which would 
have been paid to the member had he continued in 
service, such excess shall be refunded to the Retirement 
Board. 


SERVICE RETIREMENT ALLOWANCE 


Upon retirement at age fifty-five or over, the retire- 
ment allowance is based on age, number of years of 
creditable service, and salary. An additional sum of 
$15 per year, or any fraction thereof, not to exceed $300, 
is allowed if the member is a veteran. In no event shall 
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the retirement allowance exceed 80 percent of either 
the highest three-consecutive-year average or the highest 
two-consecutive-year average salary, whichever is appli- 
cable in individual cases. 


ORDINARY DISABILITY RETIREMENT ALLOWANCE 


Upon retirement after ten or more years of creditable 
service a member who is a veteran will be paid a retire- 
ment allowance which consists of a pension equal to one 
half of the regular compensation for one year immedi- 
ately preceding date of retirement, plus an annuit 
based on his accumulated deductions. 7 

Upon retirement after fifteen or more years of credit- 
able service but at an age under fifty-five years, a non- 
veteran will receive a retirement allowance based on 
years of creditable service and salary, without regard to 
age of the member but on a basis of age fifty-five. 


ACCIDENTAL DISABILITY RETIREMENT ALLOWANCE 


Retirement allowance paid under this provision con- 
sists of a pension equal to 72 percent of the annual rate 
of regular compensation on the date of the accident or 
the average rate of the last twelve months during which 
regular compensation was received, whichever is greater. 
In addition, $312 per annum is payable for each depend- 
ent child under age eighteen, or for each child over age 
eighteen, if unmarried and physically or mentally in- 
capacitated from earning; plus an annuity based on the 
member’s accumulated deductions, providing that such 
pension and annuity shall not increase the total allowance 
to more than the annual rate on which the pension is 
based. 


TERMINATION RETIREMENT ALLOWANCE 


Any member who upon completing twenty or more 
years of creditable service before attaining age fifty-five 
resigns or voluntarily terminates his service may receive 
a superannuation retirement allowance. 


Such superannuation retirement allowance is deter- 
mined by the age and contributions of the member. 
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Any member who after attaining age fifty-five resigns, 
fails of re-election, fails of reappointment, or is removed 
or discharged from his office or position without moral 
turpitude on his part, or any such member whose office 
or position is abolished, may receive a superannuation 
retirement allowance. 


Such retirement allowance is calculated on the basis 
of age, years of creditable service, and salary. 

Any member, after completing twenty or more years 
of creditable service, whose office or position is abolished 
and any member who has completed thirty or more 
years of creditable service before attaining age fifty-five 
may receive a retirement allowance. 


Such retirement allowance consists of a pension equal 
to at least one third of the highest two consecutive years’ 
average salary, plus an annuity based on his age and 
accumulated deductions. 


OptTIONS AT RETIREMENT 


Option (a): Retirement allowance under this option 
is the largest amount possible and payments cease at 
death. 

Option (6): Retirement allowance under this option 
contains a refund annuity and is smaller than Option 
(a). This allowance is so calculated that in the event of 
death before the total payments under the annuity 
portion of the allowance equals the amount of the accum- 
ulated total deductions to the member’s credit at the 
date of retirement the balance is paid to the beneficiary. 


Option (c): Retirement allowance under this option is 
smaller than Option (a) and is so calculated that upon 
the death of the member two thirds of such smaller allow- 
ance is payable to the beneficiary. This allowance is so 
calculated that the age and sex of the beneficiary will 
affect the amount. Such beneficiary may be the spouse, 
child, father, mother, brother, or sister. If the bene- 
ficiary dies before the effective date of retirement, mem- 
ber may make a new election of either of the three options. 
After the retirement allowance becomes effective, the 
death of the beneficiary, before the death of the member, 
elected under Option (c) does not alter the allowance. 
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Any member retired for either ordinary or accidental 
disability may elect to receive his retirement allowance 
paid in accordance with Option (a) or Option (6). 

No payment shall be made if a retirement allowance is 
computed to be less than $360 per year. In such cases 
a member will receive a refund of his total nai ee 
and interest. 

If any retirement allowance is computed to be more — 
than $360 but less than $600 per year, the member may 
elect to receive the retirement allowance or a cash refund 
of his total duductions and interest. 


If any retirement allowance is computed to be more 
than $600 per year, the retirement allowance must be 
paid. 


OTHER BENEFICIARIES 


Other beneficiaries who are eligible to receive a sur- 
visorship allowance are: child, father, mother, brother, 
or sister, providing one is named on a prescribed form 
and such form is on file at the Retirement Board at the 
time of the death of the member in service. 


A member may name any person as beneficiary to 
receive a lump sum payment. The lump sum payment 
shall include the total contributions made by the mem- 
ber and the interest applied thereto. 


ACCIDENTAL DEATH BENEFIT 


Upon proper proof that any member in service died 
as the natural and proximate result of a personal injury 
sustained or a hazard undergone as a result of and in the 
performance of his duties, without serious and wilful 
misconduct on his part, the Board shall grant accidental 
death benefits to his beneficiary or beneficiaries, as the 
case may be. 

The allowance granted under this section consists of a 
pension equal to two thirds of the annual rate of regular 
compensation on the date of such injury or equal to two 
thirds of the average annual rate of regular compensation 
for the twelve-month period for which he last received 
regular compensation immediately preceding the date of 
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death, whichever is greater, and an additional pension at 
the rate of $312 yearly for each dependent child under 
age eighteen, or if over said age and physically or men- 
tally incapacitated for earning. 

In no event shall the total yearly amount of pension 
exceed the annual rate on which the pension is based. 

In addition, a lump sum payment of the member’s 
total contributions and interest shall be paid to his 
surviving beneficiary or beneficiaries entitled thereto. 


REFUNDS 


Upon withdrawal because of resignation or dismissal 
at any time before attaining age fifty-five years, a mem- 
ber shall receive a refund of his total contributions and 
interest, or, if otherwise eligible, a retirement allowance. 


VETERANS 


A veteran, as defined by the retirement statutes, who 
was employed before July 1, 1939, and has a total period 
of thirty years in the aggregate, shall, at his own request, 
with the approval of the retiring authority, be retired 
from, active service at 72 percent of the highest annual 
rate of compensation, including any bonuses or tempo- 
rary wage increase and including any maintenance 
allowance payable to him while he was holding the 
grade held by him at his retirement, and payable from 
the same source. 

A veteran, as stated above, who has less than thirty 
years of service and who becomes incapacitated for 
further active service shall be retired at one half of the 
highest annual rate of compensation, including any 
bonuses, or temporary wage increase, and including any 
allowance for maintenance, payable to him while he was 
holding the grade held by him at his retirement and pay- 
able from the same source; provided he had been in said 
service for at least ten years, with a further allowance of 
1 percent of said annual compensation for each addi- 
tional year of service, but not to exceed 65 percent in 
any case.

In addition, the veteran shall be refunded the amount 
of his total contributions and interest. 

The above sections apply also to members of the 
Boston Retirement System and those veterans who are 
members of the Non-Contributory System. 


FINANCING 


Contributions made by members’ of the State-Boston 

Retirement System are at the rate of 5 percent of 
salary, not including overtime or bonuses. Additional 
contributions may be made at the rate of 5 percent of 
salary, not to exceed a salary of $3,600 per year. 
_ All assets of the State-Boston Retirement System are 
held in one of the five following funds: annuity savings 
fund, annuity reserve fund, pension fund, special fund 
for military service credit, and the expense fund. 

The annuity savings fund is the fund providing for 
the accumulation of the regular deductions, additional 
deductions, and make-up payments of the members of 
the system, and to which regular interest is transferred 
to be credited to the account of each member. 

Annuity reserve fund is the fund to which the ac- 
cumulated total deductions and interest of a member are 
transferred from his account in the annuity savings fund 
when a retirement allowance becomes effective for the 
member. Also transferred to this fund are any amounts 
standing to the credit of the member in the special fund 
for military service. The total amounts so transferred 
on account of any member shall thereby establish the 
initial annuity reserve for the annuity portion of his 
retirement allowance. 

Pension fund is the fund into which go all amounts 
appropriated from the city for the purpose of providing 
for the cost of operation of the system exclusive of the 
administration except those amounts as may be appro- 
priated for the special fund for military service credit. 
All pensions to members or to beneficiaries are paid from 
this fund. 

The special fund for military service credit is the fund 
establishing the amounts which would have been paid 
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into the system as regular deductions by members thereof 
on military leaves of absence had these members re- 
mained in the active service of the City of Boston. 

The expense fund is the fund to which is credited the 
amount appropriated for any fiscal year for the purpose 
of providing for the payment of all expenses of adminis- 
tration of the system for the fiscal year and from which 
all such expenses are paid. 


STATISTICAL DATA 


During the year the Board retired 573 members from 
active service; of this number 470 were for service, 15 
for ordinary disability, and 31 for accidental disability. 
Survivorship allowances amounted to 51 and 6 accidental 
death benefits were granted. 

The number of withdrawals from membership was 
2,064, of which 573 were retirements, 1,376 were due to 
resignations, dismissals, and transfers to other retirement 
systems, 51 were due to veteran retirements, and 64 were 
due to death. 

Members enrolled in the system during 1969 amounted 
to 3,089, of which 15 were former members of the Boston 
Retirement System who joined the State-Boston Retire- 
ment System in accordance with chapter 391 of the Acts 
of 1958. This brought the net amount of active members 
to 24,212. 

The amount of cash refunded as a result of resignations, 
dismissals, deaths, veteran retirements, and transfers to 
other systems throughout the Commonwealth was 
$1,855,010.56 for the fiscal year ending December 31, 
1969. 
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Boston Houstne AUTHORITY 


Under the provisions of chapter 507 of the Acts of 1948, 
the employees of the Boston Housing Authority became 
eligible by sections 1-28 of chapter 32 of the Massachu- 
setts General Laws. 

During the year the Board retired 23 male members 
and 1 female member due to superannuation, 1 for acci- 
dental disability, and 1 for ordinary disability, and 3 
survivorship allowances granted. 

Withdrawals from membership amounted to 37. 

New members enrolled during 1969 amounted to 98, 
bringing the net number of active members to 964. 

The amount of cash refunded as a result of resignations 
and deaths was $39,581.10. 


Boston REDEVELOPMENT AUTHORITY 


Chapters 150 and 415 of the Acts of 1957 established 
the Boston Redevelopment Authority and further pro- 
vided employees who transferred from the Boston Housing 
Authority and other eligible employees membership in 
the State-Boston Retirement System under the provisions 
of sections 1-28 of chapter 32 of the Massachusetts 
General Laws. 

During the year 176 new members were employed. 


Withdrawals from membership amounted to 158, In- 
cluding 26 members who transferred to other retirement 
systems and 6 retirement allowances, leaving a total net 
membership of 594. The amount of cash refunded due 
to resignations and transfers was $116,807.45 for the year 
ending December 31, 1969. 


MASSACHUSETTS TURNPIKE AUTHORITY 


Chapter 598 of the Acts of 1958 provided for the transfer 
of the Sumner Tunnel from the City of Boston to the 
Massachusetts Turnpike Authority. All employees who 
were members of the Boston Retirement System or the 
State-Boston Retirement System on the date of the trans- 
fer retained all their retirement rights. Any person who 
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became an employee of the Massachusetts Turnpike 
Authority after said date of transfer was not eligible for 
membership.

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SECTION II 
BOSTON RETIREMENT SYSTEM 


Prior to February 1, 1923, there were in force a num- 
ber of non-contributory retirement plans for employees 
of the City of Boston and the County of Suffolk. These 
provided for veterans, laborers, firefighters, policemen, 
police matrons, school teachers, school janitors, attend- 
ance officers, prison officers, court officers, probation 
officers, and judges. 

Chapter 521 of the Acts of 1922 created on February 
1, 1923, a system of retirement for employees of the City 
of Boston and County of Suffolk. This system became 
known as the Boston Retirement System. 

The system wernt into effect on February 1, 1923, and 
was optional for all persons who were in the employ of 
the City of Boston and County of Suffolk on that date. 
All employees who were not eligible for a pension under 
any existing law became members, without any action 
on their part, unless they waived this right. All persons 
who became employees after February 1, 1923, became 
members of the Boston Retirement System and could 
not receive any other pension or retirement allowance 
from the city or county. In order to secure credit for 
service prior to February 1, 1923, employees must have 
become members within one year after February 1, 1923. 


INFORMATION RELATIVE TO PROVISIONS OF 
THE BOSTON RETIREMENT SYSTEM 


SUPERANNUATION RETIREMENT 


A member reaching the age of sixty years may be 
retired on his own request, or on the request of the head 
of his department; and at the age of seventy he is auto- 
matically retired. 

Upon retirement, a member receives a retirement 
allowance which will consist of an annuity based on the 
value of his accumulated deductions, and, in addition, 
a pension provided by the city which will be equal to 
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the annuity, but the city’s part or pension shall not 
exceed one half of the employee’s average salary for 
five years immediately preceding retirement. 

If a member has been an employee for a period of 
fifteen or more years, the total retirement allowance shall 
not be less than $480 a year. 


ORDINARY DISABILITY RETIREMENT 


For ordinary disability, due to any cause except an 
accident occurring during the performance of duty, a 
member under age sixty who has completed fifteen years 
of service in the city or county may be granted a retire- 
ment allowance. 

The retirement allowance consists of an annuity based 
on the value of his accumulated deductions, and, in 
addition, a pension equal to nine-tenths of the pension 
which the city would have granted if the member had 
remained in service until sixty years of age without an 
increase in salary. , 


MenpicaL Boarp 


The Medical Board consists of three physicians: a 
surgeon, a medical practitioner, and a neurologist. The 
Medical Board is appointed by the trustees of the Boston 
City Hospital on nominations made by the senior medical 
staff. The Medical Board shall arrange for and pass upon 
all medical examinations and report in writing to the 
Retirement Board its conclusions and recommendations 
thereon. 


ACCIDENTAL DISABILITY RETIREMENT 


If a member becomes disabled as the result of an acci- 
dent occurring in the performance of duty, regardless of 
age and length of service, he may be granted a retirement 
allowance. 

The retirement allowance consists of an annuity based 
on the value of his accumulated deductions and, in addi- 
tion, a pension of such an amount as will, together with 
the annuity, be equal to three-fourths of the annual 
compensation received by him during the year immedi- 
ately preceding the date of accident. 
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RE-EXAMINATION OF MEMBERS RETIRED FOR 
DISABILITY 


Once a year every member under the age of sixty who 
has retired for disability shall submit to a medical ex- 
amination by the Medical Board appointed for the pur- 
pose. If the Medical Board shall find that the disability 
for which the member was retired has ceased, the member 
may be restored to active duty, or, if the member fails 
to submit to an examination, his retirement allowance 
shall be discontinued. | 


Report oF INCOME 


Members retired for disability from the Boston Retire- 
ment System or by any other retirement system are also 
subject to Chapter 648 of the Acts of 1958. 


ACCIDENTAL DEATH BENEFITS 


Regardless of length of service, a death benefit may be 
granted in case a member is killed or dies as a result of 
an accident occurring in the performance of his duty. 

This benefit shall consist of his accumulated deduc- 
tions, which will be paid in a lump sum to his legal 
representative, and, in addition, if he has dependents, a 
pension equal to one half of the annual compensation 
received by him during the year immediately preceding 
the date of the accident shall be paid to his widow, or, if 
he leaves no widow, to his children under age eighteen 
and unmarried, or, if he has no children under age eight- 
een and unmarried, to his dependent father or mother. 


OPTIONS AT RETIREMENT 


No Option: Largest amount payable to the retired 
member with all benefits to cease upon death. 

Option 1: Reduced retirement allowance paid during 
lifetime of the retired member, with the balance of the 
retirement reserve, if any, paid to his estate or beneficiary. 

Option 2: Reduced retirement allowance paid to mem- 
ber throughout his lifetime, and the same allowance paid 
to his surviving beneficiary, who must be a blood relative, 
throughout said beneficiary’s lifetime. 
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Option 3: Reduced allowance, greater than Option 2, 
paid to the member throughout his lifetime, with one 
half of his allowance paid to surviving beneficiary, who 
must be a blood relative, throughout said beneficiary’s 
lifetime. 

Under Options 2 and 3 there are no provisions made 
for the balance, if any, of the retirement reserve fund in 
cases where the beneficiary predeceases the member. 
The member’s allowance remains the same as his original 
optional selection. 


SURVIVORSHIP BENEFITS 


There are no provisions for survivorship benefits or 
allowances, other than the accidental death benefit, for 
members of the Boston Retirement System. 


REFUNDS 


If a member resigns or is dismissed from active service 
before retirement the total amount of his contributions 
with 4 percent compound interest will be returned to him. 
If the member dies before retirement, the total amount 
which he has contributed with compound interest at 4 
percent will be paid to his legal representative or to the 
beneficiary or beneficiaries named. Beneficiaries must be 
blood relatives.

The “‘veteran law’ as explained in the first section of 
this report is also applicable to eligible members of the 
Boston Retirement System. 


FINANCING 


Each member contributes 4 percent of his regular com- 
pensation. All contributions are based on regular com- 
pensation received. Overtime and extra pay are not as- 
sessable. 

The city makes annual contributions, consisting of a 
normal contribution and an accumulated liability contri- 
bution. The normal contribution covers the liability on 
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account of current services of members. The accumu- 
lated lability contribution covers the liability on account 
of services rendered before the establishment of the sys- 
tem and will be discontinued when the liability is liqui- 
dated. 

The entire cost of administration of the system is 
borne by the city. 


STATISTICAL DATA. 


During the year there were no retirements. 

The number of withdrawals from membership was 28, 
of which 7 were due to death and 9 were veteran retire- 
ments. Also included were 12 members who joined the 
State-Boston Retirement System in accordance with 
chapter 391 of the Acts of 1958. This brought the net 
active membership to 109. 

The amount of cash refunded as a result of deaths 
and veteran retirements was $151,630.39 for the fiscal 
year ending December 31, 1969.

In accordance with the provisions of Section 115, 
Chapter 479, of the Acts of 1938, as amended, I submit 
herewith a brief report of the activities of the Building 
Department during the year 1969.

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DEPARTMENT ORGANIZATION 


The Building Department was established by Chapter 
280 of the Acts of 1871, _ 


“An Act to Provide for the Regulation and In- 
spection of Buildings, the More Effectual Prevention 
of Fire and the Better Protection of Life and Property 
in the City of Boston,” 

and came into being on October 2, 1871. 


This act, with various revisions and amendments, 
controlled the erection and alteration of buildings and 
related matters until July 16, 1892, when it was super- 
seded by Chapter 419 of the Acts of 1892. This act, 
although amended from time to time, remained in 
effect until August 1, 1907, when it was superseded by 
Chapter 550 of the Acts of 1907, which remained as the 
Building Law of the City of Boston until 1943. 


The present Building Code, Chapter 479 of the Acts 
of 1938 as amended, 


‘‘An Act for the Codification, Revision and Amend- 
ment of the Laws Relative to the Construction, 
Alterations, and Maintenance of Buildings and Other 
Structures in the City of Boston,” 


was passed by the Legislature on June 27, 1938, with the 
provision that it take effect upon its acceptance by the 
Boston City Council. Acceptance by the Council was 
delayed pending granting by the Legislature to the 
Council authority to make revisions in the law as passed 
by the Legislature. This authority was granted by 
Chapter 217 if the Acts of 1938; Whereupon the Council 
proceeded to hold a series of public hearings on pro- 
posed amendments submitted by architects, builders, 
property owners, and various civic organizations. As 
a result of these hearings numerous amendments to 
the act were accepted by the Council, and on May 10, 
1943, Part 1 to 25 of the act were approved. Parts 
26 to 32 were approved by the Council on December 21, 
1943. Part 33, ‘““War Provision,’ and Part 34, “Fall- 
out Shelters,’’ were added by later amendments. Since 
1943 the code has undergone several minor and three 
major amendments or revisions. Part 23, “Live and 
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Dead Loads,” Part 28, “Steel and Iron,” and Part 29, 
“Excavations and Foundations,’ have been completely 
revised, updated, and rewritten, and are incorporated 
in recent reprints of the code. Part 25, ““Wood,” Part 
26, “Reinforced Concrete,’ and Part 27, ‘Precast 
Gypsum Concrete,” are now undergoing revision and 
updating. 


The Building Code places upon the Building Depart- 
ment the duty of inspecting the erection, alteration, 
repair, moving, or demolition of all buildings or struc- 
tures, except those specifically exempted by Section 107 
of the code, and the issuance of permits therefor. The 
department also issues permits for and inspects the 
installation, repair, replacement, or extension of all 
utilities such as plumbing, gas fitting, electrical work, 
elevators, fire-extinguishing apparatus, engines, dyna- 
mos, generators, boilers, heaters, ovens, and other heat- 
producing apparatus governed by the code. 


The department administers the zoning regulations 
formulated and adopted by the Boston Zoning Com- 
mission under authority of Chapter 665 of the Acts of 
1956. These regulations, which became effective on 
December 31, 1964, superseded the original Zoning Act 
of June 5, 1924. The provisions of Chapter 143 of 
the General Laws, insofar as they are applicable to the 
City of Boston, are also administered by the Building 
Department. ‘The department inspects and certifies all 
places of assembly such as stores, restaurants, taverns, 
dance halls, and places of similar occupancy accommo- 
dating fifty or more persons. 


Also placed in the department by ordinances of the 
City Council, but not under the control or supervision 
of the Building Commissioner except in the matter of 
communicating with the Mayor and submitting annual 
reports of their activities, are the Board of Appeal, the 
Board of Examiners, the Board of Zoning Adjustment, * 
and the Zoning Commission. Chapter 616 of the Acts 


* The Board of Zoning Adjustment ceased to exist with the taking effect of the new 
zoning regulations formulated under Chapter 665 of the Acts of 1956, on December 31, 1964. 
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of 1955 established in the Building Department the 
Beacon.. Hill Architectural Commission, which Com- 
mission has the duty of passing on the appropriateness 
of all changes in the exterior architectural features of 
buildings in the Historic Beacon Hill District. Reports 
of these Boards are incorporated herein. 


Chapter 616 of the Acts of 1955, in order to promote 
the general welfare of the public and to maintain the 
area as a landmark in the history of architecture and as 
a tangible reminder of old Boston as it existed in the 
early days of the Commonwealth, created the Historic 
Beacon Hill District, bounded 


“southerly by the northerly side line of Beacon 
street; westerly by a line parallel with and 150 feet 
distant westerly by the westerly side of Beaver street; 
northerly by Beaver place; easterly by Brimmer 
street; northerly again by Byron street; westerly again 
by a line parallel with and eighty feet distant westerly 
from the westerly side line of Charles street; northerly 
again by the southerly side line of Charles street; 
northerly again by the southerly side line of Revere 
street; westerly again by the westerly side line of 
Myrtle street; northerly again by the southerly side 
line of Myrtle street; and easterly again by the west- 
erly side line of Hancock street and said side line ex- 
tended southerly to Beacon street; excluding, how- 
ever, from said area land of the Commonwealth and 
the estates numbered 26 to 88, inclusive, and 98 to 
136, inclusive, on Myrtle street,”’ 


in which no permit may be issued by the Building De- 
partment unless certificate of appropriateness or cer- 
tificate of nonapplicability of the statute, issued by the 
Beacon Hill Architectural Commission, which was estab- 
lished under the act creating the historic district, or 
that no exterior architectural feature was involved, was 
on file in the office of the Building Commissioner. 

The historic district was enlarged and extended by 
Chapter 315 of the Acts of 1958 to include a contiguous 
area bounded 

“southerly by Byron street; westerly by Brimmer 
street; southerly again by Beaver place; westerly again 
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by Embankment road; northerly by Pinckney street; 

and easterly by a line parallel with, and eighty feet 

distant westerly from, the westerly line of Charles 
street.” 

Chapter 622 of the Acts of 1963 further enlarged and 
extended the district to include an area contiguous 
thereto bounded 

“southerly by Myrtle street; including, however, 

the estate numbered 26 to 88, inclusive, and 98 to 136, 
inclusive, on Myrtle street; southerly by Revere 
street; westerly by the alley located to the rear of the 
estates numbered 130 to 140 Charles street; northerly 
by the northerly boundary line of the estates numbered 
140 Charles street; and by said boundary line ex- 
tended diagonally in an easterly direction across 
Charles street, to Putnam avenue; northerly by Put- 
nam avenue; westerly by West Cedar street; northerly 
by Phillips street; easterly by the rear property lines 
of the estates numbered 79 to 61 West Cedar street; 
northerly and westerly by the northerly property lines 
of the estates located at the northerly ends of Belling- 
ham place, Sentry Hill, and Goodwin place, and the 
northerly sideline of the estate numbered 37 Grove 
street; easterly by Grove street; northerly by Revere 
street; easterly by Irving street; but including the 
estates located on Rollins place,”’ 


and also another contiguous area bounded 

“northerly by a line parallel to and forty feet dis- 
tant southerly from the southerly sideline of Cam- 
bridge street; easterly by Bowdoin street; southerly 
by Derne and Myrtle streets; westerly by Irving 
street; generally southerly by the northerly, easterly, 
and westerly boundaries of the area defined in section 
one B; southerly by Revere street; westerly and 
northerly by Embankment road; and northerly by 
Charles Street Circle, and including the estates located 
as 131 and 141 Cambridge street and 2-16 Lynde 
street.” 
Chapter 625 of the Acts of 1966, which became effec- 


tive on December 1, 1966, created a “‘Back Bay Resi- 
dential District’’ and established within the framework 
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of the Boston Redevelopment Authority a “Back Bay 
Architectural Commission” which is empowered to pass 
on all building construction and related matters within 
the district. The Building Commissioner may not grant 
permits for construction within the area unless the 
application therefor bears a certificate from the com- 
mission that no exterior architectural feature is involved 
or is accompanied by a certificate of design approval. 


The ‘Back Bay Residential District’? comprises the 
area bounded as follows: 


‘Westerly by the easterly side line of Charlesgate 
East; northerly by the southerly side line of Back 
street; easterly by the westerly side line of Embank- 

. ment road; northerly by the southerly side line of 
Beacon street; easterly by the westerly side line of 
Arlington street; southerly by the northerly side 
lines of the public alleys between Newbury street 
and Commonwealth avenue, from Arlington street 
to the westerly side line of Massachusetts avenue, 
said lines being extended across intervening streets 
and Massachusetts avenue; westerly by the westerly 
side line of Massachusetts avenue; and southerly by 
the northerly side line of Newbury street.” 


Chapter 737 of the Acts of 1960 established state- 
wide regulations relative to gas fitting in buildings 
throughout the Commonwealth. These regulations su- 
perseded the Boston Gas Fitting Regulations on February 
1, 1961. 


Chapter 168 of the Acts of 1962 transferred from the 
Building Department and placed in the Traffic Com- 
mission the licensing, supervision and control of all 
open-air parking spaces. This transfer became effective 
on July 1, 1962. 


Chapter 623 of the Acts of 1962 amended Section 121 
of the building code by repealing or revoking all provi- 
sions of the code relative to the examination and licens- 
ing of journeymen and master gas fitters and placing 
such powers and duties in a board established in the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Utilities by Chap- 
ter 737 of the Acts of 1960, effective October 3, 1962. 
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Under Chapter 143 of the General Laws, Section 71G, 
as amended by Chapter 616 of the Acts of 1963, effective 
November 5, 1963, the granting of licenses to operate 
elevators throughout the Commonwealth was _ placed 
under the jurisdiction of the Massachusetts Department 
of Public Safety. 


The Building Code is at present in process of general 
revision, overhaul and updating. It is anticipated that 
the revised code will be finished about mid-1970. 


A summary of the activities of the Building Depart- 
ment for the past year is included herein. 


During the year great progress was made in revising, 
amending, and updating the Boston Building Code, 
Chapter 479 of the Acts of 1938 as amended. 


It is expected that the work will be completed and 
the revised code will be available by midsummer.

This report for the year 1969 is the fifteenth annual 
report of the Beacon Hill Architectural Commission; and 
in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 616 of the 
Acts of 1955 as amended, it is submitted herewith through 
the Building Commissioner.

The results of the Charles Street Project have begun to 
be felt. Several chronic conditions have been corrected in 
response to official encouragement from the city. Shop 
owners are aware of the compliments received from their 
customers. 

As co-host to the National Conference on Architectural 
Review, Landmarks, and Historic Districts, our Commis- 
sion has had an opportunity to review its own procedures 
and problems in a broader context. I am pleased to report 
that we compare favorably with similar districts, and en- 
joy no little prominence from the leadership of our past 
Chairman, Mr. John Codman. There is no question in my 
mind that these emerging forms of architectural review 
and environmental controls will play an increasing part in 
determining the shape and character of our cities. 

There is increasing tendency to combine historic and 
architectural controls with new forms of zoning induce- 
ments to optimize the social value of the economic motiva- 
tion of private development. Because the techniques of 
control are being broadened to incorporate a variety of 
amenities affecting the quality of urban life, I believe that 
the process can become a truly democratic institution. 

Finally, throughout the conference it became quite ob- 
vious that Boston was the ideal location to demonstrate 
this. The success of the Government Center (which would 
not have been possible without a sound review process) and 
the promise of programs now in progress (such as Faneuil 
Hall, Old City Hall, Back Bay Task Force) had a profound 
effect on the many professionals who would like to achieve 
similar results in their own communities. I was particularly 
pleased with the favorable comments of those who repre- 
sented the Federal Government programs through the 
Department of the Interior, and the National Trust. 
This cannot but reflect favorably on the vision and good 
judgment which your Honor has exercised in sponsoring 
this conference.

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Personnel and Administratwe Expenses 


On January 1, 1968, an Administration Plan, (P.L. 
85-606) was submitted to the Office of Civil Defense, 
Region One, to reimburse the City of Boston Civil Defense 
Department 50 percent of its administrative expenses, 
including salaries of the administrative staff. Prior to 
this submission, a complete analysis of the city’s responsi- 
bilities concerning the Civil Defense mission was accom- 
plished. Upon completion of the analysis, a determination 
was made regarding the administrative staff that would 
be required in order to fully meet civil defense organiza- 
tional responsibilities.

Shelter Report 1969 


An analysis of PEOPLE/SHELTER relationship in the 
City of Boston was prepared by this department with the 
assistance of Stanford Research Institute and Yale 
University Research team. 


This department, cooperating with the Army Corps of 
Engineers, has located in the City of Boston 2.89 million 
shelter spaces in 3,622 shelter facilities. At this time, 
1,200 facilities with the capacity of 1.85 million spaces are 
licensed, of which 638,084 spaces in 849 facilities are 
stocked with food, water, medical and sanitation kits. 
(Note: Only those facilities with more than 50 spaces and 
licensed by the owner can be stocked). 


During the past year, 1969, 276 facilities and 184,426 
spaces were stocked with emergency supplies, which con- 
sisted of 57.5 tons of food, medical and sanitation ma- 
terials. This was accomplished with the acquisition of a 
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five-ton truck from Surplus Property and temporary 
labor service. City Hall was stocked with supplies for 
approximately 19,300 shelterees. 


The Shelter Program is administered by the Shelter 
Officer, who is responsible for encouraging owners and 
architects to provide needed shelter spaces. While he is 
not a Fallout Shelter Analyst, (fallout shelter analysis and 
structural surveys of existing buildings being the primary 
responsibility of the Army Corps of Engineers), the Shelter 
Officer is responsible for licensing, space survey, stocking, 
and periodic inspection of facilities and supplies. He also 
directs surveys to identify and evaluate shelter needs, 
based on plans and criteria issued by the Office of Civil 
~ Defense. Additionally, he is responsible for the adminis- 
tration of necessary records and reports in the procure- 
ment, maintenance, and inspection of Federally-provided 
emergency shelter supplies and equipment. 


The U.S. Army Medical Corps commenced a continuing 
program of quality inspection of stored shelter supplies in 
the City. Facilities which were designated for inspection 
indicated that stored water, food, medical and sanitation 
materials are in satisfactory condition. 


National Warning System Report 1969 


A vital part of the outdoor Attack Warning System are 
the communications control points, voice circuits, which 
tie in the two warning point centers located within the 
City, with the National Warning Center at Colorado. 
These points are located at Massachusetts State Police 
Headquarters, 1010 Commonwealth Avenue, and the 
Bureau of Operations (Communication Turret), Boston 
Police Department, 154 Berkeley Street. An extension 
of this system is located at Civil Defense Emergency 
Operating Center, Room 113, City Hall. Although this 
system's basic function is disseminating attack warnings, 


the system is also authorized to operate during natural 
disasters. 


To ensure the system’s operational capability, the 
system is tested three times daily, seven days a week, once 
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each eight hour period. ‘The Boston Police Department 
participates in these daily tests. Additionally, every two 
weeks, a test call to all stations in the network is con- 
ducted to include extensions which normally monitor, but 
do not participate in the daily tests. Boston Civil Defense 
participated in twenty-six of these tests during the year. 


Concurrent with the NAWAS test dates, all of the com- 
munications facilities within the Emergency Operating 
Center were tested for their operational status. 


The National Warning System points at Boston Police 
and Civil Defense Departments were inspected by the 
Federal Regional Warning Officer, and all equipment and 
associated records were found to be in proper order. 


Outdoor Warning System 1969 


Because of the age of the system, installed in 1952, and 
the nature of its exposure to the weather elements, it was 
planned in 1968 to renew a good portion.of the system, 
primarily the sirens and supporting stands. Project 
Applications requesting Federal financial assistance were 
submitted through the appropriate channels, and ap- 
proved in the amount of one hundred and twenty thousand 
dollars ($120,000). Plans for the proposed renewal of the 
Warning System are still pending, awaiting appropriation 
of matching funds in the amount of $120,000 from the 
City of Boston as its share of the project. The Massachu- 
setts State Warning Office recommended that the original 
completion date stated on the Project Application be 
revised to read December 31, 1970, which was done on 
February 3, 1969. 


During the year, twelve sirens were removed from loca- 
tion because of demolition due to Urban renewal. As of 
the date of submission of this report, there are one hundred 
and four (104) sirens on location. The Warning receipt 
point at the Bureau of Operations, Boston Police Depart- 
ment, is tested three times daily, once each eight hour 
period, for operational capability. 
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The extension of the National Warning Point at the 
Civil Defense Department office is tested once every two 
weeks for operational capability. ‘This extension, however, 
is kept in an operational position twenty-four hours per 
day, to enable the circuit to be monitored, and if necessary 
operated at a moment’s notice. 


An extension of the National Air Warning Attack 


System was installed in the Emergency Operating Center, 
City Hall, during May 1969. 


This provides the Civil Defense Department with an 
instantaneous attack warning capability. The City of 
Boston now would receive an attack warning immediately 
- upon inception from the North American Air Defense 
Command point in Colorado, to three points within the 
City. These points are the State Primary Warning Point 
at Massachusetts State Police Headquarters, 1010 Com- 
monwealth Avenue; Boston Police Department Communi- 
cations Room, 154 Berkeley Street; and Civil Defense 
Department, Emergency Operating Center, City Hall. 


The Bureau of Operations, Boston. Police Department, 
has the responsibility of transmitting the attack warning 
to eleven police district stations. Said warning is trans- 
mitted by department two-way voice radio, followed up 
by a “hand copy” teletypewriter report. Each division 
then activates the individual sirens within their respective 
districts by means of a control box, located near the signal 
desk. All sirens would be activated simultaneously. 


Due to the closing and demolition of some police district 
stations, some areas of the City are without this capability 
of automatic sounding of sirens. These districts are 
‘“‘downtown’”’ Boston, Back Bay and the South End. The 
average time for the receipt of attack warning and the 
actual sounding of all sirens within the pues is eighty 
seconds. 


It is increasingly apparent that it is economically un- 
feasible to expend funds for repair of the present warning 
system, except for the removal of sirens where they 
present a safety hazard to the public. 
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Radiological Report 1969 


In the event of an attack, miscalculation, accident, or 
international incident of nuclear nature occurring within 
these United States, and under most prevailing wind con- 
ditions, the Northeast area of the country could experience 
a serious radioactive fallout situation. ‘Therefore, an or- 
ganized capability of detecting, measuring, reporting and 
analyzing various levels of fallout radiation is needed to 
furnish information to authorities at all levels of govern- 
ment as a basis for making decisions affecting the period 
of shelter occupancy, restoration of vital facilities, fire- 
fighting, law enforcement, rescue, decontamination, emer- 
gency exposure lo radiation and other vital tasks. 


Eighty-two (82) fixed monitor stations have been estab- 
lished and equipped at Federal expense with necessary de- 
tection sets. All locations have trained monitors on duty 
twenty-four hours per day. ‘These locations include fire 
stations, district police stations, U.S. Public Health Hos- 
pitals, and several privately-owned companies. Approxi- 
mately seventeen hundred (1700) Boston Firefighters have 
received training in radiological monitoring. 


Federal and Massachusetts State Civil Defense Agency 
guidelines call for an annual inspection of each shelter 
monitoring kit, M-777-1, issued to a shelter. During this 
year, three hundred and forty (340) radiological shelter 
kits were inspected by this department, exchanged for re- 
calibration, and the batteries replaced. Another aspect 
of each visit was to make an up-to-date determination as 
to the actual storage location of each kit, and the person 
designated as the custodian of the radef kit, as well as an 
alternate custodian. 


However, in some cases, it is becoming increasingly 
difficult to locate the shelter kit, due to a variety of rea- 
sons, mainly: changes in ownership and occupancy of a 
building. . 

Some thought has been given to a better method of cen- 


tralized storage being employed, whereby the department's 
Radiological Officer could better utilize his working sched- 
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ule to exercise more direct control over each of the radio- 
logical kits within the City. 


Public Information Report 1969 
Service: PUBLIC RELATIONS, PLANNING AND PROGRAMMING 


The Information Service ts responsible for: Advises and 
counsels the Director in all matters pertaining to public 
relations — maintains liaison with the news media of the 
city —- issues news releases informing the public of Civil 
Defense plans, activities and progress in the city — initi- 
ates educational programs for public consumption — pre- 
pares speech drafts and briefing material for use by the 
Director and other members of the Civil Defense Staff — 
prepares and develops plans for emergency information in 
accordance with local requirements — maintains a current 
inventory of the resources of the news media within the 
city. 


The Boston Civil Defense Department has been charged 
with the responsibility to provide for the public safety 
under the Federal Civil Defense Act, Public Law 920, the 
Massachusetts Civil Defense Act, Chapter 639, and the 
City Ordinances of 1950, Chapter 8. 


Under the City ordinances the department is charged 
with the specific responsibility to develop the necessary 
comprehensive planning to coordinate emergency services 
in major disasters. All of the Federal Programs designed 
to protect the general public and industry are implemented 
through the Civil Defense structure and especially at the 
local level. These programs include a Fallout Shelter 
Program, a Warning and Communications System (Emer- 
gency Operating Center), and a program to assist the 
community in post disaster services. 


Each local government, to be eligible for Federal finan- 
cial assistance must submit a program paper each Federal 
Fiscal year. ‘To continue their participation in Federal 
programs, local governments must submit their programs 
in time for approval by both their State Civil Defense 
Agency, and the Office of Civil Defense Regional Director 
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by June 30th each year. An approved Program Paper is 
required before requests for financial assistance will be 
considered, including any of the following: 


A. Personnel and Administrative Expenses. The Civil 
Defense Department will receive approximately $49,276 
for personnel salaries this year. | 


B. Contributions for Civil Defense equipment and 
facilities. (Matching Funds program for communications 
equipment, warning devices, etc.) 


C. Surplus Property — New and used equipment that 
can be acquired at 5% or less of its original Government 
Acquisition cost. 


Programming 


The basic goal of civil defense is the survival of people 
in the event of an attack on the United States. Such an 
attack is construed to be one with nuclear weapons. In 
addition, all civil defense activity is designed to improve 
the circumstances and opportunities for continued life 
after an attack, despite physical damage and a more hos- 
tile environment. ‘The measure of the worth of a civil 
defense program is its contribution to life saving potential. 


Emergency Communications Planning Report 


The command, control, and communications program 
encompasses those activities designed to assure a means of 
emergency communication with Federal, State and local 
government authorities; to assure emergency communica- 
tion with the general public; to obtain protected facilities 
from which State and local governmental authorities can 
exercise direction and control; and to obtain a damage 
assessment system which will provide the essential in- 
formation required by State and local authorities to make 
sound decisions in an emergency. 


During the calendar year 1969 there was a major effort 
made to install the communication systems in the Civil 
Defense Emergency Operating Center. (Hot Lines to 
essential services; Operations phones; Teletype systems; 
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Information and Snow phones; and the National Air 
Warning System). These are the basic communication 
systems as outlined in the Emergency Communication 
Planning Report and essential to carrying out the Civil 
Defense Operation. 


Financial Assistance 


This Sub-Element supports the development of the civil 
defense readiness of State and local governments by pro- 
viding financial assistance on a fifty-fifty matching basis 
to State and local governments. These funds are for con- 
struction of emergency operating centers, training, acqui- 
sition of supplies and equipment, and personnel and 
administrative expenses. 


Federal excess property is also donated to civil defense 
organizations to provide supplies and equipment for civil 
defense purposes. ‘This is designed to create an incentive 
and capability for State and local governments to accom- 
plish the objectives of the national civil defense programs, 
and in particular, shelter development with emphasis on 
community shelter plans. 


This Sub-Element is operated through the following 
activities: 


1. Survival supplies, Equipment and Training. Dur- 
ing 1969 emphasis was placed upon those items which 
would support community shelter plans. These include 
obligations for communications, warning educational ser- 
vices, supplies, medical supplies and equipment. 


2. The Personnel and Administrative Expenses pro- 
gram which provides fifty-fifty matching funds for salaries, 
travel and other administrative expenses of State and 
local civil defense organizations will be maintained as 
close to levels as the Federal appropriation will permit. 


3. Surplus Property in the form of safety and rehabili- 
tation devices, vehicles, communications and other mis- 
cellaneous items will continue to be provided to support 
civil defense programs with emphasis on donations of

Public Relations 


Civil defense information involves many types of indi- 
viduals which have been grouped as follows: 


1. External audiences which include the general public, 
and identifiable smaller audiences within the general 
public, such as representatives of mass media, management 
in business and industry, and organized professional and 
social groups. 


2. Semi-internal audiences such as State and local 
government officials, State and local civil defense directors 
and their staffs. 


3. Internal audiences which include OCD Regional 
staffs and State and local civil defense directors and their 
staffs. 


The information activities at all times involve one or 
more of these audiences, and are carried out under four 
component headings, all of which utilize one or more of the 
recognized communications techniques such as publication 
in newspapers, radio and television programming, films, 
pamphlets, speeches, exhibits, person to person contracts, 
etc. 


Emergency Press Releases ‘In Time of Emergency”’ 


These articles are intended to meet a need which has 
developed whenever the United States has become in- 
volved in a perilous international situation in which nu- 
clear attack was feared to be a possibility. This is why 
the Office of Civil Defense has prepared Emergency Press 
Releases. It is intended primarily to be kept in the news 
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media files for use if an international crisis situation should 
occur. These Press Releases were delivered to the follow- 
ing News Media:

In addition to answering hundreds of telephone and 
written requests for information concerning the public 
fallout shelter program, distribution of thousands of 
brochures on fallout protection, the family fallout shelter, 
medical self-help training; this department has held meet- 
ings with private individuals representing the business 
community to advance the civil defense programs. 


Medical Self-Help 


This training course is intended only to help in main- 
taining health and alleviating suffering during any period 
of disaster when professional care and normal services 
might not be available. This course covers a wide range 
of health topics. There is information on healthful living 
in emergencies, nursing care of the sick and injured, trans- 
portation of the injured, artificial respiration, bleeding and 
bandaging, burns, shock, radioactive fallout, etc. This 
training course was introduced in the Boston Public and 
Parochial Schools in 1968; 7,919 students have received 
training in Medical Self-help. 
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Radiological Monitoring Course 


This course is designed to qualify selected individuals 
as radiological monitors; to provide the technical back- 
ground necessary for training as radiological defense 
officers; and to provide a technical training course for other 
personnel whose assignments require extensive knowledge 
of radiological defense. Eight hundred and forty-five (845) 
Radiological Monitors have been trained to handle these 
responsibilities in Shelters and Fixed Monitoring Stations. 


Shelter Management Course 


This course is designed to acquaint shelter managers 
with their responsibilities, with some of the different de- 
cisions they will have to make, and with those situations 
and resources which will have important bearing in their 
arriving at those decisions. Participants will learn about 
the duties of a shelter manager; they will learn how to plan, 
organize and direct shelter operations; and they will be- 
come familiar with the shelter supplies stocked by the 
Federal Government and how they should be used. Two 
hundred and fourteen (214) individuals have been trained 
in this area. 


Surplus Property Report 1969 


In order to implement an effective Civil Defense Program 
it is necessary to have readily available certain special- 
ized types of material which are not common to major 
city departments. 


The Federal Government has offered local governments 
assistance by providing material and equipment through 
its Surplus Property Program. Although not all of the 
equipment and materials are new, they are, however, in 
good serviceable condition and are purchased at 5% or 
less than their original acquisition cost. Criteria and guide 
lines have been established by the Federal Office of Civil 
Defense for authorized participation in this program, and 
the Civil Defense Department of Boston meets all these 
requirements. 
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During 1969 as a result of our participation in this Sur- 
plus Property Program, we were able to acquire $84,136.63 
worth of equipment and material for use by other opera- 
tional departments at a cost to the city of $3,469.40. The 
purchasing procedure followed was to contact heads of de- 
partments requesting that they assign a man with knowl- 
edge of the needs of his department. Prior to purchasing 
this material and equipment the Civil Defense Property 
Officer, accompanied by a qualified representative of the 
various city departments, visited the supply source to in- 
spect and evaluate items being offered for sale. If mate- 
rial and equipment being sought were not readily available, 
a list of such material and equlpment was given to the 
Civil Defense Property Officer, who in turn visited the 
following supply depots: Taunton, Fort Devens, Hanscom 
Field, South Weymouth Naval Air Station, Otis Air Force 
Base, Boston Navy Yard, and the South Boston Army 
Base in search of material and equipment requested.

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Flooding 


In localized flooding situations, the Flooding Plan of 
the Civil Defense Department is implemented, and under 
this plan both the Public Works Department and Fire 
Department work crews, under supervision, report to 
either the Civil Defense Department Emergency Operat- 
ing Center or the Civil Defense Department Supply 
Center. In response to flooding requests, the Emergency 
Operating Center personnel screen said request by having 
an on-site inspection by Fire Chiefs in their respective 
districts in order to evaluate the situation. After evalua- 
tion by said Fire Chiefs, our representative in the Emer- 


gency Operating Center authorizes a work crew to be dis- 
patched from our Emergency Equipment Support Center 
to do the pumping. To support this operation the Civil 
Defense Department has up to 75 various sizes and types 
of portable water pumps with the required accessories. 


Power Failure 


The Civil Defense Department has in its inventory 8 
mobile generators and 32 portable gasoline driven genera- 
tors of various sizes, and accessories. These generators 
have been issued to various city departments upon request . 
for assistance. } 


Storage & Maintenance of Equipment 


This department operates a General Supply Center 
where the afore-mentioned equipment is stored and main- 
tained by our maintenance mechanic and one laborer. 


This mechanic and laborer also work regularly under 
the Shelter Officer in maintaining the shelter and first aid 
emergency supplies within the city. It is the responsi- 
bility of the Property Officer to issue and recover after use 
material or equipment, and maintain a record of its 
issuance and keep a current inventory of all material and 
equipment under his control.

Str, — In compliance with section 24, chapter 3, of 
the Revised Ordinances, the Board of Election Com- 
missioners respectfully submits its annual report. 


REGISTRATION 


In accordance with chapter 236 of the Acts of 1966 
registration was held as follows: 

At the central office from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m., Saturdays, 
Sundays, and holidays excepted; from January 2 to 
April 1, inclusive; from April 3 to April 29, inclusive; 
from May 1 to August 19, inclusive; from September 24 
to October 1, inclusive; and from November 5 to De- 
cember 31, inclusive. 

At the central office from 9 a.m. to 10 p.m., as noted: 
April 2, for the Special State Primaries in Ward 13; on 
April 30 for the Special State Election in Ward 13; 
on September 3 and October 15 which were final days 
of registration for City Preliminary and City Election, 
respectively; on December 24, for the Special State Pri-

maries in the seventh Suffolk Representative District in 
the General Court, which is comprised of Wards 8, 9, 
and 12. 

At the central office from 9 a.m. to 9 p.M., and at 
various locations in each of the 22 wards, from 6 P.M. 
to 9 p.m., August 20 to September 2; October 2 to October 
14, excluding Saturdays, Sundays, and holidays except 
for Saturday, October 4, registration was held from 9 a.m. 
to 9 P.M. 

At the miniature City Halls located throughout the 
city from 9 a.m. to 6 p.m., from August 20 to September 
2; from September 24 to October 15, excluding Saturdays, 
Sundays, and holidays. 

Physically disabled: In accordance with the provisions 
of chapter 196 of the Acts of 1946, persons qualified to 
vote, but who are unable to appear at a registration office 
because of a physical disability were examined in their 
homes or other places of confinement upon receipt of an 
application for such registration. Applications were re- 
ceived from 4 such persons. Of that number 2 were 
found to be qualified and were duly registered. It was 
found that 2 of the applicants were previously registered 
and on the voting list. Persons so registered or found 
on the voting list were furnished with an application for 
absentee ballots for the City Election. 

Supplementary Registration of Federal Service Per- 
sonnel: 


Under the provisions of chapter 51, sections 50 and 51 
of the General Laws, as amended by chapter 283 of the 
Acts of 1966, extended the time for such registration to 
on or before 4 p.m. of the day preceding the Primary or 
Election. There were 14 such registrations in Boston. 


NUMBER OF VOTERS 


At the State Election, held on November 5, 1968, the 
number of voters on the list was 291,764. The number 
of voters on the first list published by the Board of 
Election Commissioners was 251,714. From that time to 
the close of registration for the City Election there were 
added the names of 13,890 voters. Included in this latter 
figure are the names of 8,294 voters who were restored 
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to the voting list without registration, under the provi- 
sions of chapter 244 of the Acts of 1947. The number 
of voters on the final list sent to the polls on the day 
of the City Election, held November 4, 1969, was 265,604, 
a decrease of 26,160 from the number on the list at the 
preceding State Election. The number of voters on the 
final list December 31, 1969, was 265,638. 


NOMINATION Papers, REFERENDUM AND RECOUNT 
PETITIONS 


A total of 70 persons declared their intentions for 
nominations to city offices — 44 for City Councillor, and 
26 for School Committeeman; 26 of these did not file 
nomination papers; the remaining 44 candidates sub- 
mitted 3,026 papers on which 79,880 names were checked; 
23 candidates were certified for the office of City Coun- 
cillor, and 16 candidates were certified for the office of 
School Committeeman: 3 initiative petitions consisting of 
148 papers on which 2,009 names were certified; 135 
nomination papers were filed for the Special State Prima- 
ries in the Ninth Suffolk Representative District, on 
which 2,434 names were certified; 163 nomination 
papers were filed for the Special Primaries in the Seventh 
Suffolk Representative District, on which 2,038 names 
were certified; 52 papers for the petitioning for recounts 
in 22 wards for the office of City Councillor; and 58 
papers for the petitioning for recounts in 22 wards for 
the office of School Committeeman after the City Elec- 
tion, on which 1,264 names were certified; making a 
total of 87,625 voters certified. 


SoutH Enp Prosecr AREA COMMITTEE (SEPAC) 
ELECTION 

The Board of Election Commissioners was ordered by 
a resolution passed by the Boston City Council on 
May 5, 1969, and approved by Hon. Kevin H. White, 
Mayor of Boston, on May 8, 1969, to conduct an elec- 
tion of nine Delegates at Large and twenty-eight Dis- 
trict Delegates (two from each district), to serve on the 
South End Project Area Committee. This committee is 
to represent fourteen districts within an area as deline- 
ated by the Boston Redevelopment Authority. 
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The Board of Election Commissioners divided the area 
into 14 districts in compliance with the resolution passed 
by the Boston City Council. 

In accordance with the resolution the 1969 police list 
of the said area was recompiled into the 14 respective 
districts and used as the voting list. 

A total of 60 candidates declared their intentions for 
nomination to office; 12 candidates filed for Delegate at 
Large and 48 candidates filed for District Delegate. One 
of these candidates did not file nomination papers. The 
remaining 59 candidates submitted 144 nomination 
papers on which 3,562 names were certified; 12 candi- 
dates were certified for Delegate at Large, but one candi- 
date withdrew after certification, leaving 11 candidates 
for Delegate at Large; 47 candidates were certified for 
District Delegate, but one candidate withdrew after certi- 
fication, leaving 46 candidates for District Delegate. 

The dates of July 26, 27, and 28, 1969, were selected 
by the Board of Election Commissioners to hold the 
election. Also, the Board of Election Commissioners 
designated a polling place in each of the 14 districts. In 
addition they designated the J. J. Williams Municipal 
Building as a central polling place for persons from all 
districts to cast their ballots. 

At this election, the number of persons eligible to vote 
were 16,893; and 2,362 persons cast their votes. 


RECOUNTS 
Recounts of votes cast in the City Election for City 
Councillor in 22 wards and for School Committeeman 
in 22 wards was held on November 19, 1969. 


REVISION OF THE VoTING LIST 
The names of 3,987 voters were stricken from the vot- 
ing list by reason of death, removal from the city, and 
other causes. 


JURORS 
The jury list prepared by the Board in 1969 contained 
the names of 7,352 residents of Boston. During the 
time covered by this report 7,152 were drawn for jury 
service. 
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ABSENTEE VOTING 

Absentee voting applied to the City Election. Chap- 
ter 123 of the Acts of 1966, as amended, regulating the 
method of processing and counting absentee ballots 
made it mandatory that after processing and examina- 
tion of the affidavits in the central office is completed, 
the absentee ballots must be sent to the precinct polling 
places to be cast and counted, then said count of absentee 
ballots cast had to be added to the count of votes cast 
by use of the voting machines, so that the precinct total 
could be recorded and reported at precinct level.

Of the 437 absent voter envelopes returned and exam- 
ined, 31 were rejected for various reasons by the exam- 
iners, and none of the ballot envelopes, so rejected, 
were opened to reveal the contents therein. The remain- 
ing 406 ballot envelopes were subsequently delivered to 
the proper polling places prior to 9 p.m., to be cast on the 
day of the election as required by law. 


MEMBERSHIP OF THE BOARD 


The term of Alfred S. Brothers expired on April 1, 1969. 
Mr. Perlie Dyar Chase was appointed to succeed him 
for the term ending April 1, 1973, and assumed the 
duties of his office on September 17, 1969. Under date 
of October 4, 1969, Richard J. Underwood resigned as 
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Chairman and member of the Election Commission. Mr. 
Joseph D. Murphy was appointed to succeed him for the 
term ending April 1, 1972, and assumed the duties of his 
office on November 12, 1969. Commissioner Murphy 
was designated by the Mayor to be Chairman of the 
Board for the term ending April 1, 1970. Upon organi- 
zation of the Board, Commissioner Joseph W. Fitzgerald 
was elected Secretary.

FirE DEPARTMENT 15 


COMMUNITY RELATIONS 


The Community Relations Division was organized to 
effect closer communication with local community, munic- 
ipal, and governmental agencies, so as to resolve prob- 
lems of mutual interest and also to enhance the image of 
the Fire Department in the community. 


Perhaps the most noteworthy accomplishment by the 
division was the 6.5 percent reduction in false alarms for 
the year 1969 as compared to the year 1968. ‘This was 
accomplished at a time when practically every major 
city in the country was experiencing a rise in the number 
of false alarms. 

Significant progress was also made in our Public Rela- 
tions Section because of improved liaison with members 
of the press, radio, and television. Contacts have been 
reestablished with editors of the local papers which re- 
sulted in much better coverage of the day-to-day activi- 
ties of the Boston Fire Department. 
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TRAINING DIVISION 


The primary function of the Personnel and Training 
Division is to initiate and supervise the job development 
of the fire fighter, commencing with the probationary 
period and continuing throughout his career. This, of 
course, entails the keeping of comprehensive records re- 
garding the actual training of the various groups involved. 

To properly fulfill its mission, this division must be 
constantly aware of advances made in engineering, 
science, and industry as they affect the techniques of fire 
fighting, fire prevention, and fire extinguishment. In a 
department such as ours, this entails a program compre- 
hensive enough to cover all phases of modern day fire 
fighting and the applying of this information and training 
to approximately two thousand men.

B. Department Drilling and Training Programs 
This division develops, formulates, and conducts 
drilling and training procedures covering the wide 
range of subjects, both basic and newly developed, 
that must be taught and reviewed to insure efficient 
operation at fires and other incidents requiring the 
response of the Fire Department. 


1. Probationers 
This division exercises control over new members 
during their probationary period of six months. 
New appointees are interviewed by this division 
_ and oriented regarding the objectives of the Fire 
Department relative to the safeguarding of lives 
and property in the event of fire, the general re- 
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quirements he must comply with, and the type 
of work expected of him in drill school and in the 
fire company to which he has been assigned. 


When the six-month probationary period is com- 
pleted, a final report is submitted by this division 
to the Fire Commissioner, stating that the pro- 
bationers have become permanent members of 
the department. 


During the past year one hundred twenty-one 
men were appointed and thirty-seven became 
permanent members of this department. 


Fire College for New Lieutenants 


During the past year a course of instruction was 
conducted at the fire academy for twenty-five 
officers of this department promoted to the rank 
of lieutenant. 


Radiological 

This training program is carried on in cooperation 
with civil defense. In addition to instructing 
members of this department in radiation hazards 
and detection, instruction is also given to other 
fire departments, police departments, and other 
state and federal agencies. 


Boston Fire Department Exhibition Drill Team 


The above drill team was reactivated during the 
past year to publicize fire prevention within the 
city. The members (twenty) were instructed 
by personnel from this division and have par- 
ticipated in several exhibitions and demonstra- 
tions. 


Aircraft School 


This course of instruction to familiarize members 
of this department with commercial and military 
aircraft currently in use and the rescue and fire 
fighting operations connected. therewith was con- 
ducted for approximately two hundred members 
of this department by a member of the Logan 
Airport Fire Department. This course was 
sponsored by the Massachusetts Port Authority. 
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Fire Science Courses 


Courses in fire science have been made available 
to members of Massachusetts fire departments 
under chapter 811, Acts of 1967, of the Massa- 
chusetts General Laws. During 1969 approxi- 
mately sixty members of this department, in- 
cluding officers, were enrolled and processed, and 
approximately eighty-five members participated 
in these specialized fire-science technology 
courses in the local community colleges. These 
courses are conducted evenings. There is no 
tuition cost to the student, with expenses sub- 
sidized by the state and the City of Boston. The 
specific recommendation of the Chief of Depart- 
ment is required. Massachusetts has the 
second largest fire science program in the United 
States. 


Safety Driving Program 

An intensive defensive driver training program 
commenced in June resulted in the effective re- 
duction of the number of accidents caused by 
drivers of Fire Department vehicles. All acci- 
dents were analyzed and reviewed, and members 
involved in accidents were interviewed and re- 
examined. The decrease in involvements during 
the period June to December, 1969, as compared 
to the period June to December, 1968, was 50 
percent as follows:

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C. Training Available to Outside Groups

Fire Service Applicants 


This course of instruction in preparation for the 
civil service fire entrance examination to be held 
in 1970 was made available to interested persons 
in the City of Boston. This course was conducted 
during the past year at Fire Headquarters by 
instructors under the supervision of this division 
in conjunction with the Community Relations 
Program sponsored by the City of Boston 
Mayor’s Office. Approximately one hundred 
persons attended this course. Enrollment, in- 
struction, examination, etc., were furnished by 
this division. 


Basic Fire Fighting 


This department cooperates with groups in the 
city and within the surrounding areas in the 
drilling and training of personnel in the funda- 
mentals of fire fighting. The facilities of the 
Fire Academy as well as the classrooms are used. 
These groups include other fire departments, the 
military services, industrial establishments, se- 
curity agencies, municipal organizations, hospi- 
tals, retail stores, etc. In addition, members 
from the various surrounding fire departments 
have attended our Fire College and Probationers’ 
Drill School. 


D. Surveys

Inspections and Tests 


Annual surveys, inspections, and tests are carried 
out throughout the department to determine the 
condition of the various tools and appliances that 
are used in the fire service. It is of extreme im- 
portance that periodic tests and checks of equip- 
ment be carried out to also insure the safety of 
personnel who may be called upon to use this 
equipment. 
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E. Research 


A very important function of this division is to con- 
duct tests and thoroughly evaluate the merits of new 
equipment, materials, and appliances developed for 
the fire service. We are always alert to take advan- 
tage of progress made by manufacturers when the 
purchase of equipment becomes necessary, and manu- 
facturers are encouraged to submit samples of their 
products for test and evaluation. 


F. Specifications — New Apparatus and Equipment 


During the past year specifications were formulated 
and made up by this division in cooperation with the 
Maintenance Division for new apparatus equipped 
with diesel motors, automatic transmissions, enclosed 
cabs, etc., as follows: fourteen new pumpers, three 
ladder trucks, one light plant, and one rescue truck. 
Hose specifications were also included. 


Consideration was also given to new types of fire 
equipment utilized by other cities or communities 
throughout the country, and careful study and tests 
were made where possible to obtain firsthand knowl- 
edge of such equipment. An aerial platform on order 
by this department from a previous year was also 
included in the above. 


The Personnel and Training Division of this department 
compares favorably with the outstanding training setups 
throughout the country. We have every reason to believe 
that this Fire Department will continue to be trained and 
maintained at its present high caliber and that progress 
through teaching and training will be the forerunner of 
greater efficiency. 
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FIRE PREVENTION DIVISION 


Large Loss Fires 


During the year 1969 the City of Boston experienced 
several major fires and particularly one large fire which 
attracted the attention of the nation and brought com- 
mendations and favorable comments from all sections of 
the country, i.e., the National Fire Protection Association, 
the American Insurance Association and other recognized 
fire insurance and rating bureaus concerned with the un- 
derwriting of the business interests of the nation. 

The most spectacular of these fires was the Stop and 
Shop Warehouse located in the Readville section of this 
city and extending over the city line into the town of 
Dedham. This warehouse contained all of the necessary 
commodities found in large supermarkets. ‘This fire taxed 
the capabilities of the Boston Fire Department, and once 
again, through education, training, and esprit de corps, 
the Boston Fire Department with the combined efforts of 
the Dedham Fire Department contained this fire to the 
building of origin. 

Another fire worthy of mention was a fire in the Claren- 
don Hotel in the South End section of the city. The 
efficient and effective fire-fighting and ladder work of this 
department resulted in a minimum of injuries and no loss 
of life in this fire. . 


Licenses 


In the year 1969 receipts from licenses issued totaled 
$85,861. These receipts have remained on the same level 
as In the year 1968. 


Permits 


Permit revenue for the year 1969 amounted to 
$76,607.79, including miscellaneous permits. This total is 
considerably smaller than the year 1968, as most of our 
fuel oil permits are issued on a two-year cycle. Total 
revenue from all sources for the year 1969 was $162,468.79. 


Personnel 


The table of organization of this division has been de- 
creased due to a reorganization within the division of the 
processing of complaints and the instituting of a new type 
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of inspection program. The inspection program is now 
based on a saturation of problem areas of the city by a 
team of Inspectors under the command of a lieutenant. 
This type of program also allows for the better supervision 
of vacant buildings and properties that have been allowed 
to become dilapidated. ‘These inspection teams provide 
constant coverage of critical areas where, because of fed- 
eral highways, redevelopment, model cities, etc., large 
numbers of vacant buildings are found. These men can 
by this type of inspection work keep the buildings secured 
against trespass and the elements, which allows for both 
the prevention of blight in the neighborhood and increases 
the fire safety of these neighborhoods. 


Inspection Forces 


The inspection forces of this division have established a 
program of inspection designed so that the occupants of 
the premises to be inspected can make no advanced prep- 
arations to circumvent the honest viewing of any location. 
The number of inspections made by the inspection 
forces of this division totaled 28,296 for the year 1969. 
Places of assembly were also inspected by these forces — 
a total of 5,292. Additional inspections were made by 
the officers in the subdistricts where the places of as- 
sembly are located. In locations requiring a specialized 
knowledge the inspectors of this division specially trained 
in that field were assigned to make these inspections to 
ascertain that no fire hazard existed or continued due to a 
lack of knowledge. All matters concerning other city 
departments were reported by the inspectors of this di- 
vision on the necessary forms to the department charged 
with this responsibility. These totaled 815. 


Inspection Squad 


The inspection squad of this division is charged with 
the responsibility of investigating the cause and circum- 
stances of every fire and explosion occurring within the 
city limits. The results of these investigations are to help 
determine whether such fire was caused by carelessness, 
design, or is a violation of law. These investigations are 
carried on for the use of the Boston Fire Department in 
removing causes of fires and explosions, apprehending of 
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culprits responsible for fires, and the turning over of all 
the facts and evidence to the office of the State Fire 
Marshal. Many hours of investigation were spent in the 
course of their duties. Undetermined, suspicious, and 
incendiary fires totaled five hundred two. Injuries re- 
ported and investigated totaled thirty-seven, with deaths 
attributed to fires totaling twenty-nine. This loss of life 
reflects a drastic reduction from the year 1968, in which 
fire deaths totaled fifty-three. ‘Twenty-three arrests were 
made in the course of a year and 181 Municipal and 
District Court appearances. Of these one hundred forty- 
two appearances were made before the Superior Court; 
two appearances before the U. 8. Court; and twenty-three 
appearances before the Grand Jury. As a result of these 
appearances and arrests we were able to get forty-three 
convictions. This work by the inspection squad in ob- 
taining forty-three convictions deserves a “well done’ 
because by arson investigation and detection they have 
succeeded in obtaming these convictions in one of the 
most difficult crimes there is to prosecute. 


In-Service Inspections 


This department continues with its routine In-Service 
inspections by company units of the department. In- 
formation and inspections recorded are appraised in this 
division, and in those instances where further action is 
required the inspection report is brought to the attention 
of fire prevention inspectors for closer study of the prob- 
lem. His findings are made known to the District Fire 
Chief and the fire company involved with recommenda- 
tions and corrective action necessary. These inspections 
are in excess of 7,000 in the course of a year. 


Schools 


Every school in the city is inspected with frequency and 
regularity by a company officer within whose subdistrict 
the school building is located. A total of 6,800 fire exit 
drills were held. The Fire Prevention Division main- 
tained a program called the “Boston Junior Fireman” 
based on the Fire Marshal Plan which has claimed na- 
tional recognition since its inception in Boston in 1948. 
This plan is supported by the Sears-Roebuck Foundation 
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and is aimed at the sixth-grade pupil of public, parochial, 
and private schools for fire prevention education. The 
approximate number of pupils lectured on fire prevention 
during the school year was 72,440. A Junior Fire De- 
partment Seminar was held at the Charter House Hotel, 
Cambridge, with representatives from the various fire 
departments throughout the New England area attending. 


Fire Prevention Activity 


The Fire Prevention Division again this year continued 
its efforts with an around-the-clock program of fire pre- 
vention 365 days. Financial assistance is obtained 
through funds donated by the Fire Prevention Council, 
which is a citizen-sustained group that aids in the purchase 
of educational material in our fire prevention program. 
This includes various news media, prizes, pamphlets, and 
posters. Their assistance in our effort is extremely 
valuable. 

Again this year, as in the past, the Fire Prevention 
Division submitted an entry in the National Fire Pro- 
tection Association Contest, which is a measuring device 
for the overall fire prevention program. This department 
placed first in the Commonwealth and fourth in cities of 
500,000 population. 

Officers and men of the Fire Prevention Division ap- 
peared on many and varied live television shows during 
the week. Film clips and slides were also utilized in the 
television industry, and spot announcements and talk 
shows were carried on all local radio stations. Evacuation 
drills and safety lectures were held at many large public 
buildings. Local merchants sponsored ads in local news- 
papers. It is felt that through the use of the various 
news media, the message of fire safety reached most 
every citizen of Greater Boston. 


Photographic Activity 


This unit responds to all multiple alarms, accidents 
involving Fire Department vehicles or property, special 
calls for specific photographic records, fire prevention 
code violations, and fire hazard conditions for correction 
or prosecution, provides I.D. card photographs, data 
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assembly and lamination of I.D. cards for issuance to all 
members appointed or promoted. A total of 12,605 
prints were made in the course of the year. 


Night Club Inspectors 


The constant supervision by the night club inspectors 
and theater inspectors of this division results in the con- 
tinuing correction of any violations or deficiencies or 
overcrowding in places of assembly. The thoroughness 
with which the fire prevention inspectors follow through 
on the flameproofing of decorative materials used in the 
various occupancies within this city, i.e., places of as- 
sembly, institutions, theaters, maintains a high level of 
safety to life from fire in these occupancies. 


MAINTENANCE DIVISION 


The Maintenance Division is responsible for all testing, 
repair, maintenance, and preventive maintenance of 
apparatus and automotive equipment and for repair and 
maintenance of all buildings and grounds. The fore- 
going includes approximately two hundred forty pieces of 
rolling stock, two fireboats, and forty-five buildmgs. In 
addition to meeting this heavy schedule, the division is 
also responsible for compilation of specifications and pro- 
curement of new fire apparatus and all other vehicles, 
purchase and upkeep of fire fighters uniforms and fire 
clothing, supplies and materials necessary for proper 
operation, and care of over 304,000 feet of fire hose. 


The department’s Maintenance Division consists of the 
main apparatus repair shop, small vehicle shop, machine 
shop, welding and metal shop, carpenter shop, hose and 
canvas shop, paint shop, plumbing shop, battery and 
ignition rooms, uniform and clothing division, and stock- 
room. 


Personnel is comprised of fifty-seven civilian employees, 
proficient in various skills and crafts, and twenty-two 
fire fighters assigned to the emergency motor squad. 

Probably the most important accomplishment in 1969 
was the formulation of new specifications for fire appara- 
tus, which will result in obtaining equipment of superior 
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quality and design. This was made possible through the 
combined efforts of the Maintenance and Training Divi- 
sions, the professional services of two automotive engi- 
neers, and the assistance of a committee comprised of 
leaders of the trucking industry in this area. 


Purchase orders were issued this year under these spec- 
ifications for: 

One 85-foot aerial tower; fourteen 1,250-gallon-per- 
minute diesel-powered pumping engines; three 100-foot 
aerial ladder trucks; one rescue truck; one lighting plant; 
twelve special duty chiefs cars. 

Another important program was the completion of the 
plexiglass protection of the older open-style apparatus. 
This type of protection, which was designed and fabri- 
cated in our shops, is considered throughout the fire ser- 
vice as one of the finest. 

Through the cooperation of the Boston School Depart- 
ment and the Detroit Diesel and Allison Divisions of 
General Motors Corporation, a course of instruction in 
the operation and maintenance of diesel engines and auto- 
matic transmissions was instituted and made available 
to members of the department. 

A comprehensive survey of all department buildings 
was made with the Public Facilities Commission for the 
purpose of determining the physical plant condition, 
with the ultimate goal of renovation or replacement. 
Construction has begun on two new fire stations in 
Charlestown and the South End. Land sites have been 
acquired for two more fire stations in the Hyde Park and 
Dorchester sections of the city. 
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MISCELLANEOUS ACTIVITIES 


The emergency motor squad, which is manned twenty- 
four hours a day, responded to over 6,400 calls of varying 
exigencies throughout the city. 

Three new Diamond Reo truck tractors were installed 
on existing 100-foot aerial ladder trailers. All are equipped 
with Detroit diesel engines and Allison automatic trans- 
missions, bringing the total amount of units powered with 
diesel engines to twenty-nine. 

Through the generous and able assistance of the Boston 
Department of Civil Defense, full advantage was taken 
of the federal Surplus Property program, resulting in the 
acquisition of the following equipment: 

One 3-ton wrecker; one 24-ton rack body truck; one 
station wagon; one steam generating unit; one fork lift 
truck; one electric welding machine; one 14-ton trailer. 

Various and numerous quantities of hardware, metals, 
tools and supplies were also acquired. ‘These extremely 
necessary items were purchased at a fraction of their 
original cost, representing an enormous saving to the 
department. 

New modern-style uniform overcoats and the most 
advanced protective fire clothing available was issued to 
members of the department. 

The two fireboats were relocated from their berths at 
Battery Wharf to more suitable facilities at Lincoln 
Wharf. 

High Pressure Pumping Station No. 2 was placed on 
inactive status; however, it retains the capability of being 
activated immediately at any time. 

Total fire hose tested was 304,250 feet. Brought into 
shop for repairs, 56,100 feet. Condemned hose for the 
year, 18,350 feet. New hose received, 36,600 feet. 


FIRE ALARM DIVISION 
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FIRE ALARM OFFICE 


A new eight-track magnetic tape recorder has been 
installed in the office, enabling the stmultaneous recording 
of seven different channels, with identifying time signals 
recorded in the eighth channel. With this modern equip- 
ment it is possible to make recordings of a high degree 
of intelligibility and to play the recordings back imme- 
diately to check any conversation, should the need arise. 

A new radio console is now under construction. The 
installation of this console will permit better and more 
efficient handling of radio messages. New file equipment 
is also on order, to replace a filing system which is more 
than forty years old. This new equipment along with 
equipment to be ordered this year will allow a more effi- 
cient use of manpower assigned to the Fire Alarm Office. 

Control lines have been installed between the office and 
standby transmitters for Channels 1 and 2 which are 
located at Fire Headquarters in order to insure against 
the loss of radio communications in the event of another 
power blackout. These units have been equipped with 
an emergency generator which automatically supplies 
them with power in the event of Edison failure at Head- 
quarters. This installation provides the Fire Department 
with an alternate transmitting site in the event of failure 
of the main transmitters at the Suffolk County Court 
House. 

The number of alarms handled by the Fire Alarm Office 
for 1969 are listed under separate headings attached to 
this report. 


Fire Alarm Construction 


For quite some time the motor vehicles assigned to the 
Fire Alarm Division were in very poor condition. A 
great deal of time of the members of the construction 
force was spent in waiting for equipment to be repaired 
either at the shop or out on the road following numerous 
breakdowns. Due to your efforts and those of Superin- 
tendent Walter Kearney the Fire Alarm Division received 
four new trucks. These trucks arrived just in time for 
the snowstorms of February. In fact, one of them was 
sent out to relieve one of the old trucks which had broken 
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down in Readville. The arrival of these trucks gave the 
division more dependable transportation, with the added 
benefit of being able to spend more time in actual work 
rather than waiting for transportation. 


The electricians installed automatic door openers at 
Engines 12, 14, 24, and 52 and Ladder 23. Engines 31 
and 47 were moved from Battery Wharf to Lincoln 
Wharf, and the members of the cable crew and the elec- 
tricians installed some 500 feet of new cable for fire alarm, 
Edison, and telephone service to the new location. The 
wharf was completely equipped with floodlighting and 
the necessary protective equipment for the safety of the 
fireboats using this equipment. 


The electricians installed an emergency generator at 
Fire Headquarters which will automatically supply the 
standby radio transmitters and the Radio Shop with 
power in the event of loss of Edison service. 


Due to excessive vandalism in certain parts of the city 
it is impossible to keep the traditional red globe on fire 
alarm boxes in these areas. Tests have been conducted 
with a new type of light in order to determine their re- 
sistance to vandalism. Talks are now under way with 
the Edison Company about the future of these lights. 

Consolidation and relocation of certain fire alarm boxes 
has been carried on this year and will be carried on in 
the future. Because of this and the efforts of the false 
alarm squad, false alarms have decreased this year by 
almost 1,000. 


Reports covering the installation of new boxes and 
relocation of old boxes, the amount of cable work done, 
and other activities of the construction force are listed 
under separate headings attached to this report. 


Radio Shop 


During the year the Radio Shop installed a radio tower 
at the quarters of Engine 55. This was done in order to 
improve radio communications in the West Roxbury- 
Hyde Park area. At the same time a transmitter-receiver 
on Channel 1 and a receiver on Channel 2 were installed 
at this location. The use of this site was more than 
justified during the Stop and Shop Warehouse fire. 
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The installation of a house paging and alarm system 
and a radio system were set up at Engine 5. 

The installation of the new electronic sirens on some of 
the older pieces of apparatus not now equipped was begun. 

The radio shop received two new vans which have 
aided materially in their work of maintaining the radio 
system. Both have been equipped to act as both com- 
mand posts and public address facilities. They present 
a more representative appearance for the Fire Depart- 
ment than did the two worn-out trucks which they 
replaced. 

The radio shop has been conducting experiments into 
the use of a vocal alarm system. This system will use 
the present gong system wires. ‘Tests indicate that this 
system is practical, and the first units should be in oper- 
ation by September 1. The Fire Department should 
have complete vocal alarm service by May of 1971.

Dear Mr. Mayor: 


I am pleased to submit herewith the report of the Law 
Department for the calendar year 1969. 

It was again a year of accomplishment in all its major 
areas—defending claims, collecting money owed to the 
City and counselling various departments, boards and 
commissions. 

The Trial Section managed to hold the line in recoveries 
obtained against the City despite continuing inflation. 
Although the total amount which the City paid out was 
somewhat higher than in 1968, the average amount for 
which cases were settled was substantially reduced. 

At the same time a growing number of big cases has 
come to dominate the attention of many members of the 
Trial Section. I have in mind the complicated relation- 
ships between the City and contractors building streets, 
sidewalks, the New City Hall, the Government Center 
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Garage, and the Suffolk County Court House; with other 
public agencies such as the Port Authority and the 
Metropolitan District Commission; and with a more 
expectant public in such areas as Health and Hospitals, 
Police and schools. 

The Tax Title Division continued to increase the num- 
ber of cases it disposed of and amounts collected. In 
1969 the number of cases was more than doubled and 
collections went up again by almost $300,000. During 
the year we settled the delinquent tax account of the New 
Haven and Boston & Providence Railroads for $8.6 
million, one of the largest recoveries of delinquent taxes 
in the City’s history. 

Finally, the year has seen a great increase in the 
amount of counselling activities. In addition to serving 
more effectively the needs of existing departments, such 
as police, parks, schools, there have been added the Air 
Pollution Control Commission, the Development and 
Industrial Commission, the Coordinating Council on 
Drug Abuse, the Council on Aging, the Rent Review 
Board and the Coordinating Committee on Criminal 
Justice. At the same time, Summerthing, Model Cities 
and the Home Rule Commission greatly increased. their 
activities. An able and diligent staff was able to keep up 
with their demands.

IV. LITIGATION 
A. SUPREME JUDICIAL COURT 


The following cases in which the City or a board or 
officer thereof was involved were decided by the Supreme 
Judicial Court during the year: 


Ulironic Systems Corp. v. Board of Assessors of Bos- 
ton, Mass. Adv. Sh. (1969) 203. This was an appeal 
by the taxpayer from an Appellate Tax Board decision 
refusing to abate certain 1964, 1965 and 1966 personal 
property taxes upon a computer memory drum which 
the taxpayer, a foreign business corporation whose 
business is to furnish stock market information to its 
customers, claimed was machinery used in a purchasing, 
selling, accounting or administrative function and so 
exempt under G. L. c. 59, s. 5, cl. sixteenth. Relying on 
Collector of Taxes of Boston v. Cigarette Service Co., Inc., 
325 Mass. 162, the Court held the drum to be machinery 
used in the conduct of the business. The Court further 
held that the exemption concerning machinery used in a 
selling function introduced by St. 1954, c. 435, after 
Assessors of Haverhill v. J. J. Newbury Co., 330 Mass. 
469, does not exempt machinery principally involved in 
producing or processing the taxpayer’s stock in trade. 


Utley v. Utley, Mass. Adv. Sh. (1969) 411. The issue 
in this case was whether to satisfy a separate support 
order of the Probate Court, a wife can by special precept 
reach her husband’s retirement allowances payable under 
G. L. c. 32, s. 7. The Court held that an attempt by a 
wife to reach such a retirement allowance by special 
precept is an “attachment”’ with G. L. c. 32, s. 19, and 
not permissible. 
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Hoban v. Boston Retirement Board, Mass. Adv. Sh. 
(1969) 639. This was a petition for a declaratory decree 
as to the rights of a Master of the House of Correction 
to be retired as such under G. L. c. 32, s. 58, after only 
six weeks’ service in that capacity. The question before 
the Court was whether the words “‘with the approval 
of the retiring authority” appearing in G. L. c. 32, s. 
98 vests retirement boards with administrative power 
or rather defines a function which is simply ministerial. 
After a review of the legislative history of the statute 
and a comparison of related statutes, the Court decided 
that the function of the retiring authority was solely 
ministerial. 


Police Commissioner of Boston v. Ciccolo, Mass. Adv. 
Sh. (1969) 1469. This bill sought a declaratory judg- 
ment as to the words “without loss of compensation” 
in G. L. c. 31, s. 45, establishing the right to judicial 
review of decisions of the Civil Service Commission dis- 
charging employees. The precise question was whether 
the amount the employee in fact earned or could have 
earned between his discharge and his reinstatement is to 
be subtracted from the compensation he would have 
earned but for the discharge. The Court held that the 
phrase “without loss of compensation” is to be so inter- 
preted as to permit mitigation of damages under the 
principles set forth n McKenna v. Commissioner of Men- 
tal Health, 347 Mass. 674, 675-677. In other words, the 
phrase “‘without loss of compensation” means that the 
employee is entitled “‘to recover his back salary less what 
he did in fact earn following his discharge or in the ex- 
ercise of proper diligence might have earned in another 
employment.” 347 Mass. 674, 677. 


B. FEDERAL AND STATE 
ADMINISTRATIVE TRIBUNALS 


1. DEPARTMENT OF PuBLic UTILITIES 


During 1969, this department screened approximately 
twenty-eight public utility cases, and when the City’s 
interest warranted, entered an appearance on behalf of 
the City and participated at the hearing. 
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2. Crvit SERVICE 


This department handled 32 hearings given to em- 
ployees by the various department heads under the Civil 
Service laws and 1 hearing before the Boston Retire- 
ment Board. 

This department represented department heads in 25 
cases appealed to the Civil Service Commission by City 
employees and in 5 other appeals to the Boston Munici- 
pal Court.

During the year, 364 tort cases were disposed of. 
The total amount paid by the City was $389,981.67.

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G. LAND DAMAGE CASES 


Thirteen land damage cases were disposed of during 
1969. Four of them arose from the taking of land for 
street purposes and the remainder for school purposes. 
Four of them were settled for sums totaling $337,700.00. 
Nine were tried resulting in findings for the petitioners in 
the sum of $31,884.14. 


H. CITY EMPLOYEE SUITS 


One hundred fourteen suits involving city employees 
were disposed of during 1969. Thirty were settled for 
sums totaling $39,609.50. Sixty-one were tried resulting 
in verdicts totaling $49,412.40. Nine defendant’s ver- 
dicts were entered. Fourteen were disposed of by non- 
‘suit. 


I. MISCELLANEOUS CASES 


There were eighteen bills in equity, seventeen of which 
were dismissed, and a final decree entered in the other. 
‘Three petitions for writs of mandamus were discontinued. 

Seven hundred complaints arising from the Housing 
Inspection Department were brought in the Municipal 
and District Courts compared to five hundred forty-six 
last year resulting in fines of $11,625 as compared with 
$14,316 in 1968.

During the year our legal staff advised city and county 
officials by telephone communications and at personal 
conferences regarding the performance of their duties. 
In addition the department rendered 50 formal opinions 
and passed upon the form and validity of 438 bonds 
and 1,895 contracts. 


VI. CONVEYANCING 


A. REAL ESTATE 


During 1969 in connection with city-owned property 
(other than foreclosed tax titles) the Conveyancing Sec- 
tion of the department prepared 5 deeds, 6 leases, 6 City | 
Council orders, 10 licenses, 20 agreements, and 3 opinions. 

This section of the department conducted numerous 
title examinations and examined many deeds, leases, 
plans and other instruments, conferring with and re- 
porting to public officers interested therein. 


B. EMINENT DOMAIN 


The Conveyancing Section during the year prepared 
instruments in settlement of 27 petitions for land tak- 
ings and damages to property resulting from the laying 
out and construction of public highways involving pay- 
ments of $9,454.66. 


C. LAND COURT 


The City of Boston is a party respondent to all peti- 
tions filed with the Land Court for registration of title 
to lands within the territorial limits of the city. During 
the year the office appeared in this court and examined 
all petitions and papers filed therewith, preparing many 
answers to said petitions and documents and stipula- 
tions affecting the land and title sought to be registered. 


D. PROBATE COURT 


During the year appearances were made in numerous 
cases in the Probate Court in matters affecting the City 
of Boston in its capacity as a public charitable trustee. 
All accounts upon which the city or its departments 
were cited were examined.

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Annual Report for 1969 


To the Board of Trustees of the Boston Public Library: 


As Director, and Librarian, I have the honor to submit 
my report for the year January 1 to December 31, 1969. 

This year saw considerable progress made in the long- 
range building program. The completion of two new 
branch libraries, one in the Fields Corner section and the 
other in Brighton, eliminated the two oldest and most 
unsatisfactory branch library installations. 

The new Brighton Branch was designed by Norman C. 
Fletcher of The Architects Collaborative of Cambridge, 
Massachusetts. Michael Prodanou was the Associate 
Designer. ‘The building, which provides 17,000 square 
feet of service space, was constructed by Michael Racioppi, 
Inc., of Boston, and the landscaping was done by Wyman 
Nurseries. 

Multileveled, it provides shelving for 80,000 volumes 
and was designed to adapt itself to the gentle contours 
of the site. The architects selected poured concrete as 
the exterior fabric of the building and used large windows 
plus two tall, periscope-like fins to bring in natural light. 
The interior follows a modified butterfly pattern. A 
modern, serviceable entrance is in the center, with a 
Children’s Room in one wing, the Adult/Young Adult 
quarters in the second wing, and the meeting room and 
work areas in the third. The building is completely air- 
conditioned. Daylight fluorescent light supplements the 
natural light, and all reading areas are carpeted. 

The Fields Corner Branch, designed by Holmes & 
Edwards, Inc., of Boston, and constructed by D. 
Antonellis, Inc., of Waltham, was opened on December 8. 
This neighborhood branch occupies some 8,530 square 
feet, houses over 24,000 volumes, and provides seating 
for over 100 readers. The building uses a one-story, 
slab-on-grade technique, with insulated masonry walls on 
steel frames. Its complete electric heating and air-con- 
ditioning installation is a first for our branch libraries. 
The reading areas are carpeted, and lighting is provided 
by indirect fluorescent lights. 
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The year 1969 also saw considerable progress on new 
branch libraries for Charlestown and Grove Hall. These 
buildings, replacing older facilities, are expected to be 
completed in 1970. The restudy and redesign of the 
South End Branch were pushed forward, and occupancy 
is scheduled for 1971. 

A major event in the history of the Library took place 
on April 25, 1969, when the Trustees of the Library 
voted to award a contract to Vappi & Company, Inc., 
of Cambridge for the construction of the Addition to the 
Central Library building. Groundbreaking ceremonies 
took place on June 6 and the long-sought Addition was 
under way. The need for this substantial enlargement 
of the Central Library building is indicated (1) by the 
growth of the collections from 628,297 volumes in 1895 
when the present McKim, Mead & White building was 
opened to some 2,500,000 volumes today; (2) by the sub- 
stantial increase in use with more than _ 1,000,000 
persons a year entering the Library; and (3) by the 
steadily increasing role of the Library as a reference and 
information center. Philip Johnson is the principal 
architect for the Addition and has selected Architects 
Design Group, Inc., to be his associates in a joint venture. 

The new structure will contain some 480,000 square 
feet on ten levels. Its height and roof line will conform 
to the existing library, and its exterior will be faced with 
Milford pink granite taken from the same quarry which 
furnished the granite in the present building. The main 
entrance will be from Boylston Street and will directly 
serve the four public floors. At the year’s end work on 
the foundation was proceeding on schedule. 


General Library Services 


This division reports that the calendar year 1969 was 
an uneasy one in which the social stresses of the times 
were strongly reflected in General Library Services 
activities. Among the bibliographical contributions of the 
division were: 

1. The preparation of a 152-page multimedia guide 
on materials available for work with young people on 
understanding the people, the institutions, the activities 
that make up the problems and pleasures of city living. 
This pioneer bibliography entitled ‘““What Is a City)’ 
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was funded by a federal Library Services and Construc- 
tion Act Title I grant and edited by Miss Rose Moora- 
chian, Readers Advisor for Young Adults. The second 
part of the project, conceived by Miss M. Jane Manthorne, 
the Library’s Coordinator of Young Adult Services, 
concerned itself with the views of young people on what 
the city means to them. Their responses in poetry and 
prose, and in paintings, were judged by a distinguished 
panel, and selections chosen were published in a companion 
volume entitled “What Isa City> Young People Reply.” 
The judges were Miss Arlene Hope, Library Services 
Program Officer, Region I, United States Office of Educa- 
tion; Mr. David McCord, author, poet, and artist; 
Mrs. Ruth Hill Viguers, children’s librarian, author, 
teacher, and former editor of ‘““The Horn Book Magazine” ; 
and Mr. John Wilson, artist, illustrator, and teacher. 

2. A timely adult reading list on “Cities, Cities, 
Cities,’ which received wide acceptance and fulfilled a 
demonstrated need. 

3. The revised list, “Turned On,” dealing with books 
and films on drugs, which was addressed to both the 
young reader and the professional working on the problem. 

A start was made on strengthening the collections of 
the General Library. A fivefold increase in the number 
of volumes for open shelf access has been programmed for 
the new building. A substantial increase in the numbers 
of large-print books — for people with limited vision — 
and of foreign language titles resulted from federal funds 
made available through the Massachusetts Bureau of 
Library Extension and the Board of Library Com- 
missioners. 

Circulation of materials for home use decreased. 
However, this is but one criterion of library use, and many 
aspects of library service are not reflected in a count of 
circulation. In the audio-visual area some 873,376 people 
were in attendance at the showing of 22,156 films. The 
children’s staff supplemented normal reading room and 
reference services as follows:

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More than 400 other programs, which drew an estimated 
57,000 youngsters, included puppet and creative drama 
activities, original writing clubs, and summer reading 
clubs. 

In the area of service to adults there were twelve 
Never Too Late groups functioning in the branches. 
Branch library activities included Friends of the Library 
meetings, Parents Discussion Groups, film programs, and 
lectures. The Central Library’s Never Too Late series 
had a weekly attendance ranging from 120 to 240 inter- 
ested, appreciative, critical people. 

The Library again cosponsored with the State Bureau 
of Library Extension the Boston Herald Traveler Chil- 
dren’s Book Fair. Together with other libraries in the 
Eastern Region and using the creative work which stu- 
dents had contributed to the ““What is a City?” project, 
the Library made a major contribution to the Boston 
Globe Book Festival. Under the sponsorship of the Young 
Adults Services, a film scenario was written, filmed, and 
released by youngsters associated with the Kast Boston 
Branch Library. Cooperation with tutorial programs and 
sponsorship of TV high school equivalency programs in 
four branch libraries are further examples of the service 
programs provided. 


Research Library Services 


The year under review was one of sustained pressure — 
pressure from increasing demands and pressure from 
diminishing space. The scope of collection coverage was 
broadened especially in the field of foreign acquisitions. 
With the assistance of federal and state funds the refer- 
ence resources were substantially mmproved. Many back 
files of important journals and monographic series were 
acquired, and from the secondhand market and reprint 
publishers the Library has added significantly to its grow- 
ing collection of Africana and Afro-American holdings. 
The microfilm preservation program has continued apace. 
In 1969 forty-one local newspapers were filmed. Of these 
fifteen represented ethnic or foreign language papers, the 
other twenty-six being neighborhood community papers. 
The Sound Archive continues to grow through gifts and 
purchases. 
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Further consolidation of serial services took place within 
the year, and a decision was reached to use the Superin- 
tendent of Documents classification scheme for United 
States Government documents. A compilation of a Bos- 
ton and Massachusetts public affairs index was started, 
and the Fine Arts staff undertook to resurrect its Boston 
Architecture Index. 

At the request of Mrs. Serge Koussevitzky, a detailed 
inventory listing of the scores, books, recordings, por- 
traits, correspondence, personal papers, and clippings 
belonging to her late husband was prepared by Mrs. 
Natalie Breed. This collection, which has been donated 
to the Library by Mrs. Koussevitzky, is an important 
addition to our music resources. Under the direction of 
the Keeper of Rare Books and Manuscripts, Mrs. C. M. 
Buerger prepared a preliminary listing of the papers pre- 
sented to the Library by Judge Elijah Adlow. Other 
special projects included a pilot study on the handling of 
special gift collections of official and personal papers and 
the processing of a special collection of nineteenth- 
century theological pamphlets. 

Among the many gifts received during the year were a 
collection of 1,400 books on Asia and the social sciences 
from, the library of Professor John Pelzel of Harvard Uni- 
versity; some nineteenth-century children’s books from 
Mr. Sinclair Hamilton; a 1488 bible in the Bohemian 
language from Mr. Israel Perlstein; the library of Sara 
Ware Bassett, the gift of Mr. Frederick B. Taylor; the 
library of Eliot Channing Clarke from Mrs. Louis F. 
Perry; documents and papers relating to the Immigration 
Restriction League from Mr. Henry DeCourcy Ward. 

A trust fund was established to purchase books for the 
Kirstein Business Branch with a bequest of $7,864 from 
the estate of Mr. F. G. Kane. A bequest of $43,608.87 
received from the estate of David James established the 
David James Print Fund. 

Exhibits, as always, played an important role in the 
cultural contributions of the Library. Highlighting this 
year’s program was the Library’s salute to its good neigh- 
bor, the Old South Church, on its three hundredth anni- 
versary. ‘The Trustees held a reception in the courtyard 
on June 17 for the clergy, deacons, members, and friends

of the Old South Church to mark the opening of an 
exhibition of the New England Library of the Old South 
Church. The Prince Library, as it is popularly called, 
was collected by the Reverend Thomas Prince, Minister 
of the Old South Church from 1718 to 1758. 

Among the special exhibitions in the Sargent Gallery 
were “‘Nineteenth-Century Concert Life in Boston’’; 
*“Notable Recent Additions to the Library’s Collections” ; 
“Dartmouth College: A Bicentennial Exhibition”; “Pi- 
rates and Privateers’’; and ‘“‘Five Centuries of Fine Bind- 
ings.” 

The display cases on the first and second floors featured 
a wide variety of exhibits. The Science Reference staff 
arranged an exhibit for the 136th meeting of the American 
Association for the Advancement of Science; the opening 
of the New Copley Square was signalized by a “Copley 
Square”’ exhibition featuring photos, prints, watercolors, 
past and present; other programs ranged from “Black 
Inventors in American History” organized for Negro 
History Week to a Harrison Gray Otis exhibition on the 
occasion of the publication by Houghton Mifflin of. 
Samuel Eliot Morison’s biography of Mr. Otis and a 
salute to “‘Polish Music and Polish Musicians on the 
American Scene’ cosponsored by the Massachusetts Fed- 
eration of Polish Women’s Clubs. The arts were repre- 
sented by watercolors, prints and drawings on the | 
“Boston Scene” by Polly Thayer (Mrs. Donald Starr) — 
and by a ceramics collection of Mme. Bonanou-Papayan- 
naki of Athens which traced the history of pottery from 
3000 B.C. to the present. 

An exhibition entitled “Boston Town and City” was 
mounted in the Wiggin Gallery to celebrate the opening 
of the new Boston City Hall. “Masterworks of Lithog- 
raphy from the Albert H. Wiggin Collection” included 
works of Gericault Daumier, Redon, Toulouse-Lautrec, 
Shannon, and Bellows, and the exhibition of Arthur 
Polonsky’s drawings continued the Library’s program of 
featuring local artists. ‘‘Philipon’s Printmakers’’ was 
organized by Weston Naef of Brown University, this 
year’s visiting scholar. The exhibition takes its name 
from Charles Philipon, printmaker, publisher, and leader 
of the opposition to King Louis-Philippe. 
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Eastern Massachusetts Regional Library System 


Interlibrary loan and film loans increased over the 
previous year, and expanded teletype service was most 
useful in reference as well as loan services. Advisory 
service and workshops were provided by the regional 
staff, and bookmobile service to communities under 25,000 
population in the metropolitan area was begun. The 
operations of the two extension centers in North Reading 
-and Fall River, formerly administered by the Bureau of 
Library Extension, are coordinated through the regional 
bookmobile office in the Charlestown Service Building. 


Professional Activities 


The staff made many contributions to the local, state, 
and national library organizations and was represented 
at meetings of a number of learned societies. Mr. Macy 
Margolis attended a conference on ‘“‘New Dimensions in 
Acquisitions’ held in conjunction with the annual meet- 
ing of the American Library Association; Mr. B. Joseph 
O’ Neil represented the Library at the Annual Conference 
of the Graduate Library School, University of Chicago — 
the topic of the conference was “Deterioration and 
Preservation of Library Materials’; Mrs. Beryl Robinson 
participated in Northeastern University’s Writers Con- 
ference; and Mr. John Alden was invited to take part 
in a conference on Caribbean resources held at the Col- 
lege of the Virgin Islands. 


Miss M. Jane Manthorne addressed the Cape Cod 
Branch of the NAACP on “Black Americans: Many 
Voices, Many Messages’’; Mrs. Laura Reyes spoke to the 
Women’s National Book Association on the Library’s 
Spanish Center; Mr. Sinclair Hitchings gave the opening 
lecture in the 1969 Adams National Historic Site Lecture 
Series — his topic was “Adams Historic Maps’’; at the 
Association of College and Research Libraries Rare Books 
Section meeting Mr. John Alden read a paper on ‘Thomas 
Prince and his library; Mr. Euclid Peltier moderated a 
panel on “Films for and by Children” for the Educational 
Film Library Association. 


The many programs and services of the Library could 
not be carried out without the outstanding contributions 
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made by the staff members in the Resources and Proc- 
essing Division, the Business Office, and the Buildings 
Department. The cooperation of the entire staff has 
been a major factor in the maintenance of library service 
under trying space limitations. I wish to express appre- 
ciation to the members of the Board of Trustees for 
their leadership and support.

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INTRODUCTION 


The Department of Parks and Recreation had its 
beginning with the appointment of the first Board of 
Park Commissioners on July 8, 1875, under the title 
‘Park Department.” The Board consisted of three 
members who served without compensation. As thus 
constituted, the department continued up to 1913, when 
by provision of Chapter 10, Ordinances of 1912, it was 
merged with the Public Grounds, Bath and Music De- 
partments, under the name of Park and Recreation 
Department. ‘The Commissioners were appointed by 
the Mayor for a term of three years, one term expiring 
each year. The Chairman was a paid city official, in 
charge of the operation of the department. The other 
two members served without compensation. 


In 1920 the Cemetery Department was merged with 
the Park and Recreation Department, and the title was 
changed to Park Department. On May 1, 1954, the 
Department became the Parks and Recreation Depart- 
ment under the provisions of Chapter 2, Ordinances of 
1954. The Board of Parks and Recreation Commis- 
sioners was increased to five members. 


Under the latest ordinance, the Commissioner of 
Parks and Recreation becomes the active head of the 
department with power of authority far beyond that 
which existed when the Board consisted of three mem- 
bers (Section 36-42, inclusive, Chapter 2, Ordinances 
of 1954). The Commissioners meet as required on call 
from the Chairman. 


The department is responsible for the maintenance 
and improvement of approximately 2,300 acres of parks 
and playgrounds. Included in this area are the follow- 
ing facilities: a general office building; 125 playgrounds 
and play areas, 47 of which have field houses; 20 parks, 
large and small; 2 service yards containing offices, 
mechanics’ shops, storehouse, and garage; a recreation 
office building; 13 indoor recreation centers; 16 public 
bathhouses; 2 public golf courses (18 holes) both with 
clubhouses; 3 public bathing beaches with bathhouses 
in which are 2 solaria; 4 swimming pools (2 indoor and 
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2 outdoor) and 4 portable pools; 82 public squares; 
16 greenhouses; 19 cemeteries (3 active, 16 inactive or 
historic); 108 miles of parkways, driveways, walks, and 
paths; 131 acres of ponds and rivers; and the care and 
maintenance of all trees on city streets, parks, and play- 
grounds (1966 statistics). 

The department organizes, promotes, and conducts a 
city-wide recreation program for all age groups with 
special emphasis on youth programs. 

This report summarizes briefly the efforts of the Parks 
and Recreation Commission and the staff of the de- 
partment to maintain a high standard in essential services 
and to expand the facilities of our park system to meet 
the needs of the department within our appropriation 
allowances. 

In this report there is no particular attention given 
to the extensive maintenance responsibilities of the 
Parks and Recreation Department. Reference to the 
introductory section of this report will indicate the large 
number of areas, buildings, etc., that require most of 
the time of our staff. It should be apparent that much 
of our appropriation is expended for the maintenance 
and improvement of parks, gardens, park and recrea- 
tion buildings, mechanics’ shops, golf courses, ceme- 
teries, etc. Proper maintenance is the key to efficient 
service. We are confining this report to major work 
accomplished in 1969, all of which is substantially out- 
side the area of general maintenance. 


Recreation Program 


During 1969, the Parks and Recreation Department 
focused its efforts on two dimensions of its recreation 
program: expansion of existing programs and introduction 
of new sports and special-events programs. 

As in the past, softball, baseball, handball, and football 
leagues, of up to 3,000 individual participants each, have 
been sponsored by the Parks and Recreation Department 
during the appropriate seasons; both adults and the young 
take part in these sports at our departmental facilities. 
The department also maintains two golf courses, one of 
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which is the oldest public course in the country, and runs 
a junior golf program of instruction for youngsters on 
these facilities. On a city-wide basis, the department 
playgrounds and many school yards are staffed during the 
summer months to provide an organized recreational 
program for city youngsters. 


The scope of facilities and activities was expanded in 
several sports and special-events programs during 1969. 
The sailing and boating programs moved indoors from 
Jamaica Pond for instruction and certification of almost 
150 youngsters during the winter months; such prepara- 
tion was offered in anticipation of an expanded boating 
program during the summer. Swimming instruction and 
competition were also offered during all seasons of the 
year. Likewise, Boston’s pioneer program for the physi- 
cally and mentally handicapped extended its services to 
these individuals during the winter months to include 
indoor recreation sports and handicraft programs at 
Curtis Hall; during the summer months four playgrounds 
in various districts expanded their facilities to offer 
special programs for the handicapped. Through Mayor 
Kevin H. White’s Golden Age Club, for the first time, 
the department offered the senior citizens a much-needed, 
organized break from the city environment. Day-long 
bus tours emanating from the seven Golden Age centers 
took these citizens on thirty excursions to seashore areas 
and to special events such as the Mayor’s Picnic. For 
the second summer, similar bus tours were extended to 
the youngsters of Boston; the excursions started from the 
playgrounds and offered a day, under the supervision of 
recreation leaders, at various local reservations with 
swimming facilities nearby or at the zoo. 


At least four new important sports programs were 
added to the growing list of recreation offerings this year. 
The Boston Neighborhood Hockey League was one of the 
most conspicuous of these, with at least 500 youngsters 
from twelve neighborhoods participating in the league 
for the first time. Likewise, the Boston Neighborhood 
Basketball Association (BNBA) was specifically extended 
to the neighborhoods; at this level, the BNBA enlisted 
both support and participation of at least 1,600 youngsters 
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and adults. Free instruction clinics throughout the city 
and a league were also developed for the tennis program, 
and tennis facilities were added at both Cassidy and 
Ringer Playgrounds for public use. Finally, a track 
program was reestablished on a city-wide basis for both 
boys and girls, and two track meets were held last sum- 
mer. In addition, Boston hosted the Atlancic Richfield- 
Jesse Owens Intercity Track and Field Competition this 
year. 

Various special events presented by the department 
and/or its affiliate, Summerthing, rounded out the recre- 
ation program in 1969. The Parks and Recreation De- 
partment’s first Franklin Park Kite Festival rewarded the 
creative kite designer and kite flyer in Boston, while 
Frisbie and Hoola Hoop contests on the Boston Common 
drew on other talents of the participants. Boy Scouts 
spent a day of musical entertainment, exposure to thor- 
oughbred horses, and physical fitness exhibitions at 
Suffolk Downs. For the second year, Summerthing took 
musical, theatre, films, planting, and handicraft programs 
to many of the city neighborhood playgrounds and streets 
and once again presented these programs to the local 
children in an innovative fashion. 

The diversity of programs available to both youngsters 
and adults in the city has continued to expand in the areas 
of both active and leisure recreation. The department 
looks forward to balancing the newly enlarged sports 
programs with even greater offerings in special events 
in 1970. 


Major Construction Improvements to Parks and 
Recreation Facilities in 1969 


Boston Proper: Concrete curbing and benches were in- 
stalled around the Frog Pond and drainage lines cleaned 
on the Common, $69,420. Trimming of trees and dis- 
posal of dead and diseased trees in the City of Boston 
removed a potential danger to both pedestrian and 
motorist, $2,500. Total — $71,920. 

Back Bay Fens: Construction and improvements to 
Parks and Recreation Department facilities in this locale 
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focused on urban beautification efforts and totaled 
$289,195. Trees were planted around the new Copley 
Square in the final stage of reconstruction and beautifica- 
tion of the square, $8,880. The stretch of the Common- 
wealth Avenue mall between Clarendon and Fairfield 
Streets was landscaped after installation of a new sprinkler 
system, $63,275; benches, a drinking fountain, and trees 
were installed on the newly landscaped Dartmouth Street 
mall, $158,745. Repairs were also made on Common- 
wealth Avenue to the roadway, $8,706. Basketball facili- 
ties and lights were added at the Fens Stadium area, 
$44,440. Total — $573,241. 


Brighton: Picnic tables, drinking fountains, trees, and 
benches were installed and general recreation facility im- 
provements made at Smith, Cassidy, and Ringer Play- 
grounds, $119,825. McKinney, Ringer, Portsmouth 
Street, and Rogers Park Playgrounds were equipped with 
baseball facilities, $15,063. Total — $134,888. 


Charlestown: Facilities for baseball and softball were 
constructed and equipped at Ryan Playground, $15,063. 


Dorchester: Landscaping improvements were made to 
Dorchester Park, $24,613. Facilities for both softball and 
baseball were constructed and equipped at Cronin, 
Garvey, Roberts, and Walsh Playgrounds, and McConnell 
Park, $24,596. Total— $49,209. 


East Boston: At the American Legion Playground, 
reconstruction of the baseball park included resurfacing of 
the infield and installation of benches, shrubs, a drinking 
fountain, and trees around the perimeter of the playing 
area, $40,333. Facilities for softball and baseball were 
equipped at Noyes Playground and East Boston Stadium, 
$15,063. Total — $55,396. 


Hyde Park: Baseball and softball fields and equipment 
were installed at Ross, Readville, and Smith’s Pond Play- 
grounds, $26,532. 


Jamaica Plain: Repair work was started on roadways 
in Franklin Park, $8,706. Reconstruction of Parkman 
Playground included resurfacing of the field, planting of 
ve and shrubs, and placing of benches, $24,613. Total 
— $33,319. 
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Mattapan: Recreation facility reconstruction was con- 
tracted for at Almont Street Playground, $24,384. 


North End: Major improvements in leisure recreation 
facilities at Charter Street Playground and DefFillipo 
Park were contracted for, $80,666. Construction and 
equipping of a softball area were also completed at the 
North End Playground, $16,165. Total — $96,831. 


Roslindale: Reconstruction of Fallon Field included re- 
surfacing, planting of trees and shrubs, and installation 
of benches and baseball and softball facilities, $30,763. 


Roxbury: Leisure recreation facilities such as picnic 
tables, drinking fountains, and benches were constructed 
at Mission Hill, Howes, and Hannon Playgrounds and at 
Orchard Park, $92,482. Facilities for softball and base- 
ball fields were constructed and equipped at Eustis, 
McLaughlin, Mission Hill, and Connolly Playgrounds 
and at Orchard Park, $16,165. Total — $108,647. 


South Boston: Landscaping was contracted for at 
Columbus Park, Thomas Park, and Buckley Playground 
and leisure recreation facilities installed, $74,760. Soft- 
ball and baseball facilities were equipped at Columbus 
Park and Christopher Lee Playgrounds, $24,596. Total 
199,356. 


South End: Recreation facilities for baseball and Little 
League were constructed and equipped at Rotch Play- 
ground, $16,165. 


West Roxbury: Recreational facilities for baseball and 
softball plus bleachers and park seats were constructed at 
Billings Field, Franklin Park, and Draper Playgrounds. 
$18,446. 


Cemeteries 


The Cemetery Division maintains two types of ceme- 
teries in the city; three active and sixteen historic ones. 
For the most part, the active cemeteries demand the 
greater maintenance effort, as reflected in the following 
list of expenditures and general improvements to build- 
ings and grounds.

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COMMENT 


I hereby submit the annual report for the Suffolk 
County House of Correction for the year 1969. The ex- 
penditures for the year were a little less than the appro- 
priation for the department, and the $12,000 that we 
did encumber we carried forward either as an unliqui- 
dated reserve balance for the year 1970 or carried forward 
balance for the year 1970. 


We have tried very hard to live within our budget and 
also to keep the immense plant at the House of Correction 
in working order by buying materials and using inmate 
labor whenever possible on various projects and jobs at 
the House of Correction. 


Many problems have arisen during the year on elec- 
trical, water and sewerage conditions, but the Public 
Facilities Department has been a great help to us by 
assisting in solving our problems through technical advice 
and also by appropriating monies. 


Some of the programs instituted at Deer Island Acad- 
emy were: 


G.E.D. Classes — High School Equivalency Program 
(twice weekly). 


Adult Basic Education Classes (twice weekly). 

Public Speaking Class (twice weekly). 

Phillips Brooks House Discussion Group (Harvard). 
Phillips Brooks House G.E.D. Tutoring Class. 
LaSallette G.E.D. Tutoring Class. 

Basic Law Classes, Boston University Law Students 
Class for the Spanish Speaking — Project 50 (weekly). 


English Class for the Spanish Speaking (taught by 
inmate). 


Boston University Work Study, Mr. Lane. 


All have been a great assistance to me and to the in- 
mates at the House of Correction, Deer Island. 
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We have attempted to expand our Work-Release Pro- 
gram, and I think in the early part of this year the new 
building will be started, and I have great hope that 
probably by the end of 1971, if conditions are favorable 
and we do have the proper housing, we will have at least 
fifty inmates on this Work-Release Program. 


The federal grant through the M.D.T.A., in conjunction 
with the Massachusetts Division of Employment Security 
and Vocational Training, has been providing basic draft- 
ing to approximately 25 inmates at the present time. 
Each of these inmates is paid a certain amount for their 
attendance at these programs. All this is done with the 
hope that men will be capable of stepping into positions 
for which they are being trained when they are released 
from the House of Correction. 

Of course, our Narcotics Anonymous and Alcoholics 
Anonymous Programs at the institution have weekly 
meetings and are addressed, when possible, by repre- 
sentatives from various Boston groups of these organiza- 
tions. 

The chaplains of the various faiths have been very co- 
operative in caring for the spiritual and temporal needs 
of our inmates, and I am most grateful to them and also 
to the Salvation Army, the Guild of Our Lady of Ran- 
som, and Aid to Discharged Prisoners organization for 
their donations and aid to the inmates while they are at 
the prison or at the expiration of their sentence.

Dear Mr. Mayor: 

In compliance with the provisions of section 25 of 
chapter 3 of the Revised Ordinances of 1961, I respectfully 
submit the annual report of the Public Works Department. 

As required by section 36 of chapter 21 of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1961, I am also submitting the annual 
report of the Public Improvement Commission. 

Because the workings of the department are such that. 
its every move is in the public eye, it is imperative that 
this department operate as economically and efficiently 
as possible. The operation of the department is through 
a Central Office and five divisions. Each division is in 
charge of a Division Engineer, who is an expert in his 
particular field. The following are the functions of the 
Public Works Department: the construction, reconstruc- 
tion of highways and sidewalks, street lighting, snow 
removal, sewerage and drainage construction and mainte- 
nance, distribution of potable water and the maintenance 
of necessary components, sanitation, street cleaning, 
removal and disposal of refuse and garbage, incineration, 
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and the cleaning of catch basisns. The engineering 
requirements to carry on the above programs are by 
departmental employees, assisted by contract experts. 

Delegation of authority within the department is as 
follows: 


CENTRAL OFFICE 


There are four sections in the Central Office — an 
Administrative Branch, a Maintenance Branch, and a 
Permit Branch. 

The Administrative Branch processes purchase and 
supply requisitions, service orders, payrolls, personnel 
requisitions, transfers, promotions, and terminations. 

The Maintenance Branch was established February 
8, 1960, by the consolidation of the Automotive Section 
and the Repair Shop, formerly in the Sanitary Division. 
This branch is responsible for the care, control, and 
maintenance of departmental vehicles. It is also in 
charge of the public utility facilities in the various 
yards and serves as a housekeeping unit. 


COMMUNICATION CENTER 


The department maintains a Communication Center 
consisting of a main base station radio, linkage by closed 
circuit teletype system with ten highway yards, and the 
central snow removal office at City Hall. Departmental 
mobile units are radio equipped. 

During the year automotive equipment amounting to 
an expenditure of $368,288.97 was purchased for the 
department. 


CONTRACT SECTION 


One of the more important functions of the Administra- 
tive branch is the Contract Section. Here approximately 
130 contracts involving all facets of public works are 
processed. The volume of these contracts amounts to 
expenditures of about $16,000,000 per annum. The work 
is extremely technical as there must be strict compliance 
with the general laws, ordinances, and special laws 
pertaining to the city. Upon execution of contracts, 
copies of periodical estimates, extensions of time, and 
extra work orders are processed and filed. 
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FISCAL 


There was carried over from 1968 the amount of 
$11,778,412. Appropriations for 1969 amounted to 
$26,573,038. Revenue received amounted to $12,439,056, 
making the amount available $50,790,506. <A total of 
$994,072 was transferred to other departments, leaving a 
balance of $50,236,434. 

Expenditures amounted to $39,501,405, leaving an 
unexpended balance of $10,735,089 and unliquidated 
encumbrance and carry forward of $6,895,250, and a net 
unencumbered balance of $3,839,839. 

The Water Division operated with a deficit of $2,223,606 
and the Sewer Division operated with a deficit of 
$1,086,672. 

Revenue from the sale of water amounted to $8,922,220 
and expenditures amounted to $10,817,736. 

The sewer deficit is quite serious. The metropolitan 
assessment has been reduced by 52 percent until the 
Boston main drainage system is connected to the metro- 
politan system. 

There was available for snow removal the sum of 
$2,375,000 as a 1969 appropriation. Expenditures 
amounted to $2,302,977. 

Loans were authorized in 1969 for the following 
amounts: public ways loan — $4,000,000, sewerage loan 
— $1,500,000, bridge loan — $2,000,000. 

The public ways loan of $4,000,000 was augmented by 
$2,412,475 carried forward plus Chapter 90 revenue of 
$249,071 for a total of $6,661,546. Expenditures amounted 
to $2,980,910, encumbered contracts carried forward to 
1970 were $2,289,856, and the unencumbered balance 
was $1,390,840. 

The sewerage loan of $1,500,000 was augmented by 
$1,982,105, carried forward for a total of $3,482,105. 
Expenditures were $1,497,253, encumbered contracts 
carried forward to 1970 were $956,021, and the unen- 
cumbered balance was $1,028,831. 

The bridge loan of $2,000,000 was augmented by a 
carry forward of $777,552 for a total of $2,777,552. 
Expenditures amounted to $501,603, contracts carried 
forward to 1970 were $322,246, leaving an unencumbered 
balance of $1,953,603. 
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The amount of $1,523,519 was brought forward from 
1968 sidewalk loan. Expenditures amounted to $476,173, 
encumbered contracts carried forward were $288,867, 
leaving unencumbered blance of $758,479. 

The amount of $2,300,000 was brought forward from 
the 1968 water main loan. Expenditures amounted to 
$459,205, encumbered contracts amounted to $1,082,494, 
leaving an unencumbered balance of $758,301. 

Funds were available under the several accelerated 
highway programs created by chapter 782 of 1962, 
chapter 882 of 1963, chapter 679 of 1965, and 616 of 1966. 

Chapters 782, 822, and 679 had balances respectively 
of $21,540, $56,519, and $161,281 with no expenditures 
in 1969. Chapter 616 had $1,122,141 available with 
expenditures of $820,907, encumbered contracts of 
$298,724, and an unencumbered balance of $2,510. 

A summary of 1969 appropriations, expenditures, etc. is 
included in the statistical data appended to this report.

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ENGINEERING DIVISION 


The annual report of the Engineering Division of the 
City of Boston Public Works Department for the year 
1969 rounds out a decade of such reports which began 
when this division was originated as part of the reorgani- 
zation of the department in 1960. 

A review of the amount and dollar value of the high- 
way, Sewer, and water projects advertised during the year 
shows a fairly close total, money-wise, compared to the 
two previous years, but the amount accomplished as being 
substantially less. This clearly reflects the very sharp 
increased cost of producing public works projects and is 
pinpointed by examining the contract bid prices on in- 
dividual items. These have averaged a 10 percent in- 
crease in highway work and over 20 percent in sewer and 
water work over the short space of one year. 

A special effort was made last year to get cut contracts 
for a substantial number of sidewalk improvements of 
streets which had good roadways but poor sidewalks. 

Following is a listing of certain items of more than 
routine interest: 

1. The completion of the brick sidewalk-gaslit Charles 
Street, City Proper project, from Beacon Street to the 
Charles Street Circle. This work, which had its start 
late in 1968, has emphasized and enhanced the colonial 
charm. of the area. 

2. The start of the reconstruction of roadways and 
relocation of MBTA reservation in Commonwealth Ave- 
nue, Brighton, between Chestnut Hill Avenue and Newton 
which, upon completion, will provide an inbound road- 
way separated from the outbound roadway by the re- 
located reservation, and will complete the divided high- 
way design of Commonwealth Avenue. 

3. Concurrent with the near completion of the Copley 
Square Mall and fountain area the work of installing the 
specially designed and lighted periphery sidewalk area 
was accomplished. 

4. In the new food market area adjacent to South- 
ampton Street, enough sewer and water roadway activities 
were completed to allow the occupation of the new build- 
ings to take place and the polishing off of these public 
works items is scheduled for early spring. 
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5. Completion of layouts for a new west boundary 
service road off Washington Street, West Roxbury, was 
accomplished, Metropolitan District Commission ap- 
proval of plans was given, and public hearings for this 
service road to the adjacent new residential areas will 
follow early in 1970. 

6. Finally, the Code-Enforcement Community Public 
Improvement program was resurrected, replanned, and a 
firm program for 1970 established through the combined 
liaison of the Public Works, Fire, Traffic, and Police De- 
partment — all working in coordination with the Housing 
Inspection Department. 


SUMMARY 


During 1969 the following projects were originated, 
surveyed, designed, estimated and advertised. In areas 
not connected with urban renewal these projects were 
developed entirely within the division whereas the urban 
renewal projects were mainly prepared by consultants 
working for the department with the function of this 
division relative to this phase of the work being limited to 
outlining, reviewing, supervising, and approving their 
work.

ADMINISTRATIVE SECTION 


The Administrative Section under the direction of the 
Division Engineer and the supervision of the Adminis- 
trative Assistant performed the required administrative 
and clerical functions of the division. 

Processed and maintained division records pertaining 
to personnel, correspondence, indexing, filing, etc. Also 
typed, proofread, and collated stencils for contract books 
for all divisions of the department. Typed annual and 
other reports. Supervised all mimeographing of stencil 
work for the department. In addition indexed and proc- 
essed 120 plot plans which were forwarded by the Build- 
ing Department for our review before they granted per- 
mits for construction. 

Also processed contract payments to various consulting 
firms for work in Washington Park, Government Center, 
the west boundary service road and Foodmart Road. 

In addition the head of this section computed all bet- 
terments and assessments required for roadways, side- 
walks, and sewers in the city. There were approximately 
700 parcels of this nature. The Administrative Assistant 
also assisted the Division Engineer at Public Improve- 
ment Commission hearings, and in all cases of appeals 
for abatements of betterments or assessments he re- 
viewed the merits of the appeals and made reports rela- 
tive to these to the Division Engineer for submittal to 
the Public Improvement Commission. 


ENGINEERING RECORD SECTION 


During 1969 this section furnished street line informa- 
tion, grade information, and plan information on approxi- 
mately 2,000 streets to engineers, surveyors, lawyers, 
and the general public. 

Furnished information to various departments and 
agencies, including the Highway, Sewer, and Water Divi- 
sions of the Public Works Department. Also, to the 
Law. Police, and Fire Departments, the Boston City 
Hospital, the Building Department, the Assessor’s office, 
the Mayor’s office, the United States Coast and Geodetic 
Survey, the Attorney General’s office, the Port Author- 
ity. Suffolk County Registry of Deeds, MBTA, Long 
Island Hospital, Real Property Department, MDC, 
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Commonwealth of Massachusetts, Public Works De-

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PLANNING AND PROGRAMMING 

All 1969 projects for street, sewer, and water works, etc. 
were screened for possible clashing or overlapping with 
plans for urban renewal, State Expressway, MBTA, and 
other public and private projects of proposed construc- 
tion. 

For the year 1969, public works amounting to $12,500,- 
000 were checked for feasibility and were programmed 
by this section. These projects included 1.5 miles of 
new street construction, 28 miles of street reconstruction, 
13 miles of sewer construction, and 1 mile of water mains. 
Approximately only one-half of this planned amount was 
advertised because of limitations of money and man- 
power. 

In addition to above listed normal activities, this sec- 
tion worked closely with the BRA in reviewing, and 
supervising reviewing by other sections of the depart- 
ment, approximately $4,000,000 of proposed BRA proj- 
ects involving highway, sewer, and water works. 

All public works contracts in Washington Park and 
sewer and water contracts in Government Center were 
under the direct control and supervision of the Public 
Works Department, and in these two project areas a 
total of approximately $1,600,000 was advertised. 

Other duties included the reviewing of: 

1. One hundred plot plans which we had to approve 
for line and grade and utility availability before the 
Building Department would grant permits. 

2. Ten approval plans submitted by developers for 
proposed new “minimum pavement” streets. 

3. Forty-one plans of proposed commercial driveway 
openings in public sidewalks. 


SuRVEY SECTION 

The Survey Section of the Engineering Division, under 
the direction of the Associate Civil Engineer, originated 
all field engineering surveys and related activities re- 
quired for the determination and recording of engineer- 
ing data, measurements, calculations, sketches, and other 
information needed in connection with: 

(a) The laying out, locating, relocating, design and 
construction, reconstruction, alteration or discontinuance 
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of streets and street improvements, including sidewalks, 
bridges, storm drains, sewer, water, and other related 
facilities in the City of Boston. 

(b) Special survey requirements of the City of Boston 
in general, including the acquisition by the city of land 
by eminent domain; the taking of easements; the con- 
struction of municipal buildings and structures; the inter- 
departmental transfer, sale or development of city- 
owned land; and the furnishing of survey and engineering 
data in matters of concern to the City of Boston as re- 
quired or related to construction programs and other 
activities under the jurisdiction of other municipal, state, 
federal or private agencies or authorities — including 
services to consultants or contractors engaged by these 
agencies or authorities. 


HIGHWAY DIVISION 


The Highway Division is charged with the responsi- 
bility of construction, reconstruction, care, control, and 
maintenance of all highways; the street cleaning activities 
of the city; the construction and care and maintenance of 
bridges; and the street lighting program. Supervision of 
snow removal is also a function of this division. 

The method of financing the highway construction 
program is diversified. Funds for the so-called ““Chapter 
90” program are obtained in part from the proceeds of 
the fees from which the commonwealth’s highway fund 
is composed. This work is under the direction and con- 
trol of the State Department of Public Works, with the 
highways remaining city streets after completion of the 
contracts. In 1969, the sum of $249,071 was contributed 
by the state and a like amount was contributed by Boston 
for the “Chapter 90” program. 

The so-called ‘393 streets” are highways constructed 
under the basic highway statute (chapter 393 of the Acts 
of 1906), as most recently amended. Funds for this pro- 
sram and the construction of stone, block, brick, cement 
concrete, bituminous concrete, bituminous macadam, or 
other permanent pavement of similar lasting character, 
are obtained by the issuance of a public ways loan under 
authority of chapter 44, section 7, paragraph 5, of the 
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General Laws, augmented by several accelerated highway 
acts, which provide funds to the cities and towns for use 
under the terms set forth above under chapter 44, section 
7, paragraph 5. 

In 1969, expenditures under the public ways loan 
amounted to $2,980,910. Accelerated highway act of 
1967 was $820,907. Under the bridge loan there was an 
expenditure of $501,603. Under the sidewalk loan there 
was an expenditure of $476,173. 

The sum of $2,302,977 was expended for snow removal. 


SANITARY DIVISION 
ADMINISTRATIVE SECTION 
Program 1 — Administration 
The activities of the Administrative Section comprised 
supervising the various functions and operations of the 
division, the preparation of all contracts, the processing 
of payments, the processing of reports, correspondence, 
violation notices and complaints (complaints were written, 
telephoned and in person), the compilation of inspectors’ 
reports and daily reports on the Collection and Disposal 
Sections’ performances, investigating and _ processing 
applications for permits for the transportation of refuse, 
the preparation of the budget, and the supervision of 
the Snow Emergency Center. 


COLLECTION SECTION 
Program 2 — Refuse Collection Contracts 
The city exercised its first option in accordance with 
article 17 of the publicly advertised refuse collection 
contracts which provided for renewal of contracts effective 
April 1, 1969. Contracts were renewed with the same 
refuse collection contractors. Under these contracts the 
city absorbed 75 percent of the 25 cents per hour wage 
increase plus 5 cents per hour in health and welfare con- 
tributions granted to the drivers and helpers starting 
April 1, 1969. This increased payment to the contractors 
costs approximately $93,850 for the remainder of the 
year. The total expenditure in 1969 for refuse collection 
contracts amounted to $4,325,244. A total of 308,470 
tons of refuse was collected during the year. 
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Program 3 — Lot Cleaning 

The lot cleaning crew was organized in 1967 for the 
cleaning of vacant lots throughout the city. All littered 
vacant lots in the city were cleaned at least once and 
many lots were cleaned several times during the year for 
a total of 4,245 lots. Of these, 110 were requested by the: 
Office of Public Service. 


Program 4 — Alley Cleaning 

The alley cleaning program in the South End and Lower 
Roxbury Districts was continued during the year, and is. 
responsible for keeping the littering of these alleys within 
reasonable bounds. Approximately 2,766 tons of debris. 
and garbage were removed from the alleys during 1969. 


Program 5 — Litter Baskets 


Three hundred pole type baskets requisitioned in April 
of 1968 to replace badly damaged and pilfered baskets. 
were not delivered until October 22, 1969. Consequently 
very few pole baskets were installed at new locations. 
Over 850 pole type baskets are located throughout the 
city, principally where there are accumulations of pedes- 
trian litter. All baskets were emptied by the refuse 
collection contractors on Mondays except in the Boston 
Proper District where they were emptied on the regular 
collection days. A departmental night litter basket detail 
emptied every basket nightly, Tuesday through Saturday. 
This crew is under the supervision of an inspector who. 
also directs the pickup of dead animals. 


Program 6 — Market Cleaning 

Under this program, the division provides two packer- 
type trucks on Fridays and Saturdays servicing pushcart 
peddlers and storekeepers in the Market Area in the 
vicinity of Blackstone Street, removing approximately 
2,300 tons of refuse during the year and depositing it at. 
the South Bay incinerator. 


Program 7 — Abandoned Vehicles 


The abandoning of automobiles in the city has been 
reduced considerably. The new shredding plant in 
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Everett plus the increased price of scrap iron contributed 
greatly to the reduction in the number of cars and the 
cost for the removal and disposal of derelict vehicles. 
Many abandoned cars continue to be removed from the 
street by persons unknown probably because a profit can 
now be made in their disposal. Some junk dealers are 
evidently increasing their business by taking these vehi- 
cles from streets and vacant lots. A total of 436 vehicles 
were removed including 191 vehicles removed by contract 
at a cost of $776. 


Program 8 — Cleanup Campaign 

The Spring Cleanup Campaign was conducted in the 
spring of 1969. The liaison between the department and 
the various civic groups was maintained by personnel 
from the Mayor’s Office of Public Service. Hundreds of 
tons of debris (placed on the sidewalk by residents con- 
ducting basement, attic and backyard clean outs) were 
removed by the contractors and by the division’s labor 
forces. One hundred forty-five large 25-cubic-yard con- 
tainers and nine smaller 8-cubic-yard containers were 
placed in various locations designated by civic organiza- 
tions for use in the local cleanup efforts. The providing 
and servicing of these containers was done under con- 
tract. 


Program 9 — Enforcement and Education 

The uniformed sanitation inspectors continued ringing 
doorbeiis and notifying violators of the barrel ordinance 
to supply the required number of receptacles to provide 
for the maximum amount of refuse generated at their 
addresses. 

To supplement the work of the uniformed sanitation 
inspectors we used the slogan, “Litter Costs You Money 
— Think About It” in the spring anti-litter campaign. 
All departmental vehicles were posted on both sides with 
signs featuring this motif. 

Over 9,800 violation notices were issued by these in- 
spectors and the results of their efforts were readily evi- 
dent in the areas in which they worked by the reduction 
of litter and the increase in the number of new barrels. 
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DISPOSAL SECTION 


Program 10 — South Bay Incinerator 


The South Bay incinerator received and disposed of a 
total of 137,138 tons of refuse during the year. 
Maintenance work performed under contract is listed 
below as follows: 
(1) Installed new instrumentation. 
(2) Reactivated fly ash arrestor system, to make tests 
for consulting engineers, Metcalf & Eddy. 
(3) Installed diesel fuel pump to supply diesel equip- 
ment. 
(4) Changed fire lines at westerly end of building and 
easterly end of dumping floor to prevent freezing. 
(5) Installed new electrical ground detection system 
to prevent motor burn-outs on the cranes. 
(6) Installed temporary door to machinery tunnel to 
control dust. 
(7) Changed floor drain system on the dumping floor. 


In September it was decided to attempt once more to 
reactivate the fly ash control and removal apparatus in- 
stalled during construction of the South Bay incinerator. 
Operation of this apparatus was terminated during the 
first year of plant operation because the loss of draft 
when operating slowed down the refuse burning rate and 
caused excessive smoking on the stoking and charging 
floors. Over the past nine years attempts were made to 
operate this equipment but always with the same nega- 
tive results. 


This attempt was made for two reasons. First, the 
Public Works Department has received several notices 
during September and October, 1969, from the Metro- 
politan Air Pollution Control District citing violations 
of their Regulation 6 which sets up the limits of density 
of smoke allowed as measured by the Ringleman Chart. 
The State Department of Public Health held a hearing 
on October 15, 1969, and on October 20, 1969, issued an 
order to the City of Boston to stop violation of Regula- 
tion 6. The Boston Air Polution Control Commission 
also requested reactivating this apparatus. Second, the 
engineering firm of Metcalf & Eddy (designers of the 
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plant) have been engaged by the Public Facilities De- 
partment to make a study and submit a report with rec- 
ommendations as to the fly ash problem at the incinerator 
and to propose some alternative solutions. It was 
deemed advisable that as part of this study we determine 
the present status of the equipment. No report was 
received prior to December 31, 1969. 

Steam generated from the burning of refuse was used 
for providing heat and hot water in the incinerator 
building. 

Program 11 — Gardner Street Sanitary Landfill 


A total of 194,477 tons of rubbish was received and dis- 
posed of at the site during the year. There were 144,268 
tons of cover material purchased from a contractor who 
trucked it to the dump site where it was used to cover the 
initial layer of incinerator residue (74,313 tons) com- 
pleting the program of a sanitary landfill operation. 

A publicly advertised contract was awarded to the low 
bidder Sylvester Ray, Inc. for relocating Brook Farm 
Brook westerly of its original course in a location abutting 
the westerly bounds of the city-owned property. A gravel 
access road was constructed paralleling the brook course 
and the total cost of the work was $86,036. Relocating 
this brook will provide us with dumping capacity for ap- 
proximately two years in the valley of the former brook 
course. 

The capacity of the existing landfill is approaching 
exhaustion and the need for an alternate disposal facility 
is urgent. We have requested the State Department of 
Public Works to provide under chapter 834, Acts of 1969, 
a solid waste disposal facility that can be used by the 
City of Boston. Also, we are making preparations to 
discuss with two cemetery associations, who own marsh 
land adjacent to our present landfill, the possibility of 
arriving at an agreement for the placing of rubbish fill 
on those marsh lands. 

Program 12 — Garbage Disposal 

The city exercised its first option renewal of the con- 
tracts with Kristoff Brothers for removing garbage de- 
livered to the Victory Road Transfer Station and with 
Kennedy Brothers for removing garbage delivered to the 
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Gardner Street Transfer Station commencing on April 1, 
1969, at a price of $1,300 per month for each contract. 
Approximately 4,700 tons of garbage were transferred at 
Gardner Street and 2,690 tons at Victory Road. 


Program 13 — Snow Removal 

The Snow Emergency Center finished its eighth season 
of operation at the Civil Defense Office located in the 
Fire Department Headquarters building during the 
winter of 1968-1969 under the direction of the Deputy 
Commissioner. The Sanitary Division continued to 
supply personnel that were the backbone of this opera- 
tion. The assignment of sanding and snowplowing in 
the Main Routes 3 District was capably handled by 
Sanitary Division personnel. 


SEWER DIVISION 


The Sewer Division is composed of three sections; 
Administrative, Maintenance, and Construction, under 
the direction of a Division Engineer. 

The Administrative Section, under the direction of an 
Administrative Assistant, is responsible for the prepara- 
tion of budgetary requirements; maintenance of time 
records of personnel; presenting receiving notices and 
warrants for service orders and purchase requirements to 
the Central Office of the department for processing; all 
correspondence received in, and emanating from, the 
division; processing of estimates for payment of contract 
work; keeping records pertaining to the sewerage works 
loan account; furnishing information relative to depart- 
ment policy as determined by directives, orders and 
ordinances; and processing of abatements in connection 
with the sewer use charge. 

The Maintenance Section, under the direction of an 
Associate Engineer, is responsible for the cleaning of 
catch basins, drop inlets, sewers and sewer appurte- 
nances; answering and investigating complaints relating 
to sewerage works; maintaining and repairing sewers; 
inspecting the laying of drains; operation of sewer pump- 
ing stations and disposal plant; recording complaints re- 
lating to sewerage works; recording sewer inspections; 
keeping record plans of the entire sewerage system; and 
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furnishing information to the public. On April 30, 1969, 
the cleaning of catch basins and drop inlets was returned 
to the jurisdiction of the Sewer Division where it had 
existed prior to June 1, 1960 when this function was 
transferred to the Highway Division. 

The Construction Section, under the direction of an 
Associate Engineer, is responsible for the entire building 
operations of sewerage works under contracts, from the 
field layouts through the final inspections; preparation of 
estimates for payment on all work performed under 
sewerage works contracts; and furnishing record plans of 
sewerage works to the Maintenance Section for updating 
its sectional plans. 

With the completion of the MDC Columbus Park 
Headworks on February 2, 1968, it was expected that 
the Calf Pasture Pumping Station would be phased out 
of operation. However, it became apparent that until 
further steps were taken by the MDC to accommodate 
the entire flow of Boston’s sewage, or unless the MDC 
took over the operation of the Calf Pasture Pumping 
Station, the station would still have to be maintained by 
the City of Boston as an operating facility for several 
more years. 

On June 30, 1969, Edward G. A. Powers retired as 
Division Engineer of the Sewer Division, in which ca- 
pacity he had served for ten and a half years of his thirty- 
nine and a half years total city service. 


WATER DIVISION 


The year 1969 saw the termination of service of three 
veteran employees. Water Division Engineer, Edward J. 
Pinkul, retired after more than forty years service; Super- 
intendent of Water Distribution, George S. Ryan and 
Water Revenue Supervisor, John F. Santino, died. The 
vacancies created in their positions were filled respectively 
by John P. Sullivan, Associate Civil Engineer, Albert P 
McCann, Assistant Superintendent of Water Distribution, 
and Francis J. Bradley, Administrative Assistant. 

All pipes and appurtenances for supplying potable 
water to the city are under the control, care and mainte- 
nance of this division. Also provided by the Water 
Division is the water to the two high pressure pumping 
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stations operated by the Fire Department for fire pro- 
tection in the central business section of the city. The 
Metropolitan District Commission supplies water to the 
Boston city line and charges one hundred and twenty 
dollars per million gallons of water sold to 1ts members. 
Boston’s requirements for water in 1969 were 136,911,900 
gallons of water per day or 222 gallons per capita. 


CONSTRUCTION SECTION 


The Construction Section consists of one Senior Civil 
Engineer, one Junior Civil Engineer, one Senior Engi- 
neering Aid (temporary), one Senior Engineering Aid, 
one Junior Engineering Aid, seven Water Service In- 
spectors and one Head Clerk. One Principal Civil 
Engineer is required to supervise this section. 


The following work was accomplished during the year: 
291 new domestic services were made; 51 new fire pipes 
connected; 137 hydrants established; 86 changed; and 
66 abandoned for a net increase of 71 hydrants. 


During 1969, a total of 24,734 linear feet of main pipe 
was laid or relaid, varying in size from 4 inches to 16 
inches. The areas in which main pipes were laid or re- 
laid are subdivided into districts as follows:

System relaid 4.7 miles and extended 1.4 miles of pipe; 
it established 137 new hydrants, abandoned 66 hydrants 
for an increase of 71 hydrants. The Water Division re- 
places 50 or more old and/or defective hydrants, under 
contract, each year. 


MAINTENANCE SECTION 

The Water Division Engineer is currently directing 
the Maintenance Section which consists of one Junior 
Engineering Aid (temporary), one Senior Clerk-Stenog- 
rapher, one Principal Clerk, and, with the aid of the 
personnel of the Construction Section, assisted in supply- 
ing official information to the public concerning all 
hydraulic problems, main pipe and service pipe locations; 
processed applications for new or enlarged domestic and 
fire services; maintained official records, plans, and 
pressure charts, and generally supervised the three 
Water Division yards. An Associate Civil Engineer and 
Senior Civil Engineer are required to assume super- 
vision of this section. 


Main PROJECTS 

The Water Division executed a contract for the con- 
struction of a 36-inch trunk water main in Dorchester. 
A federal grant from the Department of Housing and 
Urban Development in the amount of $405,300 will be 
applied to this project. The construction of the trunk 
main will begin in January of 1970. 

In 1969, contracts were awarded for the purchase of 
3,676 water meters in various sizes. The Water Division 
set more than 6,000 water meters in 1969. 

There were 27,750 linear feet of water mains (8-inch, 
12-inch, 16-inch and 24-inch) cleaned and cement-lined 
in Charlestown under a contract with the Boston Rede- 
velopment Authority. The entire distribution system in 
Charlestown has now been cleaned and cement-lined. 

The laying of 1,809 feet of 4-inch steel pipe in the 
Gardner Street Dump, West Roxbury, was completed.

These yards are responsible for the repair and mainte- 
nance of main pipes, services and fire pipes, hydrants, 
gates, and providing emergency and general service to 
the public. The main yard at 710 Albany Street main- 
tains emergency crews around the clock for any water 
service that may be required in any section of the city. 

The main yard and two area yards were assisted by 
three contractors. The contractual work consisted of 
excavation and backfillmg to allow Water Division em- 
ployees to repair leaks, lay or relay water services, change 
hydrants and repair or replace defective appurtenances. 

The maintenance shops handled all drilling of services 
in the main yard and assisted, in case of emergency, in 
the area yards. These shops repair defective hydrants, 
defective gates (in the ground, if possible) and rebuild 
corporation, tapping, and high pressure gates. Along 
with this work, the maintenance shops render assistance 
to other branches of the Public Works Department in 
many special jobs. The meter shop installs new meters, 
changes worn and defective meters, tests and repairs water 
meters, and maintains records of all meters in and out of 
service. More than forty-three hundred water meters 
in various sizes were installed by the meter shop during 
1969, replacing connection pieces, non-registering water 
meters, and to meter new accounts. 


ADMINISTRATIVE SECTION 
All of the important clerical and administrative func- 
tions of the Water Division are performed by the Ad- 
ministrative Section. This section assists the Division 
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Engineer in the preparation of annual budget estimates 
and requests, and prepares overtime authorization and 
furnishes information to the public regarding this Di- 
vision’s activities and regulations. The Administrative 
Section is currently supervised by the Water Revenue 
Supervisor and is staffed by two Principal Clerks and 
Stenographers, one Senior Clerk and Stenographer and 
two Senior Clerk Typists. An Administrative Assistant 
is required to assume supervision of this section. 


REVENUE SECTION 

All functions in relation to the revenue from water 
supply and service are the responsibility of this office. 
These functions include the processing of applications for 
new services and fire pipes, the reading of more than 
93,000 accounts quarterly and or semi-annually, request- 
ing the testing, installation or removal of meters, and the 
handling of complaints or inquiries concerning charges 
rendered. Water Division gross receipts amounted to 
$9,023,621.68 in 1969. 

Employees of the Revenue Section answer inquiries 
from the public regarding the sewer use charge. 

The Revenue Section processes and resolves all petitions 
for abatement, including those petitions for abatement of 
the sewer use charge, when said charge is directly related 
to water consumption. Sewer use charge petitions, when 
of a technical nature, are resolved by the Sewer Division. 
The number of partial abatements of metered water 
rates granted in 1969 was 721 amounting to $191,369.40. 


MDC Water ASSESSMENT 
The Metropolitan District Commission’s water assess- 
ment for 1969 will amount to $5,996,742.12 for 49,972,- 
851,000 gallons of water, at the rate of one hundred and 
twenty dollars per million gallons. 


EMPLOYEES 
The number of permanent employees with the Water 
Division on December 31, 1969, was 262 as compared to 
a total of 275 on December 31, 1968.

MAINTENANCE BRANCH 
History 


The Maintenance Branch, a section of the Central 
Office, Public Works Department, was established Febru- 
ary 8, 1960, by the Commissioner of Public Works and is 
a consolidation of the former Automotive Division of the 
Repair Shops, previously under the jurisdiction of the 
Sanitary Division. 


FUNCTIONS AND PROCEDURES 


The Maintenance Branch is responsible for the care, 
control, and the maintenance of all department-owned 
vehicles, and for the operation, care, and maintenance of 
all real estate and related facilities of the Public Works 
Department. The control of public utilities, such as 
telephones, electrical services, etc., are vested in the 
Maintenance Branch, as well as household supplies, fuel 
oil, ete. 
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The Maintenance Branch is primarily a service agency, 
and its success depends on how efficiently it meets the 
operating demands of the entire department. It is 
responsible for the following functions: 


(1) Perform automotive repairs of many types; (2) de- 
termines repairs to be made by commercial firms and 
checks the repairs which are made; (3) maintains stocks 
of automotive supplies; (4) lubricates vehicles and 
makes periodic changes of oil; (5) supervises the mainte- 
nance of vehicles through periodic inspections and through 
preventive maintenance procedures; (6) dispenses gaso- 
line, oil, and anti-freeze to department vehicles; (7) is 
responsible for the storage of vehicles in garages of the 
department and in commercial storage areas; (8) keeps 
records of equipment and supplies and cost analysis 
records; (9) participates in decisions concerning the 
purchase of new equipment; (10) draws up specifications 
for new equipment; (11) receives new equipment and 
prepares it for use; (12) furnishes emergency towing 
service for vehicles of any municipal agency; (13) fur- 
nishes communications of radio, teletype and telephone 
to operating units of the Public Works Department. 

The central dispatching headquarters is at 710 Albany 
Street.

ADMINISTRATIVE SECTION 


The principal administrative functions include: 


(a) 


budget estimates and reports; (b) preparation of contracts, 
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specifications and invitations to bid; (c) procurement of 
equipment, tools, parts, materials, and supplies; (d) ac- 
counting and cost records and reports; (e) maintenance 
records and reports; (f) contract administration; (g) gen- 
eral supervision of equipment; (h) general supervision of 
the repair shops; (1) general supervision of personnel; 
(j) supervision of correspondence; (k) supervision of the 
Communications Center; (1) dispension of gasoline; 
(m) supervision of safety program; and (n) time keeping 
and record keeping. 

The Albany Street garage is a two story building with 
a floor area of 22,000 sq. ft., and is utilized for garaging 
of trucks and dispensing of gasoline and oil. Repairs to 
chains are made here during the winter months. 


AUTOMOTIVE REPAIR SECTION 


The Automotive Repair Section is divided into four 
locations: 


1. Highland Street Motor Repair Garage, Roxbury 
2. Albany Street, Boston Proper 

3. Forest Hills, Jamaica Plain 

4. Hancock Street, Dorchester 


1. The Highland Street motor repair garage as a one 
story building with a floor area of 8,200 sq. ft., and is 
utilized for general repair work, stockroom, lubrication, 
and dispensing of gasoline and oil. Approximately ten 
thousand repair jobs are performed yearly at the various 
garages. ‘The stockroom at the Highland Street motor 
repair garage maintains an inventory of approximately 
$50,000.00 worth of repair parts, tires, batteries, etc. 

Typical repair jobs performed at the Highland Street 
motor repair garage are listed below: 


(1) Adjusting, relining, and repairing brakes 
(2) Adjusting and overhauling clutches 

(3) Repairing fuel pumps 

(4) Repairing and installing mufflers 

(5) Motor tune-up jobs 

(6) Major chassis repairs 

(7) Engine overhaul 
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(8) Ignition and carburetor repairs 

(9) Installing rebuilt motors on trucks 
(10) Repairing of power take-offs on hoists 
(11) Repairing tires and tubes 


2. The Albany Street sweeper repair shop is respon- 
sible for the mechanical operation of the street sweepers. 
The Albany Street sweeper repair shop combined with 
the welding repair section comprises an area of approxi- 
mately 30,000 sq. ft. The shop personnel perform com- 
plete overhaul operations and install motors, consisting 
of the removal of the fan belt, engine pulleys, generators, 
water pumps, intake and exhaust manifold, carburetors, 
plugs, wires, distributors, rear-housing, flywheel, clutch 
pressure plate, and bearings. 

The workers repair and install drive chains on front 
wheels, elevators, auxiliary drive, and main broom drive; 
as well as alignment, repairing, and installing of sprockets 
for these chains. They overhaul the hydraulic system, 
and overhaul the transmission of rear-ends. 


The sweeper repair shop employees replace plugs, 
points, condensers, and “‘tune’’ the sweepers. They clean 
and adjust plugs and points. In the snow season they 
repair the snowfighting equipment in the area. 

Every two weeks a complete grease and oil change is 
performed, including filter replacement, and steam clean- 
ing of entire vehicle (inside and out) is made. 


3. The Forest Hills garage is a one story building of 
approximately 8,400 sq. ft. Specifically the shop per- 
sonnel grease cars, trucks, tractors, and other automotive 
equipment; they check transmissions and differentials 
for proper lubrication, and change the grease. In general 
this garage is used for ordinary repair work to all types of 
vehicles, as well as lubrication and the dispensing of 
gasoline and oil. 


4. The Hancock Street garage is a one story building 
with a floor area of 8,800 sq. ft., and is utilized for general 
repair work to all types of vehicles, and lubrication and 
dispensing of gasoline and oil. In essence this garage 
performs similar functions in Area 3 as does the Forest 
Hills garage in Area 2. 
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A number of special jobs are sent to outside repair 
shops. These are jobs which the garages lack the facili- 
ties to do themselves, or which it is believed, because of 
their particular nature, can be handled more economically 
or efficiently by firms which specialize in the work. A 
list of these repair jobs which are performed outside 
would normally include the below-mentioned: 


(a) Radiator repairs 

(b) Glass work 

(c) Some ignition work (e.g. magnetos, distributors, 
etc.) 

(d) Rebuilding of motors 

(e) Spring repairs 

(f) Starter motors 

(g) Upholstering work 


WELDING REPAIR SECTION 


The Welding Repair Section is divided into two loca- 
tions: 


1. Albany Street welding repair section, and 
2. Dana Avenue welding repair section. 


1. The Albany Street welding repair section is respon- 
sible for the mechanical welding, and blacksmith repairs 
to street sweepers, brooms and runners; the maintenance 
of snow plows (approximately 300 snow plows and frames 
are installed on city trucks and contractor’s equipment) ; 
the care and maintenance of disposal boxes. 

The repair shop personnel lay out, cut and fit materials 
for welding; pre-heat and clean metals; perform auto 
body repair work of all types, including straightening, 
grinding, and welding. The shop personnel install plow 
frames, pumps, and rams, as well as repairing and replac- 
ing of same. They weld grouzer bars on bulldozers, re- 
pair and extend blades on bulldozers, and make all types 
of brackets and clamps for all the divisions of the depart- 
ment. 

Considerable repair work is performed for divisions of 
the department; repair of pumps and screens for the 
Sewer Division; repairing pipes, burning joints, cutting 
of bolts, repairing of gate and shut-off wrenches for the 
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Water Division; welding parts for cranes and stabilizing 
bars for the Sanitary Division (incinerator), and repair- 
ing signs and fences for the Highway Division. 

2. The Dana Avenue welding repair section welds, 
heats, and straightens all types of department-owned 
vehicles; spray painting, steam cleaning, sanding, chip- 
ping on all department vehicles are performed here. Let- 
tering and installing decals on the equipment is done 
here. 

This shop is engaged in the repair and maintenance of 
motor vehicles, heavy equipment, street sweepers, snow 
removal equipment, and the welding, straightening, and 
grinding of auto bodies, parts, and equipment. 

This repair shop is used for general repair work to ail 
types of vehicles; as well as lubrication and the dispensing 
of gasoline. 


BurLpiInG MAINTENANCE SECTION 


The Building Maintenance Section is located at the 
Albany Street garage. This section maintains the build- 
ings and related property of the department; constructs 
and repairs barriers, disposal boxes, and signs; erects fences 
and platforms, remodels offices, etc. 

The shop personnel build signs for all types of work, 
such as: “No Parking” for street cleaning and snow re- 
moval signs. This shop repairs oak decks on low bed 
trailers, also wooden sills on all trucks; repairs all damage 
caused by city vehicles (carpentry); erects and repairs 
Pitometer houses for the Water Division Pitometer sur- 
vey; builds and remodels walls and partitions in all Pub- 
lic Works Department offices; constructs wood forms for 
concrete blocks, foundations, footings and walls; crates 
all types of heavy machines to be transported; keeps in 
repair approximately 1,000 feet of chain link fence. 


COMMUNICATIONS CENTER 


The purpose of the Communications Center (which is 
now located in City Hall) is to be in constant contact 
with the vehicles which are equipped as mobile stations. 
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The radio system is designed with three objectives in 
mind: 

1. To furnish the Public Works Department with 
the best radio communication possible. 

2. To increase the efficiency of the Public Works De- 
partment. 

3. To save the taxpayers money by eliminating the 
needless use of labor time. 


The center operates twenty-four hours a day and seven 
days a week. A closed circuit teletype system and base 
radio station is installed in ten Highway Division yards 
linking these districts with their vehicles and the central 
snow removal office at Albany Street. In case of power 
failure at the main base station the auxiliary unit at 
Albany Street would be activated. The need for the main 
base is to provide an overall coverage to the mobile units 

and the ten stations. 

We have been notified of the loss of the Albany Street 
garage to the Boston Redevelopment Authority. In con- 
junction with this loss, the Public Works Department 
has been allocated $4,000,000 for the construction of a 
new garage at Access Road, Boston.

DESIGN SECTION 


The Design Section, under the supervision of the As- 
‘sociate Civil Engineer, performed the following types of 
work in 1969: 

Plans, profiles, estimates, specifications, and contract 
documents needed for planned construction or recon- 
‘struction of highway, bridge, sewer and water facilities. 

Cloth tracings for new street layouts, specific repairs, 
widenings, discontinuances, easements, assessments, and 
specialized plans for various departments, all as required 
for recording in Registry. 

Assessment plans needed by Public Improvement Com- 
mission for proposed sewer, water and street betterments.

Boston TRAFFIC AND PARKING DEPARTMENT 9 


Administration 


The year 1969 brought a drastic change in the make-up 
of the Traffic and Parking Department, as we saw the 
engineering and office staffs move to the New City Hall, 
while the complete labor force and Meter Maid Division 
remained at the original Traffic Commission Building. 
This move was made to allow Commissioner McGrath 
and the engineering staff to work in close harmony with 
other departments also located in the New City Hall. 

During the course of the year, there were eight depart- 
mental meetings held by the Commissioner and his staff 
of engineers where he promulgated new rules and regula- 
tions concerning the traffic and safety of the public within 
the city limits. There was one formal meeting on Sep- 
tember 5, 1969, held by the Commission, which includes 
the Traffic and Parking Commissioner as Chairman; 
Commissioner, Police Department; Commissioner, Fire 
Department; Commissioner, Real Property Board; and 
Commissioner, Public Works Department, as members 
along with the Executive Secretary and Deputy Com- 
missioner. 

At this formal meeting, the Commission voted that the 
Traffic Rules and Regulations of the City of Boston be 
amended as follows, effective October 1, 1969: 

Article X, section 1A (Schedule of Fines), is amended 
by striking out part 1 and inserting in place thereof the 
following: the new accepted boundaries of Downtown 
Boston, otherwise known as ‘“‘Zone A,” with an increase 
in fines for various traffic violations from $2 up to $15. 

Also voted on, amending the Traffic Rules and Regula- 
tions of the City of Boston, effective December 31, 1969, 
were the following: 

Article X is amended by striking out section 2 and 
inserting in place thereof the following: 

Section 2. Removal of vehicles parked or standing in 
violation of law on public ways in certain areas, thus 
defining the tow law in articles and sections of the de- 
partment’s rules and regulations and a fixed charge of 
$12 for towed vehicles plus storage rate, all to be paid 
before vehicle is released. 
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Under the new organizational chart set up by Com- 
missioner McGrath, all departments are functioning very 
well, and the cooperation has been outstanding. 

The Meter Maid Division has grown from the original 
thirteen to sixty-seven, with extended powers to cite all 
types of traffic and parking violations throughout the 
entire City of Boston. There has been an increase in 
revenue from the parking meters and all the various 
types of traffic parking violations, and a noticeable de- 
cline in all serious parking violations. The meter maids 
have a fleet consisting of five beach wagons and two 
sedans that are used during their tours of the city. 

The Safety Division (Traffic), also operating in indus- 
trial safety, had a busy year, with the showing of fourteen 
safety films and twelve safety displays, the distribution 
of 15,000 safety leaflets and pedestrian safety handout 
cards, along with a total of four safety seminars and 
sixty-eight safety lectures, endeavoring to educate the 
public in traffic and industrial safety.

Throughout the year 1969 this department has been 
able to make use of every vehicle assigned to it, perform- 
ing and completing all of its duties with very few diffi- 
culties. 

The fleet, consisting of Chevrolets, Fords, and Olds- 
mobiles (trucks, station wagons, and sedans), has driven 
over 450,000 miles, and only because of a well-scheduled 
preventive maintenance program was able to keep almost 
100 percent availability at all times. 

The Motor Pool Division attached to this department, 
operating with three chauffeurs and three vehicles, con- 
tinues to do an outstanding job in completing the sched- 
uled daily trips assigned to it by the various city depart- 
ments. 

Due to the fact that most of the vehicles are equipped 
with two-way radios, the department is able to respond 
to trouble calls with a minimum of delay.

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Traffic Signal Division— 1969 


The department has taken the first step in modernizing 
the traffic engineering features of Boston’s traffic signal 
system by contracting with Computer System Engineer- 
ing, Inc., of Burlington, Mass., to develop an economical 
and practical computerized signal system, in the labora- 
tory, modeled on two of Boston’s important intersections. 


The system demonstrated how the motorist’s life may 
be made easier by changing the cycle of the lights many 
times during the day to match the changing distributional 
characteristics of Boston’s traffic. Also, special situ- 
ations, such as sports events, fires, snowstorms, and con- 
struction projects, may be taken into account, and the 
system will make it possible to change the signals to suit 
an event when it occurs. These changes may all be 
quickly made by using the central computer and without 
having to change any equipment on the street. 


The system is designed to grow from a small size into 
one that could cover a large area. New traffic-control 
techniques, as they are developed, may be easily incor- 
porated by changing to computer programs. Reductions 
of maintenance cost have been considered, and the 
system demonstrated the use of modern solid state 
devices that have much more reliability than electro- 
mechanical devices. 

The next step in this project will be to install fifteen 
controllers at operating intersections to expose the control 
equipment to the elements. 

Plans have been prepared and submitted to the Massa- 
chusetts Department of Public Works for the signaliza- 
tion of fourteen intersections in the financial district of 
Boston. These signals will be installed as part of the 
“Topics” program.

Summary of Motor Vehicle Traffic Accidents 


for the Year 1969 


Traffic Commissioner William R. McGrath submits the 
following report of the fatal, personal injury, and prop- 
erty damage motor vehicle accidents as reported to this 
department, and that occurred on the City of Boston 
public ways under the jurisdiction of the City of Boston 
Police and Traffic and Parking Departments during the 
year ending December 31, 1969. 


- Highlights of the report are as follows: 


ile 


In the City of Boston there were 81 persons killed 

in 77 fatal accidents reported for 1969. 

a. This total included 52 pedestrians, 17 operators, 
11 occupants, and 1 bicyclist. 

b. Pedestrians accounted for 64 percent of all 
fatalities. | 

c. Of the 52 pedestrians killed, 41 were adults and 
11 of them were children. 

d. Our senior citizens continue to score very highly 
among the pedestrian fatalities due to their 
age, reflexes, and physical handicaps. 


Of the 77 fatal accidents, 24 (31 percent) occurred 
during daylight hours, while 53 (70 percent) were 
caused during the hours of darkness as a result of 
speed — too fast for conditions being the factor. 


The heaviest toll of pedestrian fatalities occurred 
at mid-block crossings with 34 (65 percent) and at 
intersections with 18 (35 percent). 


Of the 81 fatalities for 1969 the males accounted 
for 63 (78 percent), while the females added 18 (22 
percent) to the death toll. 


_ Two senior citizens (pedestrians) were killed in one 


accident on December 12, 1969, at 12.30 p.m. 
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while two persons were killed in each of 3 other 
accidents on October 21 at 10.45 p.m., November 
1 at 6.40 p.m., November 15 at 8.15 p.m.; all due to 
excessive speeding on the part of the motorists, 
causing loss of control of the vehicles. 


The month of November was the worst, when 14 

accidents caused 16 fatalities throughout the city. 

December was the next with 10 accidents and 11 

fatalities. There were 3 fatal accidents reported in 

the months of March and June. 

a. Saturday was the worst day of the week, with 
19 fatal accidents; Wednesday was the next 
with 17 fatalities. Thursday had the lowest 
rate, with 6 fatal accidents. 

b. Once again, driving too fast for conditions was 
a factor in the majority of the fatal accidents. 


Most fatal accidents within the districts occurred 
in Dorchester, with 16, while Boston proper and 
Roxbury reported 15 each. 


M.D.C. fatal traffic accidents in Boston indicate 

the following in addition to those reported above: 

a. Fatalities — 38 accidents, 47 persons killed, in- 
cluding 13 pedestrians. 

b. All other M.D.C. traffic accidents in Boston — 
5,864. 

c. Persons injured — 4,918, including 84  pe- 
destrians.

Dear Mr. Mayor: 


The following is the annual report for 1969 for the 
Veterans’ Services Department of the City of Boston. 

The present Veterans’ Services Department was es- 
tablished by the ordinances of 1954, chapter 2, section 66, 
and operates under the provisions of the General Laws, 
chapter 115. Prior to 1954 the department was known as 
the Department of Veterans’ Services, and prior to 
January 1, 1947, it was known as the Soldiers’ Relief 
Department. Complete revision of General Laws, 
chapter 115, was made effective January 1, 1947, which 
necessitated the change in name and structure of the de- 
partment. 

The department has two primary functions prescribed 
by law: 

1. The furnishing of veterans’ benefits to or for 
veterans and dependents of veterans. Veterans, de- 
pendents, and the various wars and conflicts included 
in our program are defined in the General Laws. 
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2. The furnishing of information, advice, and as- 
sistance relative to the procurement of employment, 
vocational or other educational opportunities, hos- 
pitalization, medical care, pensions, and other veterans’ 
benefits. 

Each application is investigated thoroughly, and par- 
ticular care is exercised during the year to extend mone- 
tary benefits provided by law to those entitled to them 
and to those who require them, and to withhold benefits 
from those not entitled to them. 


Special effort is made by the department to assure that 
federal and state benefits available to recipients be re- 
ceived so that the burden on the City of Boston is reduced 
as much as possible. Reimbursement from the Common- 
wealth for cases at the Boston City Hospital is made 
possible because of the operation of our division at the 
hospital which investigates all such cases. 


Over three quarters of the appropriation of this de- 
partment represents benefits paid to or for veterans and 
their dependents. The amount that we spend in any 
one year is governed by the economic climate. Ex- 
perience has indicated that there can be no absolute 
control over this item since demands are governed by 
various circumstances over which we have no control. 
Strikes have increased, and by law strikers eligible for 
veterans’ benefits can be assisted by this department 
during the duration of a strike. We are also required to 
assist veterans and/or their dependents eligible for un- 
employment compensation until such time as this com- 
pensation is paid. When genuine need exists this 
department is ready to provide assistance, but it is 
impossible to judge what changes will take place in the 
economic situation at any time during the year, and 
this can cause increases in the expenditures of this 
department. We also do everything possible to see that 
our recipients avail themselves fully of any federal or 
state benefits. 


In addition to the World War I, World War II, and 
Korean veterans being assisted by this department in 
various categories, there are increasing numbers of Viet- 
nam veterans making applications for assistance. Among 
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older veterans sickness, disability, need for ‘eye care, 
dental work, orthopedic appliances, nursing home care, 
and inability to perform duties in laboring jobs have 
Increased our expenditures. Hospital rates and nursing 
home rates increase regularly, as well as the costs of 
doctors, dentists, pharmacy charges, and homemaking 
services. Veterans Administration hospitals have de- 
creased the number of domiciliary patients allowed in 
their facilities, the Soldiers’ Home in Chelsea admits 
only acute illness cases, and as World War II and Korean 
veterans grow older there is an increasing demand for 
nursing home care. ‘The case load and expenditures in 
this department continue to grow larger due to all these 
factors. 

Effective December 8, 1966, under chapter 716, vet- 
erans status was granted to any person who served on 
active duty with the armed forces for more than 180 
days from February 1, 1955. These veterans and their 
dependents are also eligible for veterans’ benefits. 

Our office, through the Massachusetts Veterans’ Ser- 
vices, has supported bills before the Legislature for in- 
creased reimbursement from the Commonwealth for 
veterans’ benefits expenditures and contacted the Vet- 
erans Administration for increased pensions and other 
benefits for all veterans needing aid and attendant care. 

The department is composed of three divisions: Ad- 
ministrative, Benefits and Residence, and Hospital. 

The Veterans’ Services Department is located on the 
fourth floor of City Hall, Boston, where applications for 
assistance may be made. 

Our relations with the office of the Commissioner of 
Veterans’ Services for the Commonwealth continue to be 
good. It is particularly important to maintain this re- 
lationship in order that the City of Boston may obtain 
the greatest possible reimbursement from the Common- 
wealth. 

The following charts indicate expenditures, receipts, 
and the number of cases aided during the year 1969.

In accordance with the provisions of chapter 3, section 
24, of the Revised Ordinances of 1947, I submit herewith 
the annual report of the City of Boston Auditorium 
Commission for the year ending December 31, 1969. 

The Auditorium Commission is composed of five 
members who serve without compensation. The Com- 
missioners are appointed for a term of five years, one term 
expiring each year. Mr. Robert C. Nordblom is Chairman 
of the Commission. The Auditorium has a full-time 
Manager, Business Manager, Conventions and Exhibitions 
Coordinator, and Superintendent who were appointed 
under Chapter 438 of the Acts of 1965, and four Civil 
Service employees, namely, an Executive Secretary, an 
Administrative Secretary, a Receptionist, and a Junior 
Building Custodian. 

The War Memorial Auditorium was occupied approx- 
imately three hundred and twenty days by sixty-four 
conventions, exhibitions, trade and regional shows, the 
Metropolitan Opera, commencements, and graduations. 
Following is the list of shows held during 1969:

Dear Mr. Mayor: 


The annual report of the Housing Inspection Department for the 
year 1969 is herewith submitted, 


The long delayed Federally Assisted Concentrated Code Enforce- 
ment Program, under provisions of Section 117 of the Housing 
Act of 1965 was finally approved by the Department of Housing 
and Urban Development in February, 1969, Staffing and related 
organizational matters, including the training of personnel, 
were top priority items for the program in its infant stages, 
The Fields Corner/Ronan Park office is located at 1526 
Dorchester Avenue, Dorchester and the Jamaica Plain office is 
located at 165 Chestnut Avenue, Jamaica Plain, With this 
generally completed by September lst, and several legal 
technical matters resolved during the months of September and 
October, the actual property inspection and rehabilitation 
service programs began, 


Progress was significant during the year in the property in- 
spection and rehabilitation aspects of the program, A total 
of three thousand sixty four (3,064) dwelling units were in- 
spected and housing condition notices were issued. Complete 
work write-ups were prepared on one hundred twelve (112) 
properties and a total of thirty eight (38) Loan and Grants 
were approved, 


In response to the announcement that the Massachusetts Public 
Health Department had been alloted one. hundred thousand 
dollars ($100,000.) by the State Legislature for the purpose 
of conducting rodent control programs throughout the 
Commonwealth, I made application for funds on behalf of the 
City and my application was approved with a grant of forty 
thousand dollars ($40,000.). 
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This program which supplemented the Department's on-going rat 
program was completed in September with excellent results, 


The final report shows that there was dramatic decrease in 
the number of active rat burrows, the total number of rat 
complaints was reduced by almost fifty percent and there were 
only six (6) rat bites reported during the period. 


In addition, as part of the preventive portion of the progran, 
the Building Department razed seventy nine (79) vacant and 
abandoned buildings and over one thousand two hundred (1,200) 
vacant lots were cleaned from accumulation of rubbish and 
garbage by the Public Works Department, 


The Department dramatically increased training opportunities 
for the staff in order for it to be more qualified to under- 
take the responsibilities of residential rehabilitation, 


A group of ten (10) inspectors were enrolled in a Rehabili- 
tation Specialist Course conducted at the Massachusetts Bay 
Community College in Waltham, Key members of the staff 
participated in establishing curriculum and some presented 
lectures. It is anticipated that, at the conclusion of the 
course, these inspectors will be qualified to advance to the 
position of rehabilitation specialist, 


In addition, another ten (10) members of the Department 
participated in a course in Housing Code Enforeement offered 
at Boston College. This course was highlighted by the 
attendance of the two (2) top administrative people of the 
clerical staff who were anxious to increase their knowledge 
of codes and code enforcement in order to better direct the 
evergrowing programs of the Department, 


Court prosecutions totaled seven hundred (700) cases which 
was an increse of thirty percent (30%) over 1968, Forty (40) 
of these cases were found guilty and fines were assessed 
totaling eleven thousand six hundred and twenty five dollars 
($11,625.). Twenty five (25) of these fines were paid in the 
district courts for a total of three thousand seven hundred 
and seventy five dollars ($3,775.); the remaining fifteen (15) 
cases were appealed to Superior Court and were found not 
guilty or dismissed,

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The Boston Youth Activities Commission was created 
by the Massachusetts Legislature for the specific purpose 
of preventing juvenile delinquency. ‘Total prevention 
is, of course, an impossibility in a free society. Therefore 
the primary purpose of the Youth Activities Commission 
must be to reduce the amount of disapproved juvenile 
behavior in the city. The purpose is consistent with the 
Commission’s function as a delinquency prevention 
agency. 

The Youth Activities Commission is comprised of two 
Field Worker Services, the area youth work division and 
a guidance division, as well as auxiliary support com- 
ponents — special projects, planning, research, and 
traming. 


A. The Area Youth Worker 


The major weapon of the Youth Activities Commission 
in its battle to curb delinquency is its area youth worker 
component. In 1969 there were twenty-three area youth 
workers servicing twenty-one areas of the city. The pur- 
pose of the area youth worker is to work on the street 
with delinquent prone youth to help these youth to find 
a solution to the various problems with which they are 
confronted. The area youth worker’s office is the street 
corner, the local coffee shop, wherever youth congregate. 

Getting to know the boys and girls as a group and as 
individuals, he “‘raps’’ with them about problems they 
face at home, work, and school. These workers operate 
on the strects of the city, performing aggressive outreach 
social work. They are “detached” from the parent agency. 
Their target group is the delinquent or delinquency-prone 
youth of the area they are assigned to service. In the 
streets, the workers strive to build positive relationships 
with these ‘‘hard-to-reach”’ youth in an attempt to divert 
them from their patterns of antisocial behavior, the theory 
being that if someone takes an interest in these youth, 
who either cannot or will not avail themselves of standard 
social agencies, then these youth will respond to the effort. 

As a youth advocate, working in the streets, the area 
youth worker enjoys many unique advantages in his 
dealings with youth. The area youth worker is able to 
communicate with his youth on a daily basis. He operates 
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in their natural environment and as such is slowly able 
to gain their confidence and trust. The worker is where 
it’s happening. He is there at the onset of trouble and can 
take steps to avert it. If one of his youth is considering 
dropping out of school, the worker is likely to know about 
it and be right there to counsel him. The trust placed 
in the worker by the youth he services enables him to 
succeed with these youth where more conventional 
agencies have failed. 

Delinquency can be considered in either of two ways — 
as the result of the failure of various facets of society 
and the community, or as the result of the breakdown of 
more specific controls, i.e., the individual person, the 
family, or the peer group. The distinctive contribution 
of the area youth worker is the interrelated nature of his 
view and efforts in regard to both perspectives. 

In other words, the area youth worker sees juvenile 
delinquency as a problem not only of individuals and 
families but of social organizations and social conditions 
in interaction with one another. It is a problem not only 
of children with weak egos and poor controls, but of 
families who do not offer the youth proper controls; not 
only of youths who are dropouts and unemployed, but 
of lower class culture and victims of racial discrimination. 


B. Counseling 


The Counseling Department has an important place 
within the Youth Activities Commission. Among the 
many functions that fall within its capability are: coun- 
seling, testing, case recording, information, individual 
inventory, job and school placement, follow-up and 
evaluation of services. In most instances, staff members 
in the Counseling Department are engaged in all of these 
services directly or indirectly. However, individual 
specialties are being developed and encouraged. An 
attempt is made to keep caseloads manageable. 

The area youth worker and counselor both deal pri- 
marily with a specific target population of youths involved 
in behavior that is unsatisfactory in some respects either 
to themselves, society, or both. Counseling helps these 
youths become aware of structures built up over the 
years — emotional strengths, social and personal skills. 
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and aspirations. The more this type of awareness grows, 
the more the youth is able to influence in a positive way 
his own subsequent development. 

Flexibility and adaptability in providing this service is 
paramount. Because of their intensive involvement, the 
counselor and area youth worker must play many func- 
tional roles, such as helper, defender, advocate, friend, 
father figure, etc. As a centrally significant figure to 
youths in need of comprehensive attention, the counselor 
must be able to tie all the loose ends together and thereby 
provide a process where continual assistance is available 
and progress toward particular goals is identified. 


C. Research 


The Commission’s Research Division gathers weekly 
statistics from the worker’s reports and codes and com- 
putes them through a cooperative effort with the city’s 
data processing unit. The computerized information 
allows for feedback to administrative personnel to monitor 
the progress of workers and the status of particular cases. 
Monthly and quarterly print-outs are then utilized to 
achieve an overall assessment which is useful in planning 
future delinquency prevention programs. ‘The importance 
of building up research experience and a data bank of 
reliable demographic information in the area of delin- 
quency cannot be overestimated. 


D. Special Projects 


The Special Projects Department considers it of vital 
importance that youths from the city receive the oppor- 
tunity to partake of activities that would normally be 
unavailable to them. Thus, the department serves as a 
tool and a resource for the area youth workers. 

Projects that have been highly successful over the past 
years are youth fashion shows, ski trips, inner-city sports 
competition,’ mountain climbing excursions, and other 
recreational, educational, and cultural activities. 


1. Fashion Show and Career Training Program 

This program is designed to develop hidden po- 
tential in girls ages sixteen through twenty by ex- 
posing them to a specially designed ‘“‘finishing’’ school 
curriculum and to special career opportunities in the 
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fashion and beauty culture field. The main goals of 
this program are to build the girls’ self-confidence and 
to provide them with a chance at scholarships and 
other career opportunities. The girls are carefully 
selected from names submitted by both the area youth 
workers and the various youth-servicing agencies. 
The girls who are selected for the training, and sub- 
sequently the show, are specifically those girls who 
show an interest in the field, but who would normally 
not have the opportunity because of financial problems 
and/or lack of confidence in their own abilities. Over 
200 girls participated in 1969’s programs. 


2. Ski Program 


This program is designed to be educational as well as 
recreational. While the youngsters, age twelve to 
seventeen, are taught the skills of skiing, they are being 
exposed to a new environment. In 1969 over 2,000 
youth participated in this program. 

The youngsters in the ski program are given the 
opportunity to travel throughout many parts of New 
England and to meet and have fun with youngsters 
from all parts of Boston. 


3. Summer Camping Program 


Small groups and plenty of individual attention are 
the focal points of the camping and mountain-climbing 
program. Youngsters are exposed in the spring, sum- 
mer, and fall to the challenge and beauty of mountain 
climbing through three- and four-day backpacking trips 
to the White Mountains of New Hampshire. 

This program is being expanded to include canoeing, 
more varied and longer trips, and more extensive train- 
ing for everyone involved so that the youngsters can 
gain the competence to organize their own mountain 
trips. 

The program teaches a great deal to those youths 
who participate in it. The group learns to work to- 
gether as a team, each individual taking responsibilities 
and carrying a share of the load. Furthermore, during 
each trip each youngster, once he has learned the 
necessary skills, is given the opportunity to assume the 
leadership of the group. 
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4. Outward Bound Program 

Each summer scholarships are given to the Outward 
Bound School on Hurricane Island, Maine. The youths, 
age sixteen to twenty-three, are chosen by the area 
youth workers. The course is one month in duration 
and seeks to develop leadership skills and character 
through an active program of sailing and the practicing 
of survival skills. The youths attending the school 
learn to live and work together under difficult circum- 
stances. Nine such scholarships were provided last 
year to deserving youngsters. 


Area Youth Work Staff, 1969 

During 1969 twenty-three area youth workers serviced 
twenty-one areas of the city. Of these twenty-one areas 
three (Lamartine Street, Columbia Point, and D Street) 
were serviced simultaneously by two area youth workers; 
two new areas were serviced (Fidelis Way in Brighton, ' 
and South End). In the fall three workers who had been 
servicing areas for well over one year transferred to 
different areas — Baldacci (Maverick Square to Fidelis 
Way), Ellsmore (Brighton Center to Parker Hill), and 
McWilliams (Hyde Park to Maverick Square). 

Of the twenty-three area youth workers sixteen ser- 
viced areas for all of 1969; seven area youth workers 
serviced areas for less than nine months. 


Serving Delinquent-Prone Youth 

Area youth work is essentially a delinquency prevention 
program. ‘This implies that worker caseloads would 
consist primarily of already delinquent youth and de- 
linquent-prone youth. A study conducted by the Re- 
search Department during 1969 has shown that area 
youth workers can and very often do establish relation- 
ships with delinquent youth. ‘Those workers serving 
areas with the highest rates of delinquency were found 
to work with proportionately more “tough” youth. 
There were instances, however, where workers were not 
serving delinquent or delinquent-prone youth. 

Knowing that workers can reach certain youth, the 
question arises, ‘“How many youth were serviced by area 
youth workers”? Content analysis worker reports show 
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that 999 youth were serviced actively. Of these about 
seventy were females. The average number of youth 
serviced by each worker was forty-eight. This includes 
workers in areas for as short a time as three months and 
as long as two and one-half years. 

It was discovered that those workers servicing housing 
projects were serving more youth on the average (sixty) 
than those servicing traditional residential areas (forty- 
five youth per worker). 


Delinquency Prevention 

This section will attempt to explain the involvement of 

area youth workers in preventing delinquent behavior 
by youth. 
_ By nature of their work area youth workers are ex- 
posed to, or hear of, many delinquent acts committed by 
clients. For some, the youth are arrested or warned and 
appear in court; others are never apprehended, or are 
actually prevented by area youth workers. 

In 1969 workers reported 363 delinquent acts for which 
youth were not apprehended; workers took some pre- 
ventative or interventive action in 95 of these. Table 1 
shows that the most frequent offense committed is 
drinking. The incidence of drug use is high and has 
increased greatly in the past few years. Workers inter- 
vened most frequently in alcohol and drug violations. 
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‘Worker intervention usually took the form of turning 
in stolen cars; taking drugs or liquor away from youth; 
or warning youth about possible consequences of their 
behavior. 

_ Area youth workers reported that youth were arrested 
387 times, most frequently for auto or other types of 
theft. 


Table II shows the frequency of types of offenses.

Agency Referrals 


Area youth workers should refer youth and/or their 
families for appropriate services when they are needed 
and wanted. ‘Theoretically, area youth workers should 
be serving youth who are “trouble-prone’’ and whose 
families may also be “‘trouble prone.”’ The worker should 
be in a prime position to observe the onset and existence 
of problems that he may deal with or that other agencies 
may deal with as the worker gives the youth and his 
family the needed support to seek help for their problems. 

During 1969 twenty-three area youth workers made 
159 referrals to agencies for service. This is a sharp 
increase over the eighty-nine of 1968. This means that 
each worker made about seven referrals during 1969. 
Only two workers made no referrals — one started late 
in 1969, the other resigned in mid-1969. One worker 
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made as many as thirty-eight referrals. Of: the 159 
referrals ninety-six, or 64 percent, were to agencies such 
as YOC, NEC, etc., for jobs or job training. Only 
twelve, or 7 percent, were for social or mental health 
services. Twenty-six, or 16 percent, were for school 
adjustment problems. 


Table ITI shows the distribution of referrals by type.

Agency Contacts 

Another important function of area youth workers is 
to work closely with other agencies in the community 
serving the youth population. Workers may make con- 
tact with these agencies for several reasons: (1) The 
worker may want to establish or maintain a relationship 
with agency personnel; (2) the worker may wish to give 
or get information about a youth or his family from an 
agency that is also serving or is in contact with the 
youth, (3) contact may be made with agencies to develop 
community programs for the youth of the area, (4) all 
other types of contacts, ie., contacting police to report a 
stolen car, etc. 

During 1969, area youth workers made 985 agency 
contacts. This is an average of forty-three per worker 
(an increase of twelve per worker over 1968). There is 
no guideline as to whether this is an appropriate number 
of contacts. The agencies contacted, however, should be 
those that most directly affect the lives of the youth 
being served. The area youth workers seem to do this; 
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most contacts were with police, courts, probation, and 
Division of Youth Service personnel, settlements, schools, 
and community action groups. 


Table IV presents the number of agency contacts made.

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Appendix V 
AGENCY CONTACTS BY AYWS — 1969 
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RULES OF THE CITY COUNCIL 
1970 -- 1971 


RuLeE |. Unless otherwise ordered from time to time, 
and except on holidays, the regular meeting of the city 
council shall be held on every Monday at two o'clock 
p.M. in the council chamber, City Hall, 1 City Hall 
square, Boston. Special meetings may be called by the 
president at his discretion, and by the city clerk for the 
purpose only of drawing jurors. No special meeting of 
the city council, except to draw jurors, shall be called, 
except with the consent of all the members, upon less 
notice than twenty-four hours from the time the notices 
are mailed or dispatched by special messenger. 


(QUORUM 

Rue 2. A quorum of the city council shall consist 
of five members. If at the time any meeting is called 
to order, or if during a meeting a roll call shows less 
than a quorum present, the presiding officer shall de- 
clare a recess of not more than ten minutes, after which 
time, if a quorum is not present, the meeting shall be 
adjourned; provided, that any member may call for a 
roll call on the question of presence of a quorum. 


PRESIDENT 


Rute 3. The president of the council shall take the 
chair at the hour to which the council shall have ad- 
journed, shall call the members to order and after a roll 
call showing a quorum present, shall proceed with the 
regular order of business. In the absence of the presi- 
dent the senior member by age present shall preside 
as temporary president, or until a presiding officer 1s 
chosen. 
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Rute 4. The presiding officer shall preserve decorum 
and order, may speak to points of order in preference to 
other members, and shall decide all questions of order, 
subject to an appeal. Any member may appeal from 
the decision of the chair, but no appeal shall be con- 
sidered unless properly seconded. No other business 
except a motion to adjourn or to lay on the table shall 
be in order until the question on appeal has been decided. 


The question shall be put as follows: 


“Shall the decision of the chair stand as the judgment 
of the council)’ The vote shall be by a roll call, and it 
shall be decided in the affirmative unless a majority of 
the votes are to the contrary. 


The presiding officer may at any time, during debate 
or otherwise, declare a recess for not more than ten 
minutes, and such action shall not be subject to appeal, 
nor shall any motions apply thereto. 


Rue 5. The presiding officer shall propound all 
motions in the order in which they are moved, unless 
the subsequent motion shall be previous in its nature, 
provided that in naming sums and fixing times the 
largest sum and the longest time shall be put first. 


Rue 6. The presiding officer shall, at the request of 
any member, make a division of a question when the 
sense will admit of it. 


Rue 7. Subject to the provisions of these rules, the 
presiding officer shall, without debate, decide all ques- 
tions relating to priority of business to be acted upon. 


Rue 8. The presiding officer shall declare all votes; 
but if any member doubts a vote, the president shall 
cause a rising vote to be taken and, when two members 
so request, shall cause the vote to be taken by a roll call. 


Rue 9. When the presiding officer shall desire to 
vacate the chair he may call any member to it; but the 
president or the president pro tempore, as the case may 
be, may resume the chair at will. 


RULES OF THE City CouNCcIL 3 


Rute 10. Written notice of the substance of any 
committee report (except for a report of the executive 
committee voted at any meeting thereof held during a 
recess of the council), and the original and eleven copies 
of any message, order, ordinance, resolution, vote or other 
measure submitted by the mayor calling for action by the 
council, shall be delivered to the office of the city clerk 
at least three hours prior to the scheduled start of any 
meeting of the council as a prerequisite to its considera- 
tion at such meeting. It shall be the duty of the clerk 
of committees promptly to deliver a copy of any such 
report or message to each of the council members. Every 
motion made during a meeting shall be reduced to writing 
and copies of it given to the members if the presiding 
officer shall so direct. 


Rue 11. A motion to strike out and insert shall be 
deemed indivisible; but a motion to strike out being 
lost shall not preclude amendment, or a motion to 
strike out and insert. 


Rute 12. No motion or proposition of a subject 
different from that under consideration shall be ad- 
mitted under color or amendment. 


Any motion, order or resolution which in the opinion 
of the presiding officer does not have a direct bearing 
on the business of the council shall be referred without 
debate to the committee on rules, and shall not be 
further considered by the council except upon report 
by that committee. There shall be no appeal from the 
decision of the chair hereunder, and this rule shall not 
be subject to suspension. No motion shall apply, nor 
shall unanimous consent to speak on the matter so 
referred be in order. 


The committee on rules may report that any motion, 
order or resolution so referred to it is out of order because 
not having a direct bearing on the business of the council, 
and its report shall be a final disposition of the matter, 
subject to an appeal which shall be governed by the same 
provisions as those governing appeals from rulings of the 
presiding officer. 
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Rute 13. Any order, ordinance, resolution, vote or 
other measure submitted by the mayor shall be rejected 
without prejudice unless, when it is filed with the city 
clerk, it bears the certificate of the corporation counsel 
that, if adopted or passed in the form submitted by the 
mayor, it will be in accordance with law. 


Rue 14. When a petition, order, or resolution re- 
lates to a subject which may properly be examined and 
reported upon by an existing committee of the council, 
such order or resolution shall, upon presentation, be 
referred to such committee. When a motion is made 
to refer any subject, and different committees are pro- 
posed, the motions shall be put in the following order: 


1. To astanding committee of the council. 
2. To aspecial committee of the council. 


Any member offering a motion, order or resolution 
which is referred to a committee shall be given a hear- 
ing on the same by the committee before a report is 
made thereon if he so requests at the time of offering 
the same or before final action thereon by the com- 
mittee. 

If, within thirty days, a matter referred to a com- 
mittee other than a committee of all the members is not 
reported upon, it may be recalled by a majority vote 
of all the members. 

If, after thirty days, a matter referred to a committee 
other than a committee of all the members is not reported 
upon, it may be recalled by a standing vote of three 
members of the council. 

If, after sixty days, a matter referred to a committee 
is not reported upon, any member may recall such 
matter from the committee, and such matter shall not 
again be committed to any committee other than the 
executive committee. 


Rue 15. After a motion has been put by the pre- 
siding officer it shall not be withdrawn except by unani- 
mous consent. 
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Rue 16. When a question is under debate the fol- 
lowing motions only shall be entertained and shall have 
precedence in the order in which they stand arranged: 


To adjourn. 

To lay on the table. 

The previous question. 

To close debate at a specified time. 
To postpone to a day certain. 

To commit. 

To amend. 

To postpone indefinitely.

Rue 17. A motion to adjourn shall be in order at 
any time, except on an immediate repetition or pending 
a verification of a vote; and that motion, the motion to 
lay on the table, the motion to take from the table, and 
the motion for the previous question shall be decided 
without debate. 


Rue 18. Unless inconsistent with any provision of 
these rules, the proceedings of the council shall be 
governed by Robert’s Rules of Order. 


READINGS 


Rute 19. Every ordinance, order and_ resolution, 
unless reported upon by a committee or rejected, shall 
have two separate readings, both of which may take 
place at the same session unless objection is made; pro- 
vided that all orders for the expenditure of moneys, 
unless reported upon by a committee of the council, shall 
lie over for one week before final action thereon. When- 
ever the second reading immediately follows the first 
reading, the document may be read on the second occa- 
sion by its title only. All orders releasing rights or 
easements in or restrictions on land, all orders for the 
sale of land, all appropriations for the purchase of land, 
and all loans voted by the council shall require a vote 
of two-thirds of all the members of the council, and shall 
be passed only after two separate readings and by two 
separate votes, the second of said readings and votes 
to be had not less than fourteen days after the first, 
except in cases in which a shorter period is authorized 
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by law. Any order rescinding an order for any of the 
foregoing purposes shall require the same number of 
readings and of votes as was required for the passage of 
the original order. 


RECONSIDERATION 


RuLE 20. When a vote has been taken any member 
may move a reconsideration thereof at the same meeting. 
Debate on motions to reconsider shall be limited to twenty 
minutes, and no member shall occupy more than four 
minutes, but on a vote upon any subsidiary or incidental 
question debate shall be limited to ten minutes, and no 
member shall occupy more than two minutes. 


RuLE 21. When a motion to reconsider has been de- 
cided, that decision shall not be reconsidered, and no 
question shall be twice reconsidered unless it has been 
amended after the reconsideration; nor shall any recon- 
sideration be had upon the following motions: 


To adjourn. 

The previous question. 

To lay on the table. 

To take from the table. 

To close debate at a specified time.

A motion to reconsider may be laid on the table or 
postponed indefinitely, and the effect of such action in 
either case shall be to defeat the motion to reconsider. 


Conpuct OF MEMBERS 


RULE 22. Every member when about to speak shall 
rise, address the chair, and wait until he is recognized. 
In speaking he shall refrain from mentioning any other 
member by name, shall confine himself to the question, 
shall not use unbecoming, abusive or unparliamentary 
language and shall avoid personalities. Any member 
who, in debate or otherwise, indulges in personalities, 
or makes charges reflecting upon the character of another 
member, shall make an apology in open session at the 
meeting at which the offense is committed or at the next 
succeeding regular meeting and, failing to do so, shall 
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be named by the president or held in contempt and 
suspended from further participation in debate until 
said apology is made. 


RuLE 23. No member shall speak more than once on 
a question when another member who has not spoken 
claims the floor, and no member speaking shall, without 
his consent, be interrupted by another, except upon a 
point of order. 


RuLE 24. No member shall be permitted to vote on 
any question, or to serve on any committee, where his 
private right is immediately concerned, distinct from 
the public interest. 


RULE 25. Every member who shall be present when 
a question is put, unless he is excluded by interest, shall 
give his vote in the affirmative or negative or shall 
respond “present,” unless the council for special reason 
shall excuse him from voting. 


COMMITTEES 
Rue 26. The president shall appoint all standing 
committees and, unless specially directed by the council, 
all special committees. He shall fill amy committee 
vacancy and designate the rank of the members of each 
committee. There shall be the following standing com- 
mittees: 


1. A committee, to be known as the Executive Com- 
mittee, to consist of all the members of the council. 


2. A committee on Appropriations and Finance, to 
consist of seven members, to which shall be referred all 
matters concerning appropriations, the city budget, ex- 
penditures and loans. 


3. A committee on Claims, to consist of five members, 
to which shall be referred all claims against the city 
arising from the act or neglect of any of its departments. 
It shall report annually an account of the claims awarded 
or approved by it and the amount of money awarded or 
paid in settlements thereof.

4. A committee on Confirmations, to consist of five 
members, to which shall be referred all appointments 
which are required to be confirmed by the council. 


5. A committee on Legislation and Home Rule, to con- 
sist of five members, to which shall be referred all memo- 
rials to officials of the commonwealth or the federal 
government and all matters relating to the eighty-ninth 
article of amendment of the Constitution of the Common- 
wealth. Said committee or its delegate shall appear before 
the committees of the General Court to represent the 
interest if the city when authorized so to do by vote 
of the council. 


6. A committee on Licenses, to consist of five members, 
to which shall be referred all petitions for licenses and 
permits. 


7. A committee on Ordinances and Resolutions, to con- 
sist of five members, to which shall be referred all orders 
concerning ordinances and all resolutions expressing 
opinions, principles, facts or purposes. 


8. A committee on Penal Matters, to consist of five 
members. 


9. A committee on Public Health, to consist of five 
members, to which shall be referred all matters concern- 
ing public health and hospitals. 


10. A committee on Public Housing, to consist of five 
members, to which shall be referred all matters concern- 
ing public housing. 


11. A committee on Public Lands, to consist of five 
members, to which shall be referred all matters relating 
to public lands. 


12. A committee on Public Services, to consist of five 
members, to which shall be referred all matters concern- 
ing public safety, public welfare, public works, parks, 
playgrounds and recreation. 


133 A committee on Rules, to consist of five members, 
to which shall be referred all matters concerning rules, 
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committee procedures and council equipment, facilities, 
staff, and supplies. 


14. A committee on Urban Renewal, to consist of seven 
members, to which shall be referred all matters concerning 
urban development, rehabilitation and renewal. 


ORDER OF BUSINESS 


Rue 27. At every regular meeting of the council the 
order of business shall be as follows: 


1. Communications from the mayor. 

2. Presentation of petitions, memorials, and remon- 
strances. 

Reports of city officers, and others. 

Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 

Reports of committees. 

Orders, and resolutions.

SPECTATORS 


Rue 28. No person except a member of the council 
shall at any time be permitted to occupy the seat in the 
council chamber of any member of the council. The city 
messenger shall enforce this rule. 


Rute 29. No person excepting officials connected with 
the council and duly assigned reporters of the news media 
shall be allowed in the anterooms or upon the floor of the 
council chamber while the council is in session, except 
upon invitation of the presiding officer. Spectators will 
be allowed in the gallery of the council chamber when 
the council is in session, but no one will be admitted to 
said gallery after all the seats are occupied. No demon- 
strations of approval or disapproval from the spectators 
shall be permitted, and if such demonstrations are made 
the gallery will be cleared. The city messenger shall 
enforce this rule. 


CoMMITTEE MEETINGS 
Rue 30. No meeting of any committee shall, without 
the consent of all the members thereof, be called upon 
less than twenty-four hours from the time the clerk of 
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committees shall have mailed the notices or dispatched 
them by special messenger; provided that meetings of the 
executive committee may be held in the recess period 
of any meeting of the council without such consent or 
notice. No committee, unless authorized by an order 
of the council, shall incur any expense. No committee 
meeting shall be called later than one hour immediately 
preceding the time set for any regular meeting of the 
council, nor shall any committee remain in session later 
than the hour named for such regular meeting. 

The clerk of committees shall deliver notices of all com- 
mittee meetings to all the members of the council at their 
offices. 


ForM OF VOTES 


Rute 31. In all votes the form of expression shall be 
“Ordered” for everything by way of command, and the 
form shall be “Resolved” for everything expressing 
opinions, principles, facts or purposes. 


DuTIES OF OFFICERS OF COUNCIL 


Rue 32. The following officers of the council shall 
have the following duties: 


1. Staff Director. Subject to the direction of the coun- 
cil, the staff director shall have charge of all of the staff 
activities of the council and shall direct the work of all 
other members of the council staff. He shall report to the 
council through the president of the council. He shall 
make recommendations from time to time to the council 
regarding the recruitment, compensation, promotion and 
separation of council staff members. In the absence or 
disability of the staff director, the president, after con- 
sultation with the rules committee, shall designate a 
member of the staff to act as staff director. 


2. Clerk of Committees. Subject to the supervision of 
the staff director, the clerk of committees shall: 


(a) Make arrangements at the request of the ap- 
propriate committee chairman, for each committee 
meeting and hearing; 
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(b) Provide for the preparation of minutes and 
stenographic transcripts of committee meetings and 
hearings; 

(c) Assist councillors in preparing original and 
amended orders, resolutions and committee reports; 

(d) Supervise the activities of the assistant clerk of 
committees; 


(e) Perform such additional duties as may be assigned 
from time to time by the staff director. 


3. Chief of Research. Subject to the supervision of the 
staff director, the chief of research shall: 

(a) Undertake or direct research in regard to 
problems and projects submitted to him by council 
committees or individual councillors. 

(b) Supervise the work of research analysts and assist 
in the indoctrination and supervision of summer interns. 

(c) Perform such additional duties as may be assigned 
from time to time by the staff director. 


4. Chief of Administrative Services. Subject to the di- 
rection of the staff director, the chief of administrative 
services shall: 

(a) Keep the accounts and prepare the budget and 
financial reports of the council. 

(b) Furnish and maintain an appropriate stock of 
stationery, stamps, business equipment and_ office 
supplies and supervise the distribution of same. 

(c) Supervise the operation and maintenance of 
council facilities, furnishings and equipment. 

(d) Perform such additional duties as may be as- 
signed from time to time by the staff director.

Rue 33. No person except members and officers of the 
council and duly assigned reporters of the news media 
shall be admitted at any time to the president’s room, 
the personal offices of the councillors, executive com- 
mittee room, or council chamber, except when invited 
on official business or accompanied by a member of the 
council.

ESTABLISHING IN THE CITY OF BOSTON A 
COORDINATING COUNCIL ON DRUG ABUSE 





In the Year Nineteen Hundred and Sixty-nine. 





Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 


The Revised Ordinances of 1961 are hereby amended 
by inserting after chapter 10B, inserted by chapter 2 of 
the Ordinances of 1969, the following chapter: — 


CHAPTER 10C 
Druc ABUSE COORDINATING COUNCIL 


SECTION 1. There shall be in the city a board, known 
as the Coordinating Council on Drug Abuse, consisting of 
the corporation counsel, the commissioner of health and 
hospitals, the penal institutions commissioner, the police 
commissioner and the chairman of the youth activities 
commission, ex officiis, or their respective designees, and 
sixteen persons appointed by the mayor each for a term 
expiring on the first Monday of the January following the 
next biennial municipal election at which a mayor ts 
elected. In making the appointments to be made by him, 
the mayor shall give consideration to the appointment of 
persons associated with, or representative of, the federal 
Bureau of Narcotics and Dangerous Drugs, the Division 
of Food and Drugs in the state Department of Public 
Health, the probation officers of the Municipal Court of 
the City of Boston, the Boston Juvenile Court, and the 
other municipal and district courts in the city, the public, 
and the nonpublic, schools in the city, the model cities 
drug program, the Boston Teachers Union, the Drug 
Treatment and Drug Education Committee of United 
Community Services of Metropolitan Boston, and the 


project currently coordinated by the Boston University 
Mental Health Center and the Boston College-Urban 
League Joint Center for Intercity Change. At least two 
of the persons appointed by the mayor shall be doctors or 
psychologists who have dealt with the medical and psycho- 
logical problems of youth in Boston. 

The mayor shall from time to time designate one of 
the members of the board as chairman and another as 
vice-chairman. The mayor shall appoint a full-time ex- 
ecutive secretary of the board. The board may appoint 
clerical assistance. 

All members of the board shall serve without com- 
pensation, but shall be reimbursed: for expenses neces- 
sarily incurred in the performance of their duties. 


SECTION 2. It shall be the duty of the coordinating 
council on drug abuse to meet at least once each month; 
to coordinate to the fullest possible extent the work of all 
public and private agencies dealing with drug abuse; to 
effect an ongoing dialogue and exchange of views between 
such agencies; to conduct, either independently or in 
conjunction with the school committee of the city, such 
drug education programs as said council deems advis- 
able; to conduct studies, investigations and research into 
the source and use of harmful drugs and narcotic drugs as 
those terms are respectively defined in section one hun- 
dred and eighty-seven A and section one hundred and 
ninety-seven of chapter ninety-four of the General Laws, 
as now or hereafter amended; to pursue a course of action 
to insure that all laws governing the sale, possession and 
use of both harmful, and narcotic, drugs are duly en- 
forced; and by the use of such media of communication as 
said council shall from time to time deem appropriate, 
keep the inhabitants of the city informed respecting the 
use of both harmful, and narcotic drugs.

THE MAYOR.

SECTION 1.* The mayor shall appoint heads of depart- 
ments and members of municipal boards and fill vacancies 
therein in the manner provided by law. He shall, in the 
municipal year in which the term of the incumbent expires, 
appoint the following officers, to serve for the terms herein- 
after specified: 

For the term of three years, beginning with the first day 
of May in the year of appointment: four overseers of the 
public welfare. 

For the term of four years, beginning with the first day 
of May in the year of appointment: the fire commissioner, 
the corporation counsel, and the penal institutions com- 
missioner.

For the term of five years, beginning with the first day 
of May in the year of appointment: one trustee of the 
Boston public library. 


Sect. 2.* The mayor shall annually appoint, subject 
to confirmation by the city council, officers to act as 
weighers, measurers, surveyors, or inspectors of certain 
articles, each for a term of one year beginning with the 
first day of May in the year of appointment, who shall 
exercise the powers and perform the duties provided by 
the statutes and ordinances relating to the weighing, 
measuring, surveying or inspecting of such articles, shall 
be sworn to a faithful performance of their duties, shall 
be paid the fees established by law, and shall receive no 
compensation from the city, viz.: 


One or more employees of any person; firm or cor- 
poration to be weighers of goods, who shall have no 
other authority than to weigh, for the benefit of their 
employers, all goods or materials (except beef and coal) 
sold or purchased by such employers in the _ ordi- 
nary course of business. 

One or more weighers of coal, one of whom shall not be 
engaged in the business of selling coal; 

One or more weighers of beef, who shall not be dealers in 
cattle; 


One or more weighers of vessels and ballast, who shall 
not at the time of appointment or during their term of 
office own, or act as agent of, or have any interest in, a 
vessel engaged in the transportation of stone, gravel, 
sand or ballast, or be engaged or interested in the sale of 
stone, gravel, sand or ballast; 

One or more measurers of wood and bark; 

One or more weighers of grain; 

One or more measurers of leather who have been 
certified by the director of standards as fit persons for 
such appointment; 


The mayor shall annually appoint, subject to confirma- 
tion by the city council, constables for the term of one 
year beginning with the first day of May in the year of 
appointment, who shall be inhabitants of the city. Ap- 
pointments of constables shall specify in each case

whether the appointment is for a position connected 
with the city or county service to serve without bond or 
for the service of civil process upon the filing of the bond 
required by law. The number of constables authorized 
to serve civil process upon filing bond shall be limited to 
one hundred and seventy-five; provided, that no person 
appointed such a constable while holding an office or 
position in the housing inspection department shall, so 
long as he holds such an office or position, be included in 
computing for the purpose of such limitation the number 
of such constables.

rendered by him under the building code and the zoning 
law. Each member of the board of examiners in the 
building department shall receive for every day or part 
thereof of actual service twenty-five dollars, but in no 
event more than two thousand dollars in any one year. 


The person in the service of the real estate appraisal 
division of the assessing department serving ex officio on 
the board of review in said department shall, while so 
serving, receive as compensation for his services as chair- 
man and a member of said board, in addition to the com- 
pensation for his regular service in said division, the 
amount, if any, by which such compensation is exceeded 
by the maximum compensation for an office allocated to 
Grade No. R-20 of the compensation plan from time to 
time in effect for the county; and the person in the 
service of the statistical research division of said depart- 
ment serving ex officio on said board shall, while so serving, 
receive as compensation for his services on said board, 
in addition to the compensation for his regular service in 
said division, the amount, if any, by which such com- 
pensation is exceeded by the maximum compensation for 
an office allocated to Grade No. R-19 of such compen- 
sation plan. 


The deputy assessors shall be compensated as if they 
held an office allocated to Grade No. R-19 of the com- 
pensation plan from time to time in effect for the county; 
assistant assessors lawfully required to devote at least 
thirty-five hours a week to their work shall be com- 
pensated as if they held an office allocated to Grade No. 
R-15 of said compensation plan. 


The auctioneer in the real property department shall 
be compensated as if he held a position allocated to 
Grade No. 30 of the compensation plan from time to time 
in effect for the county.

SEcTION 1.* There shall be in the city a department, 
known as the Administrative Services Department, which 
shall be under the charge of a board, known as the Ad- 
ministrative Services Board, consisting of an officer, 
known as the Director of Administrative Services, who 
shall be chairman of the board, an officer known as the 
Deputy Director of Administrative Services for Fiscal 
Affairs, an officer known as the Supervisor of Budgets, an 
officer known as the Supervisor of Personnel, an officer 
known as the Purchasing Agent, and the commissioner 
of assessing, the city auditor and the collector-treasurer, 
ex officiis. The director of administrative services, the 
deputy director of administrative services for fiscal 
affairs, the supervisor of budgets, and the purchasing 
agent shall each be appointed by the mayor for a term 
expiring on the first Monday of the January following the 
next biennial municipal election at which a mayor is 
elected, and shall devote their whole time to the duties 
of their respective offices. The supervisor of personnel 
shall be appointed by the mayor, and hold office, subject 
to the civil service laws and rules, and shall devote his 
whole time to the duties of his office. The director of 
administrative services shall exclusively have the powers, 
and perform the duties, of a department head with respect 
to the appointment, suspension, discharge, compensation 
and indemnification of subordinates for the administrative 
services department and the several officers thereof.

The members of the council 
on aging first appointed shall serve, according to the 
provisions of their respective appointments, for terms 
expiring, in the case of three members, one year, in the 
case of three other members, two years, in the case of 
three other members, three years, and in the case of two 
other members, four years, from May 1, 1968. As the 
term of any such member, or of any subsequent member, 
expires, his successor shall be appointed by the mayor 
for a term of four years. Any vacancy in the office of a 
member shall be filled by the mayor for the unexpired 
term. The mayor shall from time to time designate 
one of the members of the council on aging as chairman 
and another as vice chairman. The members of the 
council on aging shall serve without compensation. 


Secr. 2. The council on aging shall be cognizant 
of federal and state legislation concerning financial 
assistance, information exchange, and planning for 
better community programming for the elderly, and 
shall co-ordinate or carry out programs designed to 
meet the problems of the aging in co-ordination with 
programs of the Commission on Aging established under 
section 73 of chapter 6 of the General Laws. The council 
on aging shall send to said Commission on Aging a copy 
of the annual report transmitted by it to the mayor under 
section 25 of chapter 3 of these ordinances.

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CHAPTER. 5.* 
ASSESSING DEPARTMENT. 


SecTIon 1. Department and Divisions. There shall 
be in the city a department, known as the Assessing 
Department, which shall be under the charge of a board 
consisting of an officer, known as the Commissioner of 
Assessing, appointed by the mayor for a term expiring 
on the first Monday of the January following the next 
biennial municipal election at which a mayor is elected, 
and of two other officers, known as Associate Commis- 
sioners of Assessing, each appointed by the mayor for a 
like term. The mayor shall from time to time by a writing 
filed with the city clerk designate one of the associate 
commissioners of assessing as the associate commissioner 
of assessing for motor vehicle excises and the other as the 
associate commissioner of assessing for poll taxes. 

Said board shall divide the assessing department from 
time to time into a real estate appraisal division, a 
statistical research division, and such other divisions as 
said board shall adjudge necessary for the proper conduct 
of the department. 

Sect. 2. Powers and Duties of Commissioner of 
Assessing. ‘The commissioner of assessing shall, for the 
assessing department including the board of review, 
exclusively have the power, and perform the duties, 
conferred or imposed by law on the assessor in existence 
immediately prior to the taking effect of this ordinance 
with respect to the acquisition and disposal of property, 
the making of contracts, and the appointment, suspen- 
sion, discharge, compensation and indemnification of 
subordinates. ‘The commissioner of assessing shall also 
have the powers and perform the duties conferred or 
imposed by law on the assessor and the board of review 
in the assessing department in existence immediately 
prior to the taking effect of this ordinance with respect 
to taxes other than poll and motor vehicle excise taxes, 
and shall further have the powers and perform the duties 
from time to time conferred or imposed on assessors of 
cities in Massachusetts by general laws applicable to 
Boston with respect to taxes other than poll and motor 
vehicle excise taxes.

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Sect. 3. Powers and Duties of Associate Commissioners 
of Assessing. ‘The associate commissioners of assessing 
shall have the powers and perform the duties conferred 
or imposed by law on the assessor in existence immedi- 
ately prior to the taking effect of this ordinance with 
respect, in the case of the associate commissioner of 
assessing for motor vehicle excises, to motor vehicle 
excise taxes, and in the case of the associate commissioner 
of assessing for poll taxes, to poll taxes, and shall also 
have the powers and perform the duties from time to 
time conferred or imposed on assessors of cities in Massa- 
chusetts by general laws applicable to Boston with 
respect, in the case of the associate commissioner of 
assessing for motor vehicle excises, to motor vehicle excise 
taxes, and in the case of the associate commissioner of 
assessing for poll taxes, to poll taxes. In addition, each 
associate commissioner of assessing may, at such time as 
he shall have been so authorized by written designation 
signed by the commissioner of assessing, approved by 
the mayor and filed with the city clerk and such authoriza- 
tion shall not have been revoked in like manner, exercise 
the powers and perform the duties of commissioner of 
assessing in relation to such matters as may be specified 
in such designation. In the event of the absence, dis- 
ability or vacancy in office of an associate commissioner 
of assessing, the powers and duties conferred or imposed 
upon him by or under this section shall be exercised and 
performed by the other associate commissioner of 
assessing. 


Sect. 4. Board of Review. There shall be in the as- 
sessing department a board, known as the Board of 
Review, consisting of (1) such person in the service of 
the real estate appraisal division of the assessing depart- 
ment as the mayor, by a writing filed with the city clerk 
after the commencement of a municipal year, shall 
designate to serve ex officio on said board at his pleasure 
during such year, who, while so serving, shall be chairman 
of said board, (2) such person in the service of the sta- 
tistical research division of the assessing department as 
the mayor in like manner shall designate to serve ex 
officio on said board at his pleasure during such year, and 
(3) such person as the mayor shall appoint from the public 
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at large to serve on said board for a term expiring on the 
first Monday of the January following the next biennial 
municipal election at which a mayor is elected. 

It shall be the duty of the board of review to review 
every application for the abatement of a real estate or 
personal property tax and report to the commissioner of 
assessing its findings and recommendations with respect 
thereto, including such suggestion for settlement, if any, 
as, after discussion with the applicant, the board may 
think proper. 

SEcT. 5. Application for Abatement. Every applica- 
tion for abatement filed with the assessing department 
shall be deemed to be filed with, and shall be forthwith 
transmitted to, in the case of an application for the abate- 
ment of a real estate or personal property tax, the com- 
missioner of assessing, in the case of an application for 
the abatement of a motor vehicle excise tax, the associate 
commissioner of assessing for motor vehicle excises, and 
in the case of an application for the abatement of a poll 
tax, the associate commissioner of assessing for poll taxes.

CONSUMERS’ COUNCIL. 


SECTION 1. There shall be in the city a board, known 
as the Boston Consumers’ Council, consisting of the cor- 
poration counsel or his designee, the sealer of weights and 
measures or his designee, the commissioner of health and 
hospitals or his designee, a person appointed by the 
mayor after consultation with the consumers’ council of 
the commonwealth, and three other persons appointed by 
the mayor, at least two of whom shall be persons of low 
income. Each of the persons appointed by the mayor 
shall serve for a term expiring on the first Monday of the 
January following the next biennial municipal election at 
which a mayor is elected. The mayor shall from time to 
time designate one of the members of the council as 
chairman and another as vice chairman. All members of 
the council shall serve without compensation, but shall be 
reimbursed for expenses necessarily incurred in the per- 
formance of their duties. The council shall meet every 
other month, and at other times at the call of the chair- 
man. 

The mayor shall designate an employee of his office to 
serve as executive secretary of the council; and the 
council may appoint a clerical assistant. 

Sect. 2. The Boston consumers’ council shall con- 
duct studies, investigations and research in matters 
affecting consumer interests; shall keep consumers in the 
city informed on matters affecting their interests, using 
t As added by Ord.

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for that purpose such media of communication as the 
council shall from time to time adjudge appropriate; and 
shall pursue a course of action to insure to the fullest 
possible extent that all laws enacted for the benefit of 
consumers are duly enforced.

DEVELOPMENT AND INDUSTRIAL COMMISSION. 


SEcTION 1. There shall be in the city a board, known 
as the Development and Industrial Commission, con- 
sisting of fifteen commissioners appointed by the mayor. 
The development and industrial commissioners first ap- 
pointed shall serve according to the provisions of their 
respective appointments, in the case of three commis- 
sioners, for a term expiring five years, in the case of three 
other commissioners, for a term expiring four years, in 
the case of three other commissioners, for a term ex- 
piring three years, in the case of three other commis- 
sioners, for a term expiring two years, and in the case of 
three other commissioners, for a term expiring one year, 
from January thirty-first, nineteen hundred and sixty- 
nine.

The commissioners shall serve without compensation, 
but shall be reimbursed for expenses necessarily incurred 
in the performance of their duties. The commissioners 
shall be deemed to be special municipal employees for 
the purposes of chapter two hundred and sixty-eight A of 
the General Laws. 

Sect. 2. The mayor may, upon nomination of the 
development and_ industrial commission, appoint an

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executive director for such commission, who shall serve 
at the pleasure of the mayor and receive such compensa- 
tion for his services as the commission, with the approval 
of the mayor, shall from time to time determine. The 
commission may employ such other experts, assistants 
and employees as the commission may think necessary 
or expedient. 


Sect. 3. The development and industrial commis- 
sion shall conduct research into industrial conditions, 
investigate and assist in the establishment of educational 
or commercial projects, including projects involving 
private enterprise, for the purpose of expanding or 
strengthening the local economy, and shall seek to co- 
ordinate the activities of unofficial bodies organized 
for said purposes, and may advertise, prepare, print and 
distribute books, maps, charts, and pamphlets which in 
its judgment will further the purposes for which it is 
established. The commission shall have such other 
powers and perform such other duties as may from time 
to time be conferred or imposed by section eight A of 
chapter forty of the General Laws. 


CHAPTER 10C.t 
DRUG ABUSE COORDINATING COUNCIL. 


SEecTION 1. There shall be in the city a board, known as 
the Coordinating Council on Drug Abuse, consisting of 
the corporation counsel, the commissioner of health and 
hospitals, the penal institutions commissioner, the police 
commissioner and the chairman of the youth activities 
commission, ex officiis, or their respective designees, and 
sixteen persons appointed by the mayor each for a term 
expiring on the first Monday of the January following the 
next biennial municipal election at which a mayor is 
elected. In making the appointments to be made by him, 
the mayor shall give consideration to the appointment of 
persons associated with, or representative of, the federal 
Bureau of Narcotics and Dangerous Drugs, the Division

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Health, the probation officers of the Municipal Court of 
the City of Boston, the Boston Juvenile Court, and the 
other municipal and district courts in the city, the public, 
and the nonpublic, schools in the city, the model cities 
drug program, the Boston Teachers Union, the Drug 
Treatment and Drug Education Committee of United 
Community Services of Metropolitan Boston, and the 
project currently coordinated by the Boston University 
Mental Health Center and the Boston College-Urban 
League Joint Center for Intercity Change. At least two 
of the persons appointed by the Mayor shall be doctors 
or psychologists who have dealt with the medical and 
psychological problems of youth in Boston. 


The mayor shall from time to time designate one of the 
members of the board as chairman and another as vice- 
chairman. The mayor shall designate a full-time execu- 
tive secretary of the board. The board may appoint 
clerical assistance. 


All members of the board shall serve without compensa- 
tion, but shall be reimbursed for expenses necessarily in- 
curred in the performance of their duties. 


Sect. 2. It shall be the duty of the coordinating coun- 
cil on drug abuse to meet at least once each month; to 
coordinate to the fullest possible extent the work of all 
public and private agencies dealing with drug abuse; to 
effect an ongoing dialogue and exchange of views between 
such agencies; to conduct, either independently or in con- 
junction with the school committee of the city, such drug 
education programs as said council deems advisable; to 
conduct studies, investigations and research into the 
source and use of harmful drugs and narcotic drugs as 
those terms are respectively defined in section one hun- 
dred and eighty-seven A and section one hundred and 
ninety-seven of chapter ninety-four of the General Laws, 
as now or hereafter amended; to pursue a course of 
action to insure that all laws governing the sale, pos- 
session and use of both harmful, and narcotic, drugs are 
duly enforced; and by the use of such media of communi- 
cation as said council shall from time to time deem 
appropriate, keep the inhabitants of the city informed 
respecting the use of both harmful, and narcotic, drugs.

Air Pollution Control Commission 


Sect. 2. There shall be in the health and hospitals 
department a board, known as the Air Pollution Control 
Commission, consisting of the commissioner of health 
and hospitals, ex officio, and two members appointed by 
the mayor. The appointive members initially appointed 
shall serve, according to the provisions of their respective 
appointments, for terms expiring two and three years, 
respectively, from May 1, 1969. As the term of any such 
member, or of any subsequent member, expires, his 
successor shall be appointed by the mayor for a term of 
three years. Any vacancy in the office of an appointive 
member shall be filled by the mayor for the unexpired

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term. All members of the commission shall serve with- 
out compensation. 

The air pollution control commission shall not be sub- 
ject to the supervision or control of the board of health 
and hospitals or of the commissioner of health and hos- 
pitals except as he acts as a member of the commission;

sion shall not communicate with the mayor, or make 
any annual or other report, except through the board of 
health and hospitals. 

The air pollution control commission shall have full 
jurisdiction to regulate and control atmospheric pollution 
as now or hereafter provided in section 31C of chapter 111 
of the General Laws.

‘The commissioner of 
housing inspection and the assistant commissioner of 
housing inspection shall each be appointed by the mayor 
for a term expiring on the first Monday of the January 
following the next biennial municipal election at which a 
mayor is elected, and shall devote his whole time to the 
duties of his office. The commissioner of housing in- 
spection shall exclusively have the powers and perform 
the duties, of a department head with respect to the 
making of contracts and the appointment, suspension,

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discharge, compensation and indemnification of subordi- 
nates for the housing inspection department. In the 
event of the absence or disability of the commissioner of 
housing inspection or of vacancy in his office, the as- 
sistant commissioner of housing inspection shall act as 
chairman of the housing inspection board, and shall have 
the powers conferred, and perform the duties imposed, 
upon the commissioner. 


There shall be in the housing inspection department an 
inspection division, an enforcement division, and such 
other divisions, if any, as the housing inspection board 
shall from time to time adjudge necessary for the proper 
conduct of the department. The inspection division 
shall be under the immediate charge of the commissioner 
of housing inspection; and the enforcement division shall 
be under the immediate charge of the assistant com- 
missioner of housing inspection, subject to the general 
supervision of the commissioner. 


Sect. 2.{ The commissioner of housing inspection, 
shall have the powers and perform the duties from time 
to time conferred or imposed on a board of health by 
section 12 of chapter 83, and section 127 of chapter 111, 
of the General Laws, by sections 122, 123, 124 and 125 
of said chapter 111 insofar, but only insofar, as said 
sections 122, 123, 124 and 125 apply to places of human 
habitation, and by sections 127A and 127B of said 
chapter 111 insofar, but only insofar, as said sections 
127A and 127B relate (a) to enforcing so much of the 
state sanitary code as concerns standards of fitness for 
places of human habitation, housing and_ sanitation 
standards for farm labor camps, and requirements for 
the disposal of sanitary sewage in unsewered areas, 
and (b) to adopting such public health regulations, not in- 
consistent with the state sanitary code or other provi- 
sions of law, as in the opinion of the commissioner of 
housing inspection may be necessary to make and keep 
all places of human habitation fit for such habitation. 
The commissioner of housing inspection shall also have 
the powers and perform the duties conferred or imposed 
upon the board of health of the city, or the health com- 
missioner of the city, by sections 13, 14, 19, 20, 21 and

commissioner or the fire commissioner, as the case may 
be, for investigation and prosecution all complaints of 
violations of the Boston Building Code and the Boston 
Fire Prevention Code and to maintain written contact 
with said commissioners with respect thereto; and (3) to 
inspect places of human habitation and enforce therein 
the provisions of law specified in the preceding sentences 
of this section and all other statutes, ordinances, rules 
and regulations enacted for the preservation of health 
in or about such places. It shall remain the duty and 
responsibility of the building and fire commissioners, 
respectively, to enforce compliance with the Boston 
Building Code and the Boston Fire Prevention Code. 
To aid them in discharging such duty but without any 
lessening of their respective responsibilities, the enforce- 
ment division of the housing inspection department may 
offer them, and they may accept, assistance designed to 
unify action upon complaints received by the commis- 
sioner of housing inspection.

nances for the protection of trees, shrubs and flowers 
in the public grounds and streets to be strictly observed; 
and shall be deemed to be the official having charge of 
shade trees within the meaning of chapter eighty-seven 
of the General Laws. 


Sect. 8.t The parks and recreation commission shall 
have the powers and duties conferred or imposed by 
section 5 of chapter 45 of the General Laws on boards of 
park commissioners of cities in Massachusetts and by 
section 3 of chapter 185 of the acts of 1875 on the board 
of park commissioners created by said chapter 185 to 
make rules and regulations for the government and use 
of the parks as defined in section 1 of said chapter 45 and 
of the parkways, playgrounds, streets, structures and 
other premises under its charge, and to fix penalties for 
breaches of such rules and regulations.

Chestnut Hill Avenue and South street; and provided 
also that as to the lot of land at the southwest corner of 
Commonwealth avenue and Massachusetts avenue the 
prohibition of the use of building for mercantile purposes 
shall apply only to so much of any building erected 
thereon as lies within fifty feet of the southerly line of 
Commonwealth avenue; and provided further, however, 
that the prohibition of the use of building for mercantile 
purposes shall not apply to the lot of land on Ipswich 
street bounded by and making the northwest corner of 
Charlesgate West and Boylston street; provided further, 
however, that the prohibition of the use of any of said 
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buildings and structures for a public garage and the 
restriction on the extreme height of said buildings or 
structures to 70 feet shall not apply to the lot of land 
bounded by the Riverway, Francis Street, and Brookline 
Avenue; and provided further, however, that for a dis- 
tance of one hundred feet running westerly along Com- 
monwealth avenue from the northwesterly and south- 
westerly corners of Commonwealth avenue where it 
intersects with Arlington street, Berkeley street, Claren- 
don street and Dartmouth street the following provisions 
shall apply, anything hereinbefore contained in this 
section to the contrary notwithstanding: 

(1) buildings on the corners at the Arlington street 
intersection may be built to a height not exceeding two 
hundred and eighty-five feet to the top of the parapet or 
cornice line and buildings on the northwesterly and 
southwesterly corners at the Berkeley, Clarendon and 
Dartmouth street intersections may be built to a height 
not exceeding two hundred feet to the top of the parapet 
or cornice line; 


(2) any building or portion of a building attached to or 
appurtenant to a building erected or altered to a height 
in excess of seventy feet on any of the aforementioned 
eight corners shall be built to a height not less than fifty 
feet; 


(3) steeples, towers, domes, balustrades, sculptured 
ornaments, chimneys, roofs, aerials, antennae, elevator 
and mechancial penthouses, water tanks, monitors or 
other structures normally built above the roof and not 
devoted to human occupancy shall not be included in the 
computation of height of buildings for purposes of sub- 
paragraphs (1) and (2) above; 

(4) the prohibition of use for mercantile purposes 
hereinbefore contained in this section shall not apply so 
as to prohibit in an apartment or apartment hotel build- 
ing such accessory uses as newsstand, barber shop, dining 
room and similar services provided they are entered 
solely from within the building and no signs advertising 
such accessory uses shall be visible on the exterior of such 
building; 

(5) no building or structure shall hereafter be erected 
or altered on any of the aforementioned eight corners 
without prior written approval by the Boston Redevelop- 
ment Authority of the exterior design of such building or 
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structure. The Authority’s review of such exterior de- 
sign shall be concerned with such matters as the exterior 
facade, exterior materials, signs, the location of roof top 
structures described in subparagraph (3) above, building 
mass and its placement on the site, the relation of the 
building to architectural characteristics of Common- 
wealth avenue and the Back Bay, and adequacy of 
vehicular ingress and egress, if any. The purpose of this 
subparagraph (5) is to insure that new buildings shall, 
without limiting the dimensions and building volume 
permitted herein and under applicable zoning regulations, 
be of outstanding architectural character and harmonious 
with Commonwealth avenue and the Back Bay area.

Such permits 
shall specify the time, place, size and use of such opening, 
occupation or obstruction, and shall be granted upon 
condition, the terms of which shall be those stated in 
section twenty-one of chapter three of these ordinances, 
and upon the further conditions as follows: 

1. ‘That the restoration of the paving or other surface 
of such streets shall be effected by the city as directed by 
the commissioner, the work to be done by city employees 
or by contract or otherwise at his discretion, the standard, 
type and extent of the repairs necessary to effect such 
restoration to be determined by him and to be paid for 
by the person receiving the permit, such payment to be 
made in advance on the basis of the commissioner’s 
estimate or during the progress or after the completion 
of the restoration as the commissioner may elect.

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2. That the person receiving the permit shall place 
and maintain from the beginning of twilight, through 
the whole of every night, over or near the place so oc- 
cupied, opened, obstructed. or used, and over or near 
any dirt, gravel or other material placed in or near such 
place, a light or lights sufficient to protect travelers from 
injury; shall place and maintain a safe and convenient 
way, satisfactory to the commissioner, for the use of foot 
travelers and for vehicles around or over such place; 
shall protect such trees as shall be designated by the 
parks and recreation department in such manner as said 
department shall specify; shall provide suitable sanitary 
accommodations for his employees; and shall deliver the 
coupon attached to the permit to an officer of the police 
force of said city on or before the expiration of the time 
fixed in the permit for completing the work, such coupon 
to be returned by said officer to the public works depart- 
ment. 


3. That the commissioner may detail an inspector, 
at the expense of the person receiving the permit, to 
supervise said opening, occupation and use and to see 
that the backfilling is properly done. 


4. That the commissioner may require the person 
receiving the permit to inclose the place in the streets so 
opened, occupied or used, with a rail, fence or other guard 
as specified by the commissioner. 

3. That the commissioner shall require the person 
receiving the permit to maintain at the expense of such 
person such police officers on special duty (outside their 
regular tour of duty) as the police commissioner may 
deem necessary to avoid, so far as reasonably possible, 
danger to the safety of persons and substantial inter- 
ference with the free circulation of traffic. This clause 
shall not prohibit reimbursement of such person for such 
expense if a contract between such person and the city 
or any other person provides for such reimbursement. 

Sect. 16.* The commissioner shall not deliver any 
such permit to any person for the applicant therefor until 
he has received from such person a certificate that a copy 
of the permit entered in a book kept for the purpose, is a 
correct copy of the permit he receives, and the applicant,

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unless an employee of the city applying for a permit for 
public work, has given a bond in the case of permits under 
sections nine, ten, eleven, twelve and thirteen of this 
chapter, of five thousand dollars, and under sections 
fourteen and fifteen of this chapter, of twenty thousand 
dollars, each bond, with one or more sureties satisfactory 
to the commissioner, conditioned upon the faithful 
observance of the conditions and specifications of each 
and every permit thereafter issued on his application by 
the commissioner; and the commissioner may at any time 
require a new bond, which shall be considered a strength- 
ening bond, unless the sureties on the former bond or 
bonds are expressly released from their liability by vote 
of the city council.

SEcT. 36., There shall be in the public works depart- 
ment a board, known as the Public Improvement Com- 
mission, consisting of the commissioner of public works, 
the commissioner of real property and the commissioner 
of traffic and parking, ex officiis. The public improve- 
ment commission shall not be subject to the supervision 
or control of the commissioner of public works except 
as he acts as a member of said commission; but unless 
otherwise ordered by the mayor, the public improvement 
commission shall not communicate with the mayor, 
or make any annual or other report, except through the 
commissioner of public works. The public improvement 
commission shall have all powers and perform all duties 
conferred or imposed by statute on the board of street 
commissioners except (a) those conferred or imposed on 
the committee on licenses in the public safety commis- 
sion by section eleven of chapter nine of these ordinances, 
(6) those conferred or imposed on the commissioner of 
public works by section three of this chapter, and (c) 
those conferred or imposed on the real property board by 
section one of chapter twenty-two of these ordinances.

street interfering with the plowing or removal of snow

23A.t On and after September first, nineteen 
hundred and sixty-nine, no person shall in any year keep a 
shop for the barter, rental or sale of printed matter or 
motion picture film if such shop is not open to the public 
generally but only to one or more classes of the public 
excluding minors under eighteen years of age unless in 
such year or in the preceding December for such year such 
person has registered with the city clerk as provided in 
section twenty-three B and the number assigned to him 
upon such registration is clearly and conspicuously im- 
printed on all printed matter and motion picture films 
in such shop; nor shall any person keeping a shop for the 
barter, rental or sale of printed matter or motion picture 
film in any year keep a part of his stock segregated as 
available only to one or more classes of the public ex- 
cluding minors under eighteen years of age unless in such 
year or in the preceding December for such year such 
person has registered with the city clerk as provided in 
section twenty-three B and the number assigned to him 
upon such registration is clearly and conspicuously im- 
printed on all printed matter and motion picture films

The quantity of all other 
water shall be estimated by the commissioner of public 
works by any reasonable and equitable method apt in 
the circumstances of the particular case to determine the 
quantity of water discharged through the particular 
sewer or sewers of the estate into the common sewers 
of the city; provided, however, in the case of water not 
supplied by the city but derived or received by an estate 
from another source, and also in the case of water used 
on an estate in such a manner as not to enter the com- 
mon sewers of the city, that if such water is measured by 
one or more water meters in good working order installed 
and maintained on the estate by the commissioner of 
public works at the request and expense of the owner or 
tenant of such estate, the quantity of water so derived or 
received, or the quantity of water so used, or both, as 
the case may be, shall be determined by the readings of 
such meter or meters. Water supplied by the city or any 
other source exclusively for fire pipe purposes shall not be 
included in determining the charge established by this 
section. 

During the last three months of every calendar year, 
the commissioner of public works shall assess upon every 
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estate in the city having a particular sewer discharging 
into the common sewers of the city the charge established 
by this section, and in January of the next following 
calendar year certify to the commissioner of assessing a 
list of such charges. Said commissioner shall in his 
order of assessment designate as the owner of a parcel 
assessed the person who was liable to assessment therefor 
on the preceding January first under the provisions of 
chapter fifty-nine of the General Laws. 

Sect. 9.* The Public Improvement Commission be 
and it hereby is authorized from time to time to enter 
into agreements with the New England Telephone & 
Telegraph Company providing for the installation of 
public telephone booths on various public sidewalks in 
the City of Boston and providing further for the payment 
to the City of Boston by the New England Telephone & 
Telegraph Company of commissions established in ac- 
cordance with the regulations and standard rates of 
commission from time to time adopted by the Company.

ORDINANCES OF 1970, CHAPTER 1 


ESTABLISHING IN THE CITY OF BOSTON A 
COMMISSION ON MENTAL RETARDATION 


In the Year Nineteen Hundred and Seventy. 


Be it ordained by the City of Boston, as follows: 


The Revised Ordinances of 1961 are hereby amended 
by inserting after chapter 18 the following chapter :— 


CHAPTER 18A. 


COMMISSION ON MENTAL RETARDATION. 
SECTION 1. There shall be in the city a board, 


known as the Commission on Mental Retardation, 
consisting of the commissioner of parks and recreation 
and the commissioner of health and hospitals, ex offictis, 
or their respective designees, and seven persons appointed 
by the mayor, each for a term expiring on the first Mon- 
day of the January following the next biennial municipal 
election at which a mayor is elected. In making the ap- 
pointments to be made by him, the mayor shall give 
consideration to the appointment of persons associated 
with, or representative of, the division of social and 
rehabilitation services in the federal department of 
health, education and welfare; the area director for com- 
munity mental health and retardation area VI in the 
commonwealth, the division of special education in the 
city’s school department, and the Greater Boston As- 
sociation for Retarded Children; and three inhabitants 
of the city who are parents of retarded children and 
indicate a willingness to serve on the board.

The mayor shall, from time to time, designate one of 
the members of the board as chairman. The vice-chair- 
man shall be elected by the board by majority vote. The 
board may appoint a clerical assistant. 

All members of the board shall serve without compensa- 
tion, but shall be reimbursed for expenses necessarily in- 
curred in the performance of their duties. 

SECTION 2. It shall be the duty of the commission 
on mental retardation to meet at least once each month: 
to coordinate to the fullest possible extent the work of 
all public and private agencies dealing with the problems 
besetting the parents of children who are mentally re- 
tarded and assisting retarded children in any manner; 
to bring about a continual dialogue and exchange of views 
between federal, state, and local agencies concerned with 
the effective administration of programs for the mentally 
retarded; to conduct either independently or in conjunc- 
tion with the school committee of the city or any other 
appropriate agency such education programs as the 
board deems necessary; to coordinate the existing recrea- 
tional programs for retarded children and to initiate 
where appropriate new and innovative recreational pro- 
grams for retarded children. The board shall issue an 
annual report of its activities to the mayor and city 
council and shall at all times be free to suggest new pro- 
grams for the city and request proper financing for such 
programs as the board feels feasible for the program and 
the city’s needs in the area of mental retardation.

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ORDINANCES OF 1970, CHAPTER 3 


FURTHER REGULATING NOISE IN THE CITY 
OF BOSTON 


In the Year Nineteen Hundred and Seventy 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 

Whereas, Loud and disturbing noises from many 
sources are continually on the increase in the City of 
Boston, and 


Whereas, Excessive noise disturbs the peace, in- 
terferes with the comfortable enjoyment of life and 
property and endangers public health and well-being, and 


Whereas, There is no public agency at either the 
state or city level which is specifically charged with 
responsibility for monitoring and abating unreasonable 
noise, and 


Whereas, The problems of noise and air pollution are 
substantially overlapping; 


Now, therefore, Be it ordained by the City Council, 
as follows: 


SECTION 1. Section 2 of Chapter 15 of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1961, as inserted by section 5 of Chapter 
14 of the Ordinances of 1968, is hereby amended by 
adding at the end thereof the following two paragraphs :— 


The air pollution control commission shall have juris- 
diction to investigate, control and abate noise from what- 
ever source, and shall also have power, after due notice 
and a public hearing, to adopt noise level standards and 
to promulgate regulations, including regulations provid- 
ing that no activity likely to produce unreasonable noise 
may be carried on unless a permit therefor is first ob- 
tained from the commission, which may specify in such 
permit the time or times within which, and the method 
by which, such activity is to be carried on. The com- 
mission may fix a fee of not less than ten dollars nor more 
than one hundred dollars for each permit issued by it. 

The air pollution control commission shall have power 
to require the production of records and documents 
relevant to its work and to compel the attendance and 
testimony of witnesses before it. 


SECTION 2. Chapter 29 of said Revised Ordinances 
is hereby amended by striking out section 97 and the 
caption preceding the same and inserting in place thereof 
the following caption and section:— 


Unreasonable Noises 


No person shall make or cause to be made any un- 
reasonably loud or disturbing noise in the city, 
whatever means or from whatever source. In the absence 
of an applicable noise level standard or regulation of the 
air pollution control commission, any noise. plainly 
audible at a distance of three hundred feet shall be 
presumed to be unreasonably loud and disturbing, but 
such presumption shall be rebuttable.

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ORDINANCES OF 1969 


CHAPTER 1 


ENABLING THE DIRECT ACQUISITION OF 
FOREIGN PRINTED MATTER AND FOREIGN 
AUDIO-VISUAL MATERIAL FOR LIBRARY 
PURPOSES. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 
Section 28 of chapter 3 of the Revised Ordinances of 
1961 is hereby amended by inserting after the word 
“contract’’, in line 1, the words: —, unless for the acquisi- 
tion from a person in a foreign country of foreign printed 
matter or foreign audio-visual material for library pur- 


poses,. 
Approved January 14, 1969. 


CHAPTER 2 


ESTABLISHING A DEVELOPMENT AND _ IN- 
DUSTRIAL COMMISSION. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 


The Revised Ordinances of 1961 are hereby amended 
by inserting after chapter 10A, inserted by chapter 15 of 
the Ordinances of 1968, the following chapter :— 


CHAPTER 10B 


DEVELOPMENT AND INDUSTRIAL COM- 
MISSION 


SECTION 1. There shall be in the city a board, 
known as the Development and Industrial Commission, 
consisting of fifteen commissioners appointed by the 
mayor. The development and industrial commissioners 
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first appointed shall serve according to the provisions of 
their respective appointments, in the case of three com- 
missioners, for a term expiring five years, in the case of 
three other commissioners, for a term expiring four years, 
in the case of three other commissioners, for a term ex- 
piring three years, in the case of three other commis- 
sioners, for a term expiring two years, and in the case of 
three other commissioners, for a term expiring one year, 
from January thirty-first, nineteen hundred and sixty- 
nine. As the term of any commissioner so appointed, or 
of any subsequent commissioner, expires, his successor 
shall be appointed by the mayor for a term of five years. 
Any vacancy in the office of a commissioner shall be 
filled by the mayor for the unexpired term. 


The mayor shall from time to time designate one of 
the commissioners as chairman and the other as vice- 
chairman. ‘The commission shall elect a secretary who 
need not be a commissioner. 


The commissioners shall serve without compensation, 
but shall be reimbursed for expenses necessarily incurred 
in the performance of their duties. 'The commissioners 
shall be deemed to be special municipal employees for 
the purposes of chapter two hundred and sixty-eight A of 
the General Laws. 


SECTION 2. The mayor may, upon nomination of 
the development and industrial commission, appoint an 
executive director for such commission, who shall serve 
at the pleasure of the mayor and receive such compensa- 
tion for his services as the commission, with the approval 
of the mayor, shall from time to time determine. The 
commission may employ such other experts, assistants 
and employees as the commission may think necessary 
or expedient. 


SECTION 3. The development and industrial com- 
mission shall conduct research into industrial conditions, 
investigate and assist in the establishment of educational 
or commercial projects, including projects involving 
private enterprise, for the purpose of expanding or 
strengthening the local economy, and shall seek to co- 
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ordinate the activities of unofficial bodies organized 
for said purposes, and may advertise, prepare, print and 
distribute books, maps, charts,.and pamphlets which in 
its judgment will further the purposes for which it is 
established. The commission shall have such other 
powers and perform such other duties as may from time 
to time be conferred or imposed by section eight A of 
chapter forty of the General Laws. 


Approved March 12, 1969. 


CHAPTER 3 


CLARIFYING THE POWER OF THE PARKS AND 
RECREATION COMMISSION TO MAKE 
RULES AND REGULATIONS FOR THE USE 
AND GOVERNMENT OF THE PARKS: AND 
OTHER PUBLIC PLACES UNDER ITS 
CHARGE AND TO FIX PENALTIES THERE- 
FOR. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 


Chapter 19 of the Revised Ordinances of 1961 is hereby 
amended by striking out section 8 and inserting in place 
thereof the following section :— 


Section 8. The parks and recreation commission shall 
have the powers and duties conferred or imposed by 
section 5 of chapter 45 of the General Laws on boards of 
park commissioners of cities in Massachusetts and by 
section 3 of chapter 185 of the acts of 1875 on the board 
of park commissioners created by said chapter 185 to 
make rules and regulations for the government and use 
of the parks as defined in section 1 of said chapter 45 and 
of the parkways, playgrounds, streets, structures and 
other premises under its charge, and to fix penalties for: 
breaches of such rules and regulations. 


Approved May 20, 1969. 
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CHAPTER 4 


PROVIDING FOR THE REGISTRATION OF KEEP- 
ERS OF SHOPS FOR THE BARTER, RENTAL 
OR SALE OF PRINTED MATTER OR MOTION 
PICTURE FILMS RESTRICTED TO ADULTS. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 

SECTION 1. Chapter 28 of the Revised Ordinances 
of 1961 is hereby amended by inserting after section 23 the 
following caption and sections :— 


Registration of Keepers of Shops for Barter, Rental or Sale 
of Printed Matter or Motion Picture Films Restricted 
to Adults. 


Section 23A. On and after September first, nineteen 
hundred and sixty-nine, no person shall in any year keep 
a shop for the barter, rental or sale of printed matter or 
motion picture film if such shop is not open to the public 
generally but only to one or more classes of the public 
excluding minors under eighteen years of age unless in 
such year or in the preceding December for such year 
such person has registered with the city clerk as provided 
in section twenty-three B and the number assigned to 
him upon such registration is clearly and conspicuously 
imprinted on all printed matter and motion picture films 
in such shop; nor shall any person keeping a shop for the 
barter, rental or sale of printed matter or motion picture 
film in any year keep a part of his stock segregated as 
available only to one or more classes of the public ex- 
cluding minors under eighteen years of age unless in such 
year or in the preceding December for such year such 
person has registered with the city clerk as provided in 
section twenty-three B and the number assigned to him 
upon such registration is clearly and conspicuously im- 
printed on all printed matter and motion picture films 
constituting a part of the stock so segregated; nor shall 
any person in any year at any place in the city, barter, 
rent or sell, or offer for barter, rental or sale, any printed 
matter or motion picture film bearing a legend restrict- 
ing it to adults only or to one or more classes of the 
public excluding minors under eighteen years of age 
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unless in such year or in the preceding December for such 
year such person has registered with the city clerk as 
provided in section twenty-three B and the number 
assigned to him upon such registration is clearly and 
conspicuously imprinted on such printed matter or 
motion picture film. 


Section 23B. Any person desiring that a registration 
number be assigned to him for the purpose of section 
twenty-three A shall make application therefor to the 
city clerk in a writing setting forth:—(1) his name and 
place of residence, (2) the address of such shop or place, 
(3) the names and places of residence of all persons having 
a financial interest in the business, and (4) the names 
and business addresses of all persons supplying the 
printed matter or motion picture film to be offered for 
barter, rental or sale. Any person making application 
as aforesaid shall from time to time during the year as 
circumstances change file supplementary writings with 
the city clerk setting forth such changes. Unless subse- 
quent to the effective date of section twenty-three A, the 
applicant has violated section twenty-eight or section 
twenty-eight A of chapter two hundred and seventy-two 
of the General Laws and been finally adjudged guilty 
of such violation, the city clerk shall assign to the appli- 
cant a registration number. 


Section 23C. Whoever violates any provision of section 
twenty-three A, or whoever makes a false or fraudulent 
representation in making an application under section 
twenty-three B, or whoever neglects or fails to file sup- 
plementary writings as required by section twenty-three 
B shall be subject to a fine of fifty dollars for each day on 
which such violation occurs or during which such viola- 
tion continues. 


SECTION 2. Section 1 of chapter 30 of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1961 is hereby amended by inserting after 
clause (283) the following clause :— 


(283A) Registration of Certain Persons Bartering, 
Renting or Selling Printed Matter or Motion Picture 
Films Restricted to Adults. The fee of the city clerk for 
receiving and filing an application under section 23B 
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of chapter 28 of these ordinances and assigning a registra- 
tion number to the applicant shall be $5.00. 

This ordinance, which was passed by the City Council 
on April 28, 1969, presented to the Mayor on May 17, 
1969, and returned by him to the City Council with his 
objections thereto in writing on May 16, 1969, was again 
passed by the City Council on May 27, 1969, the objections 
of the Mayor notwithstanding, in the manner prescribed by 
the City Charter, and thereby is in force. 

[Note. This ordinance held unconstitutional in Broad- 
way Distributors, Inc. v. White, 307 Fed. Supp. 1180.] 


CHAPTER 5 


PROVIDING FOR THE EMPLOYMENT OF CER- 
TAIN ALIEN PHYSICIANS AND NURSES. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 

The first sentence of section 12 of chapter 3 of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1961 is hereby amended by in- 
serting after the words “none but citizens shall be em- 
ployed in any capacity” the words:—except that alien 
physicians and nurses may be employed in a hospital 
or other health care institution under the charge of the 
board of health and hospitals. 


Approved June 24, 1969. 


CHAPTER 6 


CONCERNING THE FEES FOR LICENSES 
GRANTED BY THE BOARD OF EXAMINERS. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 
Section 1 of chapter 30 of the Revised Ordinances of 
1961 is hereby amended by striking out clause (47), as 
amended by section 1 of chapter 9 of the Ordinances of 
1967, and inserting in place thereof the following clause :— 
(47) Builder’s or Mechanic’s License. The fee for a 
license granted by the board of examiners under section 
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120 of the Boston Building Code and classified by said 
board under paragraph (c) of said section as an ABC 
license shall be $25.00; provided, that the fee for a re- 
newal of such a license shall be, if paid on or before, or 
within thirty days after, the expiry date of the license 
renewed, $10.00, otherwise, $15.00. The fee for any 
other license granted by the board of examiners under 
said section 120 shall be $15.00; provided, that the fee 
for a renewal of such a license for which the fee is paid on 
or before, or within thirty days after, the expiry date 
of the license renewed shall be $10.00.

CHAPTER 7 


CONCERNING THE COMPENSATION OF THE 
CHAIRMAN AND A CERTAIN OTHER MEM- 
BER OF THE BOARD OF REVIEW IN THE 
ASSESSING DEPARTMENT. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 
The third paragraph of section 5 of chapter 3 of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1961 is hereby amended by strik- 
ing out the words “‘Grade No. R-19’’, inserted by section 
1 of chapter 5 of the Ordinances of 1967, and inserting in 
place thereof the words: — Grade No. R-20 — ; and by 
striking out the words “Grade No. R-18’’, so inserted, 
and inserting in place thereof the words: — Grade No. 
R-19. 
Approved September 29, 1969. 


CHAPTER 8 
CONCERNING THE COMPENSATION OF 
DEPUTY ASSESSORS. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 


The fourth paragraph of section 5 of chapter 3 of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1961 is hereby amended by strik- 
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ing out the words “Grade No. R-18”, inserted by section 
2 of chapter 5 of the Ordinances of 1967, and inserting in 
place thereof the words: — Grade No. R-19. 


Approved September 29, 1969. 


CHAPTER 9 


FORBIDDING SOLICITATION IN STREETS FOR 
UNLAWFUL SEXUAL ACTS. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 
SEcTION 1. Section 57 of chapter 29 of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1961 is hereby amended by adding after 
the word “‘language’’, in line three thereof, the following 
words: — , nor shall any person in a street solicit an- 
other person to engage in an unlawful sexual act. 
SECTION 2. Section 110 of chapter 29 of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1961 is hereby amended by striking out the 
first sentence, as appearing in chapter 6 of the Ordinances 
of 1968, and inserting in place thereof the following sen- 
tence: — Any person violating any provision of section 
28, 41, 42, 43, 44, 45, 46, 49, 49A, 49B, 49C, 57 or 57A 
shall be punished by a fine not exceeding fifty dollars 


for each offense. 
Approved October 7, 1969. 


CHAPTER 10 


REGULATING CERTAIN RESIDENTIAL RENTS. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 
Whereas a serious public emergency exists with respect — 
to the housing of a substantial number of the citizens of 
Boston; and 
Whereas the deterioration and demolition of existing 
housing and an insufficient supply of new housing have 
resulted in a substantial and critical shortage of safe, 
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decent, and reasonably-priced rental housing accommo- 
dations; and 


Whereas this emergency cannot be dealt with effec- 
tively by the ordinary operation of the private rental 
housing market, and, unless residential rents are regulated 
so that rents will not be increased unreasonably and land- 
lords will receive a fair return for their efforts and invest- 
ment, such emergency and the inflationary pressures. 
resulting therefrom will produce a serious threat to the 
public health, safety and general welfare of the citizens 
of Boston; 

NOW, THEREFORE, pursuant to the authority 
vested in it by law, including, without limitation, Article 2, 
as amended, and Article 47, of the Amendments to the 
Constitution of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts and 
Chapter 797 of the Acts of 1969, BE IT DECLARED 
by the City Council of the City of Boston that a substan- 
tial and critical shortage of safe, decent and reasonably 
priced rental housing units exists because of (1) the deteri- 
oration and demolition of existing housing, (2) an in- 
sufficient supply of new housing, and (3) inadequate 
municipal tools presently available to regulate residen- 
tial rents; 


AND, also pursuant to the authority vested in it by 
law, including, without limitation, Article 2, as amended, 
and Article 47, of the Amendments to the Constitution 
of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts and Chapter 797 
of the Acts of 1969, BE IT ORDAINED by the City 
Council of the City of Boston as follows: 


SECTION 1. Definitions. When used in this ordi- 
nance, unless the context otherwise requires, the following 
terms shall have the following meanings: 

(a) Board: the board of rent appeals established by 
section two. 

(b) Capital expenses: interest expenses and payments 
of principal on a mortgage; provided, however, that pay- 
ments of principal shall not be included to the extent that 
they exceed an amount equal to the principal amount of 
the loan amortized on either a straight-line or level- 
payments basis; and provided, further, that interest on 
first and second mortgages shall not be included to the 
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extent that it exceeds the prevailing market interest rate 
for such first and second mortgages, unless the board 
upon determining all the facts decides otherwise. 

(c) Capital improvement: any substantial rehabilita- 
tion, addition, or improvement which appreciably adds 
to the value of the property or prolongs its life, or both, 
but not including ordinary repairs and maintenance. 

(d) Executive director: the executive director of the 
board of rent appeals. 

(e) Housing accommodation: any building or struc- 
ture, permanent or temporary, located within the city, 
or any part or portion thereof, occupied or intended for 
occupancy by one or more individuals as a residence, but 
except for purposes of section eight, not including the 
following: 

(i) housing accommodations which are owned, oper- 
ated, or managed, or the rents of which are fixed or 
regulated, by the United States or the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts or any authority created under the laws 
thereof; 

(ii) housing accommodations in any building or 
structure containing no more than three rental units; 

(iii) housing accommodations created by new con- 
struction or by conversion from a non-housing use com- 
pleted after December 1, 1968; 

(iv) housing accommodations for which the monthly 
rent in effect on December 1, 1968, or, if there was no 
rent in effect on that date, the first rent in effect there- 
after, was at least: one hundred and eighty-five dollars 
in the case of a one-bedroom apartment; two hundred 
and thirty-five dollars in the case of a two-bedroom apart- 
ment; or two hundred and eighty-five dollars in the case 
of an apartment having three or more bedrooms; 

(v) housing accommodations in condominiums and 
cooperatives; 

(vi) housing accommodations in any motel, hotel, inn, 
hospital, extended medical care facility, convent, monas- 
tery, or non-profit home for aged. 


(f) Housing services: services provided by a landlord 
or required by law or by the terms of a rental housing 
agreement to be provided by a landlord, to a tenant in 
connection with the use and occupancy of any housing 
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accommodation, including, but not necessarily limited to: 
repairs; decorating and maintenance; furnishings and 
furniture; provision of light, heat, hot water, cold water, 
telephone, and elevator service; kitchen, bath, and laun- 
dry facilities and privileges; use of halls, corridors, stairs, 
common rooms, yard, and other common areas; maid 
service, linen service, janitor service, and removal of 
refuse. 

(g) Landlord: an owner, lessor, sublessor, or other 
person entitled to receive rent for the use and occupancy 
of any housing accommodation, or an agent of any of the 
foregoing. 

(h) Operating expenses: the reasonable and necessary 
expenses to a landlord of providing housing services to a 
tenant, including but not limited to property taxes, main- 
tenance, repair, management fee, real estate broker’s 
commission, insurance, utilities included within the rent, 
but not including mortgage interest and amortization, 
nor an allowance for obsolescence or depreciation. 

(t) Panel: the voluntary rental housing review panel 
established by section eight. 

(j) Person: an individual, corporation, partnership, 
association, or other organized group of individuals or the 
legal successor or representative of any of the foregoing. 

(k) Went: the consideration paid or payable, accord- 
ing to the terms of a rental housing agreement, for the 
use and occupancy of a housing accommodation or for the 
transfer of a lease to a housing accommodation. 

(1) Rental housing agreement: an agreement, verbal, 
written, or implied, between a landlord and a tenant for 
use and occupancy of a housing accommodation and for 
housing services. 

(m) Tenant: a tenant, subtenant, lessee, sublessee or 
other person, entitled under the terms of a rental housing 
agreement to the use and occupancy of any housing 
accommodation. 


SECTION 2. Board of Rent Appeals. (a) Compo- 
sition. There shall be in the city a board, known as the 
Board of Rent Appeals, consisting of five residents of the 
city appointed by the mayor, including one tenant who 
owns no housing accommodations, one landlord who 
owns or manages at least twenty rental units in the city, 
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and three members representing the public interest, none 
of whom may own or manage more than five rental units 
in the city. Members of the board shall be appointed for 
a term expiring on the first Monday of the January fol- 
lowing the next biennial municipal election at which a 
mayor is elected. Vacancies shall be filled, for the unex- 
pired term, by the mayor. The board shall elect one of 
its members as chairman to serve in that capacity for a 
term of one year. 

(b) Compensation. Each member of the board shall 
receive for every day or part thereof of actual service 
thirty-five dollars. 

(c) Powers and duties. ‘The board shall hear and con- 
sider any case or controversy brought before it under the 
provisions of section five involving the rent charged for 
use and occupancy of any housing accommodation, and 
shall issue an order in any such case or controversy es- 
tablishing a fair and reasonable rent. ‘The board may, 
at the request of any landlord, render a binding advisory 
opinion as to the permissible impact of a proposed capital 
improvement on the rents, provided that said landlord 
can demonstrate that such advisory opinion is necessary 
in order to obtain necessary financing for said improve- 
ment. In determining proper rent increases the board 
shall take into consideration rentals charged in comparable 
units in the same area. 

(d) Regulations. ‘The board shall have power to 
promulgate such rules and regulations as are not incon- 
sistent with this ordinance, including regulations estab- 
lishing schedules of typical cost items. 

(e) Investigations. ‘The board shall have power to 
gather studies and information concerning the supply 
and quality of housing of all types, and regarding the 
level of and changes in rents and prices of consumer 
commodities, and shall report to the mayor and city 
council semi-annually on such matters. 


SECTION 3. Adjustment of Rents. The board shall 
have jurisdiction over any case brought by or on behalf 
of a tenant seeking either a reduction of his present rent 
in accordance with subsections (a) and (c) of this section, 
or relief from a rent increase effective after the effective 
date of this ordinance. In any such case the board shall 
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have power to set the rent at a level equal to the base 
rent, as defined in this section, adjusted upward or down- 
ward in conformity with the provisions of this section. 


(a) Base Rent. The base rent shall be the rent in 
effect on December 1, 1968, or, if there was no rent in 
effect on that date, then the first rent in effect there- 
after; provided, however, that if the landlord can demon- 
strate that said rent was insufficient to yield a fair return 
on the property as of said date, the board shall set as the 
base rent such higher amount as would have been neces- 
sary to yield a fair return to the landlord on that date. 


(6) Upward and Downward Adjustment of Base Rent. 
The board shall adjust the base rent upward by such 
amount as it determines to be necessary to remove hard- 
ships or correct inequities attributable to justifiable 
intervening cost increases since December 1, 1968. 


’ For purposes of this subsection a cost increase shall be 
considered justifiable to the extent, and only to the 
extent, that it is attributable to: 

(i) increases in operating expenses; 

(ii) increases in capital expenses due either to a trans- 
fer of title to the housing accommodation in a bona fide 
arm’s length sale or to refinancing of an existing mort- 
gage, but only to the extent of a mortgage or mortgages 
in the gross amount of no more than seventy percent of 
the lender’s appraised value of the building; 


(iii) completion or commencement of work on a 
capital improvement, over and above any such improve- 
ment required to be made by the terms of a rental housing 
agreement or by law; provided, however, that the base 
rent shall not be adjusted upward for this purpose by an 
amount exceeding the cost of the capital improvement 
amortized by the straight-line or level-payments method 
over its projected lifetime, plus an allowance for interest. 
on any indebtedness incurred in connection therewith 
computed at a rate not exceeding the prevailing market 
interest rate for such indebtedness (the landlord’s treat- 
ment of amortization of the capital improvement on his 
federal income tax return shall be prima facie evidence 
of its proper treatment for the purposes of this ordinance) ;. 
or 
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(iv) an increase in housing services, other than by way 
of a capital improvement, over and above those services 
required by the terms of a rental housing agreement 
or by law. 

The burden of proving cause for an upward adjustment 
of the base rent shall be on the landlord. 

(c) Downward Adjustment of Maximum Rent. The 
board shall adjust a maximum rent downward by an 
amount equal to a decrease in the rental value of a housing 
accommodation since the base period, attributable to: 

(i) a reduction in housing services or dwelling space; 
or 

(ii) substantial deterioration of said housing not 
caused by the tenant’s neglect or misconduct, including 
any violation of the building, fire prevention, or state 
sanitary codes not cured by the landlord after due notice 
to correct such violation has been given and a reasonable 
time allowed for the correction thereof; or 

(iii) a decrease in capital or operating expenses, pro- 
vided that this paragraph (iii) shall not be construed 
so as to permit the board to order a reduction in rent 
below the level for the housing accommodation involved 
on December 1, 1968. 

The burden of proving the existence of cause for a 
downward adjustment of a maximum rent shall be on the 
tenant. 


SECTION 4. Ezecutive Director and Staff. The 
board shall appoint and set the salaries of an executive 
director and investigatory and clerical staff to perform 
the following functions: 


(a) investigate, at the request of the board, any 
rental complaint brought by or on behalf of a tenant, 
or any rent which appears to be excessive with reference 
to the standards set forth in section three of this ordi- 
nance; 


(b) refer any complaint or portion of any complaint 
to the assessing, building, fire, or housing inspection de- 
partments where appropriate; 

(c) seek to resolve any rental dispute by voluntary 
written agreement of the parties and refer all unresolved 
cases and controversies to the board; 
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(d) report the results of any investigation undertaken 
pursuant to subsection (a) of this section to the board; 
and 

(e) bring appropriate proceedings in a court of law 
to enforce any order of the board. 


SECTION 5. Proceedings Before the Board. (a) No- 
tice. A landlord shall notify the board and the tenant or 
occupant, if any, of the amount of a rent increase for a 
housing accommodation, in writing, prior to the pro- 
posed effective date of such increase. Notice to the 
tenant or occupant shall include, on a form previously 
approved by the board, a statement of the rent previously 
paid for the accommodation, of the tenant’s or occupant’s 
right to appeal such increase to the board, and of infor- 
mation as to the procedures for instituting such an 
appeal. In the case of an existing tenancy, notice shall be 
given at least thirty days prior to the proposed effective 
date. A tenant or occupant wishing to oppose a rent 
increase shall register a complaint on a form to be pro- 
vided by the executive director within fourteen days of 
receipt of said notice of the proposed increase; provided 
that upon a showing of good cause or excusable neglect, 
the said fourteen-day period may be extended by the 
board for a further period of no more than thirty days. 


(6) Hearing. Upon receipt of a complaint by a 
tenant, the board shall send a written notice to the land- 
lord and a copy to the tenant, containing a description 
of the case, and informing either party of his right to 
request a public hearing by notifying the board of such 
request by certified mail within ten days of receipt of 
such notice. The board shall schedule a hearing within 
thirty days of receipt of the original complaint. Notice 
of the time, place, and purpose of the hearing shall be 
sent to both parties and, if either party seasonably 
requested a public hearing, notice of same shall be pub- 
lished in a newspaper of general circulation in the city 
not less than ten days prior to the date of such hearing. 
The conduct of any public hearing shall be in accordance 
with the provisions of section 11 of chapter 30A of General 
Laws. The board shall satisfy itself that each tenant or 
landlord who brings proceedings before the board shall 
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have available such legal assistance as is reasonably 
necessary to prosecute effectively his case before the board. 


(c) Orders. After conducting any public hearing re- 
quired by the provisions of this section, and after con- 
sidering all relevant evidence and testimony, the board 
shall issue an order within ten days of the hearing, and 
such order shall be effective for a period to be determined 
by the board, but not less than one year nor longer than 
three years. No order of the board shall be effective un- 
less approved by at least three members. 


(d) Judicial review. Any person aggrieved by an order 
of the board shall be entitled to judicial review thereof in 
the district court within the jurisdiction wherein the 
housing accommodation is situated within twenty-one 
days of the order of the board. 


SECTION 6. Prohibitions and Penalties. It shall be 
unlawful for any person to request or receive from a 
tenant, in consideration for the use and occupancy of any 
housing accommodation or for the transfer of a lease to 
any housing accommodation, any money, goods, services, 
or other thing of value in excess of a rent established by 
order of the board, or, by harassment, eviction proceed- 
ings or exclusion of a tenant, to attempt to circumvent 
the provisions of this ordinance. Each such request or 
receipt and each additional day of retention of any such 
overcharge and each additional day of harassment, 
eviction proceedings or exclusion, shall constitute a 
separate violation. Whoever violates this section shall 
be subject to a fine of up to fifty dollars per violation. 


SECTION 7. Exemption of Disputes Subject to Bind- 
ing Arbitration. The provisions of this ordinance shall 
not apply to any dispute or controversy between a tenant 
and a landlord which is subject to binding arbitration 
according to the terms of a written agreement between 
said tenant and said landlord which has been approved 
by the board. 


The board shall approve any arbitration agreement 
which provides for disinterested arbitration according to 
reasonable and just procedures and at no cost to the 
tenant. 
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SECTION 8. Voluntary Rental Housing Review Panel. 
(a) Composition. There shall be in the city a board, to 
be known as the Voluntary Rental Housing Review 
Panel, consisting of fifteen members to be appointed by 
the mayor, three upon the nomination of the Rental 
Housing Association of Boston, two upon the nomination 
of the president of a college or university located in the 
city and designated by the mayor for this purpose, and 
the others as the mayor deems appropriate. Members 
of the panel shall serve for terms of two years from the 
date of their initial appointment. Any vacancy shall be 
filled, for the unexpired portion of the vacant term, in the 
manner in which the original appointment was made. 
The panel shall elect one of its members as chairman to 
serve in that capacity for a term of one year. 

(b) Compensation. Members of the panel shall serve 
without compensation. 

(c) Functions. The panel may investigate, hear, and 
consider any case or controversy referred by the board 
or by the executive director which involves: 

(i) the rent charged for use and occupancy of any 
housing accommodation specifically exempted from the 
other provisions of this ordinance by clause (e) of section 
one; 

(ii) provision by a landlord of housing services re- 
quired by the terms of a rental housing agreement or by 
law; 

(iii) return by a landlord of a security deposit; 

(iv) removal or exclusion of a tenant by a landlord; 

(v) relocation of a tenant. 


The panel may convene from its membership a hearing 
committee of three persons, including one landlord and 
one tenant, to consider any such case or controversy. 

The panel shall seek to bring about a satisfactory 
resolution of any such case or controversy either through 
voluntary settlement of the parties or by referring the 
case to any private or public agency equipped to deal with 
the problem. 

The panel may investigate, study, and propose solutions 
to any problem.relating to the supply, pricing, and 
maintenance of rental housing accommodations in the 
city. 
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SECTION 9. Provision of Information. Upon a 
complaint by a tenant to the board due to a rent increase 
or reduction in housing services, the landlord shall 
furnish to the executive director within seven days all 
the information pertaining to the housing unit involved 
in the complaint on a form to be provided by the execu- 
tive director. The information requirement of the pre- 
ceding sentence shall not apply if the rent increase occurs 
upon the subletting of a housing accommodation (1) for 
a fixed period not to exceed four months, and (2) by a 
sublessor who was in continuous occupancy of the unit 
for at least eight months immediately preceding the 
effective date of said rent increase. 


Whoever wilfully withholds any information required 
to be filed under this section or whoever gives false 
statements in connection therewith shall be subject to 
a fine of up to fifty dollars per day for each refusal or 
false statement. 


Disclosure by the executive director or any other em- 
ployee of the board or of the city, of any information 
filed under this section, except to the board in connection 
with a matter properly before the board, or to the com- 
missioner of assessing upon the written consent of the 
landlord, shall be punishable by a fine of up to fifty 
dollars. 


SECTION 10. Duration. This ordinance shall re- 
main in effect until December 31, 1972, or until a prior 
determination by the mayor and city council that the 
present rental housing emergency no longer exists. 
Termination of this ordinance shall not be effective to 
terminate any outstanding order of the board. 


SECTION 11. Constitutional Construction. The pro- 
visions of this ordinance are severable, and if any of its 
provisions shall be held unconstitutional or otherwise 
invalid by any court of competent jurisdiction, the deci- 
sion of such court shall not affect or impair any of the 
remaining provisions. Nothing in this ordinance is in- 
tended to abrogate any existing contract or agreement 
between landlord and tenant.

The fee for a permit granted by the commissioner of 
public works under section 19 of chapter 90 of the General 
Laws to operate or draw on a public way a trailer which 
with its load weighs more than five thousand pounds, 
other than a semitrailer, a heavy duty platform trailer, a 
cable-reel trailer, a house trailer, or a trailer which is an 
apparatus or other object on wheels not used to transport 
other things for delivery shall be $5.00 a day.

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CHAPTER 16 


ESTABLISHING FOR A LIMITED TIME A MODEL 
CITY AGENCY AND A MODEL NEIGHBOR- 
HOOD BOARD AND DEFINING THEIR 
POWERS AND DUTIES. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 


SECTION 1. There shall be in the city until July 
first, nineteen hundred and seventy-four, an agency, 
known as the Model City Agency, which shall be under 
the charge of an officer, known as the Model City Ad- 
ministrator, appointed by the mayor as hereinafter pro- 
vided for a term expiring on the first Monday of the 
January following the next biennial municipal election 
at which a mayor is elected and thereafter until his suc- 
cessor is appointed and qualified. The model city ad- 
ministrator shall receive such annual salary as shall from 
time to time be fixed by the mayor. The model city ad- 
ministrator shall have full power and responsibility to 
administer and carry out-in this city the comprehensive 
city demonstration program under the federal Demon- 
stration Cities and Metropolitan Development Act of 
1966 as heretofore or hereafter supplemented or amended. 


The mayor may also appoint for a like term a deputy 
model city administrator, who shall, if the model city 
administrator is temporarily unable to perform his duties 
by reason of absence, illness or other cause, have the 
powers and perform the duties of such administrator 
until such disability ceases. The deputy model city ad- 
ministrator shall receive such annual salary as shall from 
time to time be fixed by the mayor, and shall perform 
such other duties as the model city administrator shall 
from time to time assign. 


SECTION 2. There shall also be until said July first, 
nineteen hundred and seventy-four, a board, known as 
the Model Neighborhood Board, which shall be the official 
community representative of the model neighborhood. 
It shall consist of eighteen residents of the Model Neigh- 
borhood area elected as follows:—in the case of three 
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members, by the residents of precincts 4, 5, 6 and 7 in 
Ward 11; in the case of three other members, by the 
residents of precincts 5, 6, 7, 8 and 9 in Ward 9 and 
precincts 1 and 2 in Ward 11; in the case of three other 
members, by the residents of precincts 3, 4, 5 and 7 in 
Ward 8 and precincts 1, 2 and 4 in Ward 12; in the case of 
three other members, by the residents of precincts 6, 8 
and 9 in Ward 8 and precincts 1, 2 and 4 in Ward 13; in 
the case of three other members, by the residents of 
precinct 6 in Ward 12, precinct 3 in Ward 13, and pre- 
cincts 1, 2 and 3 in Ward 14; and in the case of the three 
remaining members, by the residents of precincts 4, 5, 
6, 7, 8 and 9 in Ward 14; provided, however, that the 
initial members of said board shall be the persons elected 
at the election held under the resolution adopted by the 
city council on April 26, 1967, and approved by the 
mayor on April 27, 1967, who shall hold office until the 
first Monday in May, 1970. On the first Tuesday in 
April, 1970, an election shall be conducted by the board 
of election commissioners at which residents of said 
precincts as determined by the then latest listing of the 
listing board shall elect persons to serve as members 
of the model neighborhood board from the first Monday 
in May, 1970, until the first Monday in July, 1972. On 
the first Tuesday in June, 1972, another election shall be 
so conducted at which residents of said precincts as 
determined by the then latest listing of the listing board 
shall elect persons to serve as members of the model 
neighborhood board from the first Monday in July, 1972, 
until July first, 1974. Any vacancy in the office of a 
member shall be filled for the unexpired term by a special 
election to be held in the precincts in which the vacancy 
occurs. The members of the model neighborhood board 
shall be reimbursed from Model City Program Funds 
for loss of compensation and expenses necessarily incident 
to the performance of their duties. The members of 
said board are hereby classified as special municipal 
employees for the purposes of chapter 268A of the General 
Laws. 


Before appointing a model city administrator, the 
mayor shall submit the name of his proposed appointee 
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to the model neighborhood board. Said board may 
within ten days after the submission of such name make 
such recommendation with respect to such appointment 
as said board may see fit; and the mayor shall consider 
such recommendation before making such appointment. 


The model neighborhood board may at any time 
initiate a review of the administrator’s performance. 
Whenever, after such a review, a majority of the members 
of said board recommend the removal of the adminis- 
trator in writing specifying the grounds and the support- 
ing evidence, the mayor shall accept or reject such recom- 
mendation after providing the board and the adminis- 
trator notice and an opportunity to be heard. If the 
mayor rejects such recommendation, he shall state his 
reasons publicly and in writing. 


The model neighborhood board shall review all plans 
and programs which are part of, or being considered for 
incorporation in, the comprehensive program being ad- 
ministered by the model city administrator, and shall 
approve or disapprove them or approve them in part, 
and shall also keep all activities of said comprehensive 
program under continuous review. Said board may make 
recommendations to the administrator with regard to 
plans, programs, or policies; and after considering the 
administrator's own recommendations and the views of 
the community, said board may make confirmed recom- 
mendations. Whenever a majority of said board makes 
any such confirmed recommendation with regard to 
plans, programs, or policies, the administrator shall 
follow such recommendation or he shall submit the issue 
to binding arbitration before three arbitrators, one to be 
chosen by the board, one to be chosen by the adminis- 
trator, and one to be chosen by agreement between the 
board and the administrator. 


The model neighborhood board shall, in addition, 
maintain continuous contact with the residents of the 
model neighborhood, and compile and report their ideas, 
suggestions, criticisms and complaints respecting the 
comprehensive program aforesaid.

ESTABLISHING IN THE CITY OF BOSTON A 
COORDINATING COUNCIL ON DRUG ABUSE. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 


The Revised Ordinances of 1961 are hereby amended 
by inserting after chapter 10B, inserted by chapter 2 of 
the Ordinances of 1969, the following chapter: — 


CHAPTER 10C 


Druc ABUSE COORDINATING COUNCIL 


SECTION 1. There shall be in the city a board, known 
as the Coordinating Council on Drug Abuse, consisting of 
the corporation counsel, the commissioner of health and 
hospitals, the penal institutions commissioner, the police 
commissioner and the chairman of the youth activities 
commission, ex officiis, or their respective designees, and 
sixteen persons appointed by the mayor each for a term 
expiring on the first Monday of the January following the 
next biennial municipal election at which a mayor is 
elected. In making the appointments to be made by him, 
the mayor shall give consideration to the appointment of 
persons associated with, or representative of, the federal 
Bureau of Narcotics and Dangerous Drugs, the Division 
of Food and Drugs in the state Department of Public 
Health, the probation officers of the Municipal Court of 
the City of Boston, the Boston Juvenile Court, and the 
other municipal and district courts in the city, the public, 
and the nonpublic, schools in the city, the model cities 
drug program, the Boston Teachers Union, the Drug 
Treatment and Drug Education Committee of United 
Community Services of Metropolitan Boston, and the 
project currently coordinated by the Boston University 
Mental Health Center and the Boston College-Urban 
League Joint Center for Intercity Change. At least two 
of the persons appointed by the mayor shall be doctors or 
psychologists who have dealt with the medical and psycho- 
logical problems of youth in Beston. 

The mayor shall from time to time designate one of 
the members of the board as chairman and another as 
vice-chairman. The mayor shall appoint a full-time ex- 
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ecutive secretary of the board. The board may appoint. 
clerical assistance. 

All members of the board shall serve without com- 
pensation, but shall be reimbursed for expenses neces- 
sarily incurred in the performance of their duties. 


Section 2. It shall be the duty of the coordinating 
council on drug abuse to meet at least once each month; 
to coordinate to the fullest possible extent the work of all 
public and private agencies dealing with drug abuse; to 
effect an ongoing dialogue and exchange of views between 
such agencies; to conduct, either mdependently or in 
conjunction with the school committee of the city, such 
drug education programs as said council deems advis- 
able; to conduct studies, investigations and research into 
the source and use of harmful drugs and narcotic drugs as 
those terms are respectively defined in section one hun- 
dred and eighty-seven A and section one hundred and 
ninety-seven of chapter ninety-four of the General Laws, 
as now or hereafter amended; to pursue a course of action 
to insure that all laws governing the sale, possession and 
use of both harmful, and narcotic, drugs are duly en- 
forced; and by the use of such media of communication as 
said council shall from time to time deem appropriate, 
keep the inhabitants of the city informed respecting the 
use of both harmful, and narcotic, drugs.

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ORDINANCES OF 1970, CHAPTER 4 


REORGANIZING THE COUNCIL ON AGING 
AND CHANGING ITS NAME 


In the Year Nineteen Hundred and Seventy. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 


SECTION 1. The first paragraph of section 5 of 
chapter 3 of the Revised Ordinances of 1961, as amended, 
is hereby further amended by inserting after clause (1) 
the following clause: — 


(1A) The commissioner on affairs of the elderly, 
fifteen thousand dollars. 


SECTION 2. Chapter 4A of the Revised Ordinances 
of 1961, inserted by chapter 5 of the Ordinances of 1968, 
is hereby amended by striking out sections | and 2 and 
inserting in place thereof the following sections: — 


Section 1. ‘There shall be in the city a board, known 
as the Commission on Affairs of the Elderly, consisting 
of an officer, known as the Commissioner on Affairs of the 
Elderly, appointed by the mayor for a term expiring on 
the first Monday of the January following the next bien- 
nial municipal election at which a mayor is elected, who 
shall be chairman of the board and shall devote his whole 
time to the work, and ten other officers, known as Asso- 
ciate Commissioners on Affairs of the Elderly, appoimted 
by the mayor. The associate commissioners first ap- 
pointed shall serve, according to the provisions of their 
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respective appointments, for terms expiring, in the case 
of three associate commissioners, one year, in the case of 
three other associate commissioners, two years, in the 
case of two other associate commissioners, three years, 
and in the case of the other two associate commissioners, 
four years, from May 1, 1970. As the term of any such 
associate commissioner, or of any subsequent associate 
commissioner expires, his successor shall be appointed by 
the mayor for a term of four years. Any vacancy in the 
office of an associate commissioner shall be filled by the 
mayor for the unexpired term. The associate commis- 
sioners shall serve without compensation. 


Section 2. The commission on affairs of the elderly 
shall be cognizant of federal and state legislation con- 
cerning financial assistance, information exchange, and 
planning for better community programming for the 
elderly, and shall coordinate or carry out programs de- 
signed to meet the problems of the elderly in coordination 
with programs of the Commission on Aging established 
under section 73 of chapter 6 of the General Laws or its 
successor in function. The commission on affairs of the 
elderly shall send to said commission or its successor in 
function a copy of the annual report transmitted by it 
to the mayor under section 25 of chapter 3 of these ordi- 
nances. 


SECTION 3. The council on aging in existence im- 
mediately prior to the taking effect of this ordinance is 
hereby abolished; and the powers, duties and appropria- 
tions of said board are hereby transferred to the council 
on affairs of the elderly created by this ordinance. 


SECTION 4. Every person holding an _ office or 
position subject to the civil service laws and rules shall, 
if the office or position is abolished by this ordinance, be 
reappointed without civil service examination or regis- 
tration to a similar office or position with similar status 
in a new department or agency, or division of either, 
created, or a department or agency, or division of either, 
not abolished, by this ordinance; and every such person 
shall, upon such reappointment, retain all rights to re- 
tirement with pension that shall have accrued or would 
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thereafter accrue to him; and his services shall be deemed 
to have been continuous to the same extent as if such 
abolition had not taken place. As used in this section, 
the term “agency” shall be construed as defined in 
section 5 of chapter 486 of the acts of 1909 as amended 
by section | of chapter 473 of the acts of 1953. 


SECTION 5. This ordinance shall be deemed to be 
made under section 5 of chapter 486 of the acts of 1909, 
as amended by section 1 of chapter 473 of the acts of 1953, 
and shall be so construed that no person holding, whether 
under general or special law or otherwise, an office or 
position subject to the civil service laws and rules shall, 
by reason of the adoption of this ordinance, be without a 
similar office or position or be reduced in rank or compen- 
sation. 

SECTION 6. Anything in section 3 of chapter 1 of 
the Revised Ordinances of 1961 to the contrary notwith- 
standing, this ordinance shall be published by the action 
of the city council in passing the same.

BUILDING COMMISSIONER FOR APPEALS 
TO THE BOARD OF APPEAL. 


In the Year Nineteen Hundred and Seventy 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 


Section 1 of chapter 30 of the Revised Ordinances of 
1961 is hereby amended by striking out clauses (3) and 
(4), as amended by section 1 of chapter 7 of the Ordinances 
of 1968, and inserting in place thereof the following 
clauses: — | 


(3) Appeal to Board of Appeal under Building Code. 
The entry fee which shall be paid to the building commis- 
sioner for each appeal to the board of appeal from a 
decision of such commissioner under the Boston Building 
Code shall be, in the case of a structure which if on such 
appeal the appellant prevails, is to be used exclusively 
for dwelling purposes by not more than three families, 
$25.00, and in the case of each and every other structure, 
a primary fee of $50.00 and an additional fee of $50.00 
for each and every deviation or variance from the Boston 
Building Code sought by such appeal (including the 
first). 

(4) Appeal to Board of Appeal under Zoning Law. The 
entry fee which shall be paid to the building commissioner 
for each appeal under section 8 of chapter 665 of the acts 
of 1956 to the board of appeal from a refusal, order or 
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decision of an administrative official shall be, in the case 
of a structure which, if on such appeal the appellant pre- 
vails, is to be used exclusively for dwelling purposes by 
not more than three families, $50.00 (which shall include 
the cost to the city of publishing and sending notice of 
hearing as required by law), and in the case of each and 
every other structure, a primary fee of $75.00 (which shall 
include the cost to the city of publishing and sending 
notice of hearing as required by law) and an additional 
fee of $50.00 for each and every deviation or variance 
from the Boston Zoning Code sought by such appeal 
(including the first).

SECTION 2. Chapter 19 of the Revised Ordinances of 
1961 is hereby amended by striking out, in line 9, the 
words “‘and shall devote his whole time to the work”’ and 
inserting in place thereof the words: — two other officers, 
respectively known as the Assistant Commissioner for 
Administration, and the Assistant Commissioner for 
Recreation, each likewise appointed by the mayor for a 
term expiring on the first Monday of the January follow- 
ing the next biennial municipal election at which a mayor 
is elected. 

SECTION 3. Anything in section 3 of chapter 1 of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1961 to the contrary notwith- 
standing, this ordinance shall be published by the action 
of the city council in passing the same.

INDEPENDENCE DAY ORATION, 1970 


DELIVERED BY 


GABRIEL F. PIEMONTE 





Today, July 4, 1970, marks the one hundred ninety-fourth 
anniversary of the Declaration of Independence. It has 
been said: “The political philosophy embodied in that docu- 
ment upon which our government is based did not spring 
forth in a single moment of inspiration. Rather it was the 
culmination of man’s long struggle for freedom, justice, 
equality, and the recognition of the dignity of man. It 
reflects wisdom of the Old and New Testaments, the demo- 
cratic principles of ancient Greece, the justness of the 
Roman law, the concept of constitutional liberty as guaran- 
teed to Englishmen by the Magna Charta, and the dedica- 
tion that caused our founding fathers to seek liberty, 
justice, and opportunity in the new world.” 


Its ideals of justice, liberty, and opportunity for all must 
be constantly cherished and nurtured. 


While it is fitting and proper that we should celebrate the 
Fourth of July as the anniversary of the first successful 
attempt to establish the dignity of the individual in relation 
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to his government, and as a reminder of that period of our 
history which secured for our forefathers, and for us, the 
rights we enjoy today, still we should bear in mind that the 
American experiment can be called successful only as long 
as it continues, and only as long as it continues to approach 
the ideals enumerated in the Declaration of Independence. 


The Declaration of Independence is not, of course, the 
law of the land. It was promulgated by representatives of 
the various states thirteen years before our Constitution 
took effect. It does not describe any practical machinery 
of government, nor does it directly influence the workings 
of our modern political process. Rather it was, and still 
remains, a statement of beliefs — and a promise. 

“We hold these truths to be self evident — that all 
men are created equal; that they are endowed by their 
creator with certain unalienable rights; that among these 
are life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness. That to 
secure these rights, governments are instituted among 


men, deriving their just powers from the consent of the 
governed. ae 


It sets forth the ideal which we must constantly strive 
to attain. 

We in the United States can be both pleased and proud 
that our system incorporates procedures for responsive, 
orderly evolution, even though the procedure is both cum- 
bersome and time-consuming. That unwieldy procedure 
serves as a check to insure that ill-advised, and possibly 
dangerous, legislation will be fully examined before it can 
become law. 
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Thus, there will be times when many of our citizens, 
especially some of the young people, feel that our govern- 
ment is much too slow and much too unresponsive to out- 
standing problems. I ask them to consider that our govern- 
mental system has guided our country from the status of 
colony to the status of the richest, freest, most powerful 
nation in the world in a mere 200 years. 


So, we must reconcile the authority necessary to preserve 
order with the freedom indispensable to our life. Our 
government must always be strong enough to maintain its 
existence. It must know its own strength and not crush 
liberty. We cannot have feedom of speech and assembly 
for some doctrines and repression for others. 


There will be times, as there are now, when many sincere 
defenders of our government, in good faith, believing that 
freedom of speech or assembly could be selective, could 
break down its very foundation by the wild freedom of 
criticism and discussion. 


The answer must be the development of a public feeling 
and spirit sufficient to prevent the government from abusing 
its power through intimidation of the individual. 


To preserve and guarantee our Constitution, we have 
ratified the first ten amendments — the Bill of Rights. The 
Bill of Rights protects personal rights of both individuals 
and minorities and thus perpetuates our democratic form 
of government. It guarantees a practical reign of law by 
banishing arbitrary governmental action. 
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Yet there are times when strict observance of free speech 
and assembly raises the perplexing question of balance be- 
tween order and liberty. If you abandon any of the prin- 
ciples in the Bill of Rights, you undermine the democratic 
representative system of government. If you permit ab- 
solutely unrestricted free speech and the spread of doctrines 
aimed at weakening our democracy, you risk that very 
order which is an essential feature. 


Our form of government assumes that the will of the 
majority is most likely to protect life, to secure each man 
the utmost degree of liberty compatible with the liberty of 
others, and to encourage the pursuit of happiness. It as- 
sumes that the Constitution and statutes embody this will 
of the majority, an assumption that may at times be wrong, 
but without which the government cannot endure. 


It assumes that the welfare of each is best secured through 
the common welfare, the welfare of all. Such has always 
been the assumption of Americans. Never has it been set 
forth better than in the compilation of the statutes of 
Massachusetts published in 1648. Its introduction reads as 
follows, and I quote: 


“Tf any of you meet with some law that seems not to 
tend to your particular benefit, you must consider that 
laws are made with respect to the whole people, and not 
to each particular person: and, obedience to them must 
be yielded with respect to the common welfare, not to 
thy private advantage: and as thou yieldest obedience 
to the law for common good, but to thy disadvantage; so 
another must observe some law for thy good, though to 
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his own damage; thus must we be content to bear one 
another’s burdens and so fulfill the laws of Christ.” 


At times it will appear that there will be some who will 
fashion a quite different conception of liberty. It is looked 
upon as the right of every man to do as he pleases. It is 
this demand of the individual that he shall not be required 
to conform to the will of the community, where it displeases 
him, but shall be a law unto himself which threatens our 
democratic form of government. 


There will be times when intelligent men with this new 
attitude toward law, speaking under the aegis of liberty and 
asserting the protecting of natural rights, echoing the words 
of the Declaration of Independence, proclaim from the 
housetops and doorsteps of universities the doctrine that 
every citizen may determine for himself whether he will 
or will not observe the law; in the columns of the press, 
open to letter writers, and journals devoted to this one issue, 
by radio and television, preach with startling frankness 
and vigor that the will of the majority as expressed in ac- 
cordance with our form of government has no binding 
effect and may be ignored with a clear conscience. 


At present, the factor of greatest importance to the 
perpetuation of the best elements in the human race is being 
menaced by the breakdown of the family through dis- 
regard of the laws for its protection. Indeed, in every 
direction appears alarming disregard for law, whether 
written or unwritten, statutory or conventional. Whatever 
the cause, whether it be the upheaval brought by the swift 
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advances being made by science, the temptations and op- 
portunities brought by sudden wealth, or some other social 
change, it is manifest that we are in an era of revolt. 


But what have we learned from history? ‘The very docu- 
ment that set forth the motives for rebellion of the founders 
of this great country of ours teems with reasons for ob- 
servance of law. The chief causes for revolt against the 
king were that he had violated the charters, had oppressed 
the people, had broken the laws. A better government was 
what was sought, and a better government means a better 
method of making and executing law. History teaches us 
there is no salutary way of getting better government other 
than by influence exerted through the customary channels 
of lawmaking. Individual rebellions spread waves of re- 
volt in all directions, against all manner of restraints, im- 
perilling the whole social structure. 


We here in Boston, therefore, have profound cause for 
gratitude that in our midst there are so many of you who, 
because of your heritage, have an inbuilt warmth and 
understanding of the need for family life, of the need of the 
fact that family life is the cornerstone and the foundation 
of civilized society. 


In these days of unrest and rebellion, as in any days of 
unrest and rebellion, if we are all fair and understanding in 
our views and opinions, are honest with ourselves and each 
other, then “‘we the people” need never fear the future.

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ORDINANCES OF 1970, CHAPTER 10 


ESTABLISHING A CONSERVATION 
COMMISSION 


In the Year Nineteen Hundred and Seventy 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 

The Revised Ordinances of 1961 are hereby amended 
by inserting after chapter 10 and before chapter 10A the 
following chapter: — 


CHAPTER 10.1 
CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


SEcTION 1. There shall be in the city a board, known 
as the Conservation Commission, consisting of the 
Commissioner of Parks and Recreation, ex officio, 
and six conservation commissioners, who shall be resi- 
dents of the city, appointed by the mayor, of whom two 
shall be appointed from ten candidates nominated two 
each by the board of directors or like body of the following 
corporations or organizations: — the Massachusetts Au- 
dubon Society, Inc., the Massachusetts Forest and Park 
Association, the Massachusetts Roadside Council, The 
Trustees of Reservations, and the Eastern Massachusetts 
Group of the New England Chapter of the Sierra Club. 
The conservation commissioners first appointed shall 
serve according to the provisions of their respective ap- 
pointments, in the case of the two commissioners ap- 
pointed upon nomination, for three years, in the case of 
two of the commissioners selected at large, for two years, 
and in the case of the two other commissioners selected at 
large, for one year, from May first, nineteen hundred and 
seventy. As the term of any conservation commissioner 
so appointed, or of any subsequent conservation com- 


missioner, expires, his successor shall be appointed in like 
manner for a term of three years. Any vacancy in the 
office of a conservation commissioner shall be filled in like 
manner for the unexpired term. 

The mayor shall from time to time designate one of 
the conservation commissioners as chairman and another 
as vice-chairman. The commission shall elect. a secretary 
who need not be a member of the commission. 

The commissioners shall serve without compensation, 
and shall be deemed to be special municipal employees 
for the purposes of chapter 268A of the General Laws. 

SECTION 2. The conservation commission shall, sub- 
ject to the provisions of the charter as that term is de- 
fined in clause Fifth of section 7 of chapter 4 of the 
General Laws, have the powers and perform the duties 
from time to time conferred or imposed on conservation 
commissions by section 8C of chapter 40 of the General 
Laws. 

SECTION 3. The public facilities commission shall not 
transfer any land from the municipal purpose to which it 
is devoted at the time of transfer to any other municipal 
purpose unless not less than fourteen, nor more than 
ninety, days prior to transfer, the directior of public 
facilities has given the conservation commission written 
notice of his intention to recommend such transfer; nor 
shall the public improvement commission lay-out, re- 
locate, or widen any public way unless not less than 
fourteen, nor more than ninety, days prior to such laying- 
out, relocation or widening, the commissioner of public 
works has given the conservation commission written 
notice of his intention to recommend such laying-out, 
relocation or widening.

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ORDINANCES OF 1970, CHAPTER 11 
REGULATING CERTAIN RESIDENTIAL RENTS 
AND EVICTIONS 


In the Year Nineteen Hundred and Seventy 


Be ut ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 


Whereas a serious public emergency exists with re- 
spect to the housing of a substantial number of the 
citizens of Boston; and 


Whereas the deterioration and demolition of exist- 
ing housing and an insufficient supply of new housing 
have resulted in a substantial and critical shortage of safe, 
decent, and reasonably-priced rental housing accommoda- 
tions; and 


Whereas this emergency cannot be dealt with effec- 
tively by the ordinary operation of the private rental 
housing market, and, unless residential rents are regulated 
and controlled so that rents will not be increased unrea- 
sonably and landlords will receive a fair net operating in- 
come from housing accommodations, and unless evictions 
of tenants are regulated and controlled, such emergency 
and the inflationary pressures resulting therefrom will 
produce serious threats to the public health, safety and 
general welfare of the citizens of Boston; 


NOW THEREFORE, pursuant to the authority vested 
in it by law, including, without limitation, Article 2, as 
amended, and Article 47 of the Amendments to the Con- 
stitution of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts and 
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Chapter 797 of the Acts of 1969, as amended by Chapter 
863 of the Acts of 1970, BE IT DECLARED by the 
City Council of the City of Boston that a substantial and 
critical shortage of safe, decent and reasonably-priced 
rental housing units exists because of (1) the deterioration . 
and demolition of existing housing, (2) an insufficient 
supply of new housing, and (3) inadequate municipal tools 
presently available to regulate residential rents; 


AND, also pursuant to the authority vested in it by 
law, including, without limitation, Article 2, as amended, 
and Article 47 of the Amendments to the Constitution of 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts and Chapter 797 of 
the Acts of 1969 as amended by Chapter 863 of the Acts 
of 1970, BE IT ORDAINED by the City Council of the 
City of Boston as follows: 


SECTION 1. Definitions. When used in this ordinance, 
unless the context otherwise requires, the following terms 
shall have the following meanings: 


(a) Board: the rent board established by section two. 

(b) Capital improvement: any substantial rehabilita- 
tion, addition or improvement which appreciably adds to 
the value of the property or prolongs its life, or both, but 
not including ordinary repairs and maintenance. 

(c) Class of housing accommodations: all housing ac- 
commodations within the city or any category of such 
housing accommodations based on size, age, construction, 
rent, location, or other common characteristics. 

(d) Executive director: the executive director of the 
board. 

(e) Housing accommodation: any building or struc- 
ture, permanent or temporary, located within the city, or 
any part or portion thereof, occupied or intended for 
occupancy by one or more individuals as a residence, not 
including the following: 

(i) housing accommodations which the United States 
or the Commonwealth of Massachusetts or any authority 
created under the laws thereof either owns, or operates, 
or regulates the individual rents thereof, other than 
housing accommodations regulated under the provisions 
of Chapter 10 of the Ordinances of 1969 or of this ordi- 
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nance, or finances or subsidizes; except federally subsidized 
buildings under the 207, 220, 221(d)3 and 236 programs. 

(ii) housing accommodations in any building or struc- 
ture containing no more than two dwelling units, or 
containing three dwelling units, one of which is occupied 
by the owner thereof as his permanent residence; provided 
that two or more adjoining buildings or structures under 
common legal or beneficial ownership shall constitute a 
single building or structure for this purpose. 

(iii) housing accommodations created by new con- 
struction or by conversion from a non-housing use com- 
pleted after December 1, 1968. 

(iv) housing accommodations for which the monthly 
rent in effect on December 1, 1968, or, if there was no 
rent in effect on that date, the first rent in effect there- 
after, was at least: one hundred and sixty dollars in the 
case of a studio; one hundred and eighty-five dollars in 
the case of a one-bedroom apartment; two hundred and 
thirty-five dollars in the case of a two-bedroom apart- 
ment; or two hundred and eighty-five dollars in the case 
of an apartment having three or more bedrooms. 

(v) housing accommodations in condominiums and 
cooperatives. 

(vi) housing accommodations in any motel, hotel, inn, 
college fraternity or sorority house, dormitory of an 
institution of higher education or private school, hospital, 
extended medical care facility, convent, monastery or 
non-profit home for aged. 

(f) Housing services: services or facilities provided by 
a landlord or required by law or by the terms of a rental 
housing agreement to be provided by a landlord to a 
tenant in connection with the use and occupancy of any 
housing accommodation, including, without limitation: 
services, furniture, furnishings and equipment; repairs; 
decorating and maintenance; provision of light, heat, hot 
water, cold water, telephone and elevator service; kitchen, 
bath, and laundry facilities and privileges; use of halls, 
corridors, stairs, common rooms, yard, and other common 
areas; maid service, linen service, janitor service, removal 
of refuse and parking facilities. 

(g) Landlord: an owner, lessor, sublessor or other 
person entitled to receive rent for the use and occupancy 
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of any housing accommodation, or an agent of any of the 
foregoing. 

(h) Operating and maintenance expenses: the reason- 
able and necessary expenses to a landlord of providing 
housing services to a tenant, including but not limited to 
maintenance, repair, management fee, real estate broker’s 
commission, insurance, utilities included within the rent, 
but not including mortgage interest and amortization nor 
an allowance for obsolescence or depreciation. 

(i) Person: an individual, corporation, partnership, 
association or other organized group of individuals or the 
legal successor or representative of any of the foregoing. 

(j) Rent: the consideration paid or payable, according 
to the terms of a rental housing agreement, for the use 
and occupancy of a housing accommodation or for the 
transfer of a lease to a housing accommodation. 

(k) Rental housing agreement: an agreement, verbal, 
written or implied, between a landlord and a tenant for 
use and occupancy of a housing accommodation and for 
housing services. 

(1) Tenant: a tenant, subtenant, lessee, sublessee or 
other person, entitled under the terms of a rental housing 
agreement to the use and occupancy of any housing 
accommodation. 


SECTION 2. Rent Board. (a) Composition. There shall 
be in the city a board, known as the Rent Board, con- 
sisting of five residents of the city appointed by the 
mayor, including one tenant who owns no housing ac- 
commodations, one landlord who owns or manages at 
least twenty rental units in the city and three members 
representing the public interest, none of whom may own 
or manage more than three rental units in the city. 
Members of the board shall be appointed for a term ex- 
piring on the first Monday of the January following the 
next biennial municipal election at which a mayor is 
elected. Vacancies shall be filled, for the unexpired term, 
by the mayor. The board shall elect one of its members 
as chairman to serve in that capacity for a term of one 
year. 

(b) Compensation. Each member of the board shall 
receive for every day or part thereof of actual service 
fifty dollars. 
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(c) Powers and duties. The board shall, as provided 
in sections 3, 4 and 5, establish and adjust the maximum 
rent that may be charged for housing accommodations, 
and shall grant or deny certificates of eviction as provided 
under section 8. The board may at the request of any 
landlord, render a binding advisory opinion as to the per- 
missible impact of a proposed capital improvement on 
the rents. 

(d) Regulations. The board shall have power to pro- 
mulgate such rules and regulations as are not inconsistent 
with this ordinance including without limitation regula- 
tions under section 3 and section 5 and regulations estab- 
lishing a schedule of standard rental increases or de- 
creases for improvement or deterioration in specific serv- 
ices and facilities. 

(e) Investigations. The board shall gather studies and 
information concerning the supply and quality of housing 
of all types, and regarding the level of and changes in 
rents and prices of consumer commodities, and shall re- 
port to the mayor and the city council semi-annually on 
such matters. 


SECTION 3. Adjustment of Rents. The board shall 
have jurisdiction over any case brought by or on behalf of 
a tenant seeking either a reduction of his present rent in 
accordance with subsection (a) of this section, or relief 
from a rent increase effective after the effective date of 
this ordinance. The Board may at its discretion initiate 
a complaint on behalf of a tenant or tenants where rental 
levels or housing conditions so violate community stan- 
dards as to warrant public action. In any such case the 
board shall have power to set the rent at a level equal to 
the base rent, as defined in this section, adjusted upward 
or downward in conformity with the provisions of this 
section. 

(a) Base Rent. The base rent shall be the rent in 
effect on December 1, 1968, or, if there was no rent in 
effect on that date, then the first rent in effect thereafter; 
or any adjusted rent last established in conformance with 
chapter 10 of the ordinances of 1969 provided, however, 
that if the landlord can demonstrate that said rent was 
insufficient to yield a fair return on the property as of 
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said date, the board shall set as the base rent such higher 
amount as would have been necessary to yield a fair net 
operating income to the landlord on that date. 


SEcTION 4. Adjustment of Maximum Rent and Pro- 
ceedings Before the Board. (a) Notice. A landlord shall 
notify the board and the tenant or occupant, if any, of 
the amount of a rent increase for a housing accommoda- 
tion, in writing, prior to the proposed effective date of 
such increase. Notice to the tenant or occupant shall in- 
clude, on a form previously approved by the board, a 
statement of the rent in effect December 1, 1968, or any 
adjusted rent last established in conformance with Chap- 
ter 10 of the Ordinances of 1969, a statement of the rent 
presently paid for the accommodation, of the tenant’s or 
occupant’s right to appeal such increase to the board, and 
of information as to the procedures for instituting such 
an appeal. In the case of an existing tenancy, notice 
shall be given at least thirty days prior to the proposed 
effective date. In case of a vacancy, notice shall be given 
to the Board and the new tenant prior to the effective 
date of the new tenancy. The Board may disapprove 
the increase any time within forty-five days. A tenant 
or occupant wishing to oppose a rent increase shall regis- 
ter a complaint on a form to be provided by the executive 
director within fourteen days of receipt of said notice of 
the proposed increase; provided that upon a showing of 
good cause or excusable neglect, the said fourteen-day 
period may be extended by the board for a further period 
of no more than thirty days. No rent increase shall be 
effective unless the landlord has complied with the provi- 
sions of this section, and unless the Board has not denied 
the increase within forty-five days. 

(b) Adjustment. On complaint registered under Sec- 
tion 4(a), or actions initiated under Section 3, the Board 
shall by order make such adjustments either upward or 
downward, of the base rent for any housing accommoda- 
tion as may be necessary to remove hardship or correct 
other inequities and in so doing shall observe the principle 
of maintaining rents for housing accommodations at levels 
which will yield to the landlords a fair net operating in- 
come from such housing accommodations. 
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(c) Fair Net Operating Income. In determining 
whether the maximum rent for housing accommodations 
yields a fair net operating income, the board shall con- 
sider the following among other relevant factors: 

(i) increases or decreases in property taxes; that is, 
the tenant’s proportionate share as it relates to the num- 
ber of housing accommodations in the taxed parcel as- 
sessed pro-rata depending on the amount of space occupied 
and the rent charged. Further, that in the event that 
owner of said parcel received any form of tax relief for 
the year in which the additional tax was added to the 
tenant’s rent, the landlord shall be responsible for credit- 
ing the tenants with a proportionate share of said tax 
relief. 

(ii) unavoidable increases or any decreases in operat- 
ing and maintenance expenses; 

(ili) capital improvement of the housing accommo- 
dations; 

(iv) increases or decreases in living space or housing 
services; and 

(v) substantial deterioration of the housing accom- 
modations, other than ordinary wear and tear, or failure 
to perform ordinary repair, replacement or maintenance. 

(d) Upon receipt of a complaint by a tenant the Board 
shall send a written notice to the landlord and a copy to 
the tenant, containing a description of the case and in- 
forming either party of his right to request a hearing by 
notifying the Board of such request by certified mail 
within ten days of receipt of such notice. If a hearing 
is timely requested by either party, notice of the time, 
place and purpose of the hearing shall be furnished to 
the landlord and tenant and the hearing shall be con- 
ducted before at least one member of the board prior to 
the decision by the board to grant or deny an adjustment 
of base rent. The board may consolidate complaints re- 
lating to housing accommodations in the same building, 
and all such complaints may be considered in a single 
hearing. 

(e) Notwithstanding any provisions of this section the 
Board may refuse an upward adjustment of maximum 
rent if it determines that the effective housing accommo- 
dation does not comply with the State Sanitary Code or 
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the Boston Building Code or Fire Prevention Code and 
such lack of compliance is not caused by the tenant’s 
neglect or misconduct and the landlord has been given 
15 days notice of such non-compliance. The Board may 
refuse to make a downward adjustment of a base rent if 
it determines that the tenant is more than 30 days in 
arrears in payment of rent unless such arrearage is 
authorized by law. 

(v) substantial deterioration of the housing accommo- 
dations, other than ordinary wear and tear, or failure to 
perform ordinary repair, replacement or maintenance. 

(c) Denial of Adjustment. Notwithstanding any other 
provision of this section, the board may refuse to grant 
an upward adjustment of maximum rent if it determines 
that the affected housing accommodation does not com- 
ply with the State Sanitary Code or the Boston Building 
Code or the Boston Fire Prevention Code and such lack 
of compliance is not caused by the tenant’s neglect or 
misconduct. The board may refuse to make a downward 
adjustment of maximum rent if it determines that the 
tenant is more than thirty days in arrears in payment of 
rent, unless such arrearage is authorized by law. 


Section 5. (a) Limitation of Petitions for Individual 
Adjustment. Notwithstanding any other provision of this 
ordinance, the board may, without holding a hearing, re- 
fuse to adjust the maximum rent of an individual housing 
accommodation if a hearing has been held with regard to 
the maximum rent of such housing accommodation within 
twelve months unless there has been a change in the 
tenancy since the hearing was held. 

(b) Legal Assistance. The Board shall satisfy itself 
‘that each tenant who brings proceedings before the board 
‘shall have available such legal assistance as is reasonably 
necessary to prosecute effectively his case before the 
board. 


SecTIon 6. Provision of Information. Upon receipt 
by the board of a petition for adjustment of a maximum 
rent, or upon action initiated by the board for adjustment 
of a maximum rent, the landlord shall furnish to the ex- 
ecutive director, within seven days after his written de- 
mand therefor, information pertaining to the housing 
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accommodation or accommodations involved in the peti- 
tion or action and to the building or structure wherein 
such housing accommodation is located on a form ap- 
proved by the executive director. 

Whoever fails to file or withholds any information re- 
quired to be filed by this ordinance or whoever knowingly 
gives false statements in connection therewith shall in 
addition to other penalties under section 10, be subject 
to a fine of up to fifty dollars per day for each such fail- 
ure or false statement, and, in the case of a landlord 
seeking an upward adjustment of maximum rent, may be 
denied such adjustment in its entirety. 


SECTION 7. Executive Director and Staff. The board 
shall employ an executive director and such additional 
staff as may be necessary to perform the following func- 
tions: 

(a) Investigate at the request of the board any peti- 
tion or action for a rent adjustment brought under sec- 
tion 5 and any application for a certificate of eviction 
brought under section 8. 

(b) Seek to resolve any rental dispute by voluntary 
agreement of the parties. 

(c) refer any appropriate matter to the assessing, 
building, fire or housing inspection departments, and 

(d) bring appropriate proceedings in a court of law to 
enforce any order of the board. 


SecTION 8. Evictions. (a) No person shall bring any 
action to recover possession of a housing accommodation 
unless: 


(i) the tenant has failed to pay the rent to which the 
landlord is entitled; 

(ii) the tenant has violated an obligation or covenant 
of his tenancy other than the obligation to surrender 
possession upon proper notice and has failed to cure such 
violation after having received written notice thereof from 
the landlord; 

(iii) the tenant is committing or permitting to exist a 
nuisance in, or is causing substantial damage to, the 
housing accommodation, or is creating a substantial in- 
terference with the comfort, safety or enjoyment of the 
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landlord or other occupants of the same or any adjacent 
accommodation; 

(iv) the tenant is convicted of using or permitting a 
housing accommodation to be used for any illegal purpose; 

(v) the tenant, who had a written lease or rental 
agreement which terminated on or after the passage of 
this ordinance has refused, after written request or de- 
mand by the landlord, to execute a written extension or 
renewal thereof for a further term of like duration and in 
such terms as are not inconsistent with or violative of 
any provisions of this ordinance; 

(vi) the tenant has refused the landlord reasonable 
access to the housing accommodation for the purpose of 
making necessary repairs or improvements required by 
the laws of the United States, the commonwealth, or any 
subdivision thereof, or for the purpose of inspection as 
permitted or required by the lease or by law, or for the 
purpose of showing the housing accommodation to any 
prospective purchaser or mortgagee; 

(vii) the tenant holding at the end of a lease term is 
a subtenant not approved by the landlord; 

(vill) the landlord seeks to recover possession in good 
faith for use and occupancy of himself, or his children, 
parents, brother, sister, father-in-law, mother-in-law, son- 
in-law, or daughter-in-law; 

(ix) the landlord seeks to recover possession to de- 
molish or otherwise remove the housing accommodation 
from housing use; or 

(x) the landlord seeks to recover possession for any 
other just cause, provided that his purpose is not in con- 
flict with the provisions and purposes of this ordinance. 

(b) A landlord seeking to recover possession of a 
housing accommodation shall apply to the board for a 
certificate of eviction. Such application shall be made 
on a form approved by the executive director, and a copy 
thereof shall simultaneously be sent to the tenant by 
registered or certified mail, return receipt requested. The 
tenant may request a hearing on such application within 
five days after receipt by him of his copy thereof, and if 
requested, such hearing shall be scheduled within five days 
thereafter. Notice of the time, place and purpose of the 
hearing shall be furnished to the landlord and tenant and 
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the hearing shall be conducted before at least one member 
of the board prior to the decision of the board to grant or 
deny the certificate of eviction. If the board finds that 
the facts attested to in the landlord’s petition are valid 
and in compliance with subsection (a) of this section, the 
certificate of eviction shall be issued. Any application 
shall be deemed to have been granted unless denied by 
the board within fifteen days of the hearing on such appli- 
cation; provided, that an application for eviction based 
on non-payment of rent shall be deemed to have been 
granted unless denied within five days of such hearing. 

(c) A landlord who seeks to recover possession of a 
housing accommodation without a certificate of eviction 
shall be deemed to have violated this ordinance, and the 
board shall initiate a criminal prosecution for such 
violation. 

Notwithstanding the provisions of this section the 
United States, the Commonwealth or any agency or polit- 
ical subdivision thereof may maintain an action or pro- 
ceeding to recover possession of any housing accommoda- 
tions operated by it where such action or proceeding is 
authorized by the statute or regulation under which such 
accommodations are administered. 

The provisions of this section shall be construed as ad- 
ditional restrictions on the right to recover possession of 
a housing accommodation. No provision of this section 
shall entitle any person to recover possession of such a 
housing accommodation. Upon a decision of said board 
concerning the granting or withholding of a certificate of 
eviction, either party concerned may appeal to the dis- 
trict court within the jurisdiction of which the housing 
accommodation involved is located. 


SecTion 9. Cwil Remedies. (a) Any person who de- 
mands, accepts, receives, or retains any payment of rent 
in excess of the maximum lawful rent, in violation of the 
provisions of this ordinance, or any rule, regulation, or 
order hereunder promulgated, shall be liable as herein- 
after provided to the person from whom such payment 
is demanded, accepted, received, or retained, or to the 
city for reasonable attorney’s fees and costs as deter- 
mined by the court, plus liquidated damages in the 
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amount of one hundred dollars, or not more than three 
times the amount by which the payment or payments 
demanded, accepted, received, or retained exceed the 
maximum rent which could be lawfully demanded, ac- 
cepted, received or retained, whichever is the greater; pro- 
vided that if the defendant proves that the violation was 
neither willful nor the result of failure to take practicable 
precautions against the occurrence of the violation, the 
amount of such liquidated damages shall be the amount 
of the overcharge or overcharges. 

(b) If the person from whom such payment is de- 
manded, accepted, received, or retained in violation of 
the provisions of this ordinance or any rule, regulation, 
or order hereunder promulgated fails to bring an action 
under this section within thirty days from the date of 
the occurrence of the violation, the board may settle the 
claim arising out of the violation or bring such action. 
Settlement by the board shall thereafter bar any other 
person from bringing action for the violation or violations 
with regard to which a settlement has been reached. In 
the event the board settles said claim, it shall be entitled 
to retain the costs it incurred in the settlement thereof, 
and the person against whom the violation has been com- 
mitted shall be entitled to the remainder. In the event 
the city brings action under the provisions of this section, 
it shall be entitled to receive attorney’s fees and costs 
under the provisions of paragraph (a) and the person 
against whom the violation was committed shall be 
awarded liquidated damages under the provisions of said 
paragraph (a). 

(c) A judgment for damages or on the merits in any 
action under this section shall be a bar to any recovery 
under this section or in any other action against the same 
defendant on account of any violation with respect to 
the same person prior to the institution of the action in 
which such judgment was rendered. Action to recover 
liquidated damages under the provisions of this section 
shall not be brought later than one year after the date of 
the violation. A single action for damages under the pro- 
visions of this section may include all violations of the 
provisions of this section committed by the same defend- 
ant against the same person. 
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(d) ‘The district court for the judicial district within 
which the housing accommodation affected is located 
shall have exclusive original jurisdiction over all actions 
and complaints brought under this section. 


SECTION 10. Criminal Penalties. (a) It shall be un- 
lawful for any person to demand, accept, receive, or re- 
tain any rent for the use or occupancy of any housing 
accommodations in excess of the maximum rent pre- 
scribed therefor under the provisions of this ordinance 
or the rules, regulations or orders hereunder promul- 
gated, or otherwise to do or omit to do any action in 
violation of the provisions of this ordinance or the rules, 
regulations or orders hereunder promulgated. 

(b) It shall be unlawful for any person to demand, 
accept, receive or retain any payment which exceeds the 
maximum lawful rent for one month as a finder’s fee or 
service charge for the opportunity to examine or lease 
any housing accommodation and no finder’s fee or service 
charge shall be lawful unless the person from whom the 
payment is demanded, accepted, received or retained ac- 
tually rents or leases the housing accommodation with 
regard to which payment of said fee or said charge has 
been demanded, accepted, received or retained. 

(c) Whoever willfully violates any provision of this 
ordinance or any rule, regulation or order hereunder 
promulgated or whoever knowingly makes any false 
statement in any testimony before the board or whoever 
knowingly supplies the board with any false information 
shall be punished by a fine of not more than five hundred 
dollars or by imprisonment for not more than ninety 
days or both; provided, however, that in the case of a 
second or subsequent offense, such person shall be pun- 
ished by a fine of not more than three thousand dollars 
or by imprisonment for not more than one year or both. 


SEcTION 11. Jnjunctions. ‘The superior court shall 
have jurisdiction in equity to restrain by injunction any 
violation of this ordinance and of rules, regulations, and 
orders promulgated by the board. 


Section 12. Duration. This ordinance shall remain 
in effect until December 31, 1972, or until a prior determi- 
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nation by the mayor and city council that the present 
rental housing emergency no longer exists. 


SECTION 13. Constitutional Construction. The provi- 
sions of this ordinance are severable, and if any of its pro- 
visions shall be held unconstitutional or otherwise invalid 
by any court of competent jurisdiction, the decision of 
such court shall not affect or impair any of the remaining 
provisions. 


SECTION 14. Repealer. Chapter 10 of the Ordinances 
of 1969 is repealed. Orders issued by the Board of Rent 
Appeals under the provisions of said Chapter 10 in effect 
on the effective date of this ordinance shall remain in 
effect according to their terms. Any matter pending 
before said Board of Rent Appeals on the effective date 
of this ordinance shall be considered by the board as if 
brought in accordance with the provisions of this ordi- 
nance.
